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^"^ H E Yearly-meeting ^bfcrving, that 
;. in many of the Testimonies, received 
horn the different Quarterly - meetings, much 
uk&d and profitable Matter was contained, 
tending to promote and encourage the PraAice 
of Virtue, and of that Obedience and Self- 
denial, which the Gofpel of Chrift requires of 
his Servants ; together with feveral fhort, but 
full Relations of the bright Examples, and 
"^^ folid and tender Expreflions of many, who 
have had the Happinefs to finiih well, and 
.:c leave behind them the beft Demonftration of 
their Belief of the Truth, and Excellency of 
the Christian Religion, by giving a clear 
Evidence, of its genuine Fruits and EfFedls, in 
their Lives^ and Converfations ; and, in the 
•Conclufion, by being divinely favoured with 
an.AfTurance of that Life and Immortality, 
for which, above all, they had defired and 
laboured. 
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Under thefe C^nfidcrations, the Yearly- 
meeting direded' the Collcdling and Printing 
of fuch of thefe Testimonies as were judged 
moft likely to be of general Benefit ; which 
Collection is here prefcnted to the Reader. 
But we muft acknowledge we greatly regret, 
frequently to find the folid and weighty Ex- 
preffions of our dying Friends omitted, under 
the Excufe oi Brevity ; when oftentimes th?y 
are the mofl: important, and would be the 
mofl likely to be of Advantage to thofe to 
whom they are communicated ; but, fo it i§ 
in too many Inftances : To avoid which, in 
future, Friends are defired not to be negligent 
at fuch Opportunities, but to make as full and 
authentick a Colledion of the laft Words, and 
Dcath-bed Expreffions, of our worthy depart- 
ing Friends, as they are capable 5 as thefe are 
generally the moft lively and aifedting, and 
have a ftronger Tendency to flir up the pure 
Mind in the confiderate Readers, and make 
them tp defire and endeavour fo to walk, in 
th? Counfel of God, as to obtain the like 
precious Experience : In order to promote 
which, thefe Testimonies are earneftly re* 
commended to the Perufal and ferious Atten- 
tion of Friends in general, but elpecially tQ 
the Youth of both Sexes j for ifi them they 
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may fee a Cloud of Witneflcs to the happy 
Fruits of an early Devotion, and the unfpcak- 
able Advantages refulting to thofe who embrace 
the Vifitation of the Moft High, and follow 
the Difcov^ries and Requirings of his holy 
Spirit, in the Way of Regeneration and the 
daily Crofs ; Advantages which fo f^r furpafs 
every Thing, which hath been or can be ex-* 
changed for them, that, when put in the Seal?, 
they all appear lighter than Vanity. 

There arc two Phrafes (in the following 
CoUedlion ) that frequently occur, which, to a 
Reader not of our Perfwafion, may be mifun-r 
derftood, and by beiog mifunderftood, may give 
Ofience ; they are, He^ or Jhe^ was defcended 
from believing Parents ; or, was convinced of the 
Truth, To obviate which, it may be obfervedj, 
that it is not thereby intended to circumfcribe 
the Belief of the Truth, in the general Accept- 
ation of that Phraie, to ourfelvcs j or to infi- 
nuate, that other Societies do not believe the 
Truths of Chriftianity : But, as the Words of 
Chrift are, I am the Truth. This I am, 
the cffential, cverlafting, favipg Trath, is that 
of which they were convinced^ apd in which 
they believed : Convinced of him by his own 
immediate, felf-evident Operation upon their 
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Minds ; comiincedy that this was the Spirit of 
Truth, of whom it was laid, when he came, 
he ftiould convince the World of Sin, of Rigb^ 
teoufnejs^ and of Judgment. 

And being brought to this Rock and furc 
Foundation of living Faith, they became con^ 
vinced, that as the Holy God is an omniprcfent 
Spirit, fo in Spirit and in Troda rauft he be 
acceptably worftiiped ; that as he is in himfclf 
infinite, and incomprchcnfible, dwelling in the 
Lights which no Man can approach unto^ mhom 
no Man hath feen or can fee ; fo, through this 
Spirit of Truths this Holy Mediator, Accefs 
only could be had, and true Worflbip per- 
formed, to the leather of Spirits. They were 
convinced^ that as he is perfedly holy, ' fo, ex- 
cept they were made in degree holy, their 
Prayers could never afccnd with Acceptance, 
t% the Incenfe of Saints, before the Throne of 
Glory. And altho' the Command and Dccla- 
tion X.^ Abram \% plainly exhibited in Scrip- 
ture, viz. I am the Almighty God^ walk bejare 
mey and be thou perfeSt ; it (eemcd to them an 
impoffible Attainment, till opened by him who 
hath the Key of David : They then faw, 
•that Perfection arofe from the Illation Abram 
ftood in Jo an Almlehty Creator j and were 
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convinced that this Call extended to the Seed 
of Abram through all Generations. And« 

Being convinced of the Purity, fo they were 
of the Peaceablenefs of this Gofpel Difpeoia<« 
tion. They not only read, but felt it breath. 
Peace on Earthy and Goodwill to Men ; that 
there was to be no hurting nor dejlroying in all 
God's holy Mountain. 

Xhefe are fomc of the important Truths, of 
which they were convinced j Truths which, 
we truft, will fpread and prevail in the Nations 
of the World, till, in the Lord's Time, the 
Accomplifhmcnt of that memorable Prophecy^ 
and Proclanfiation of the evangelical Prophet, 
be folly known, viz. And it Jhall come to pafs 
in the lafi Days^ that the Mountain of the Lord's 
Hon fe Jhall he ejiablifhed in the Top of the Moun^ 
tainSy and /hall be exalted above the Hills ; anJL 
all Nations Jhall Jlow unto it : And many People 
Jhall go and Jay y Come ye^ and let us go up to the 
Mountain of the Lord^ to the Houje of the God 
of Jacob, and he will teach us of his Ways^ and 
we will walk in his Paths ; for out of Zioa 
(hall go forth the Law^ and the Word of the 
Lord from Jerufalem. Ife (hall judge among 
the Nations, and Jhall rebuke many People : 

And 
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And they fiall beat their Swords into Plow- 
jhares^ and their Spears into P runing-hooks : 
Nation Jloall not lift up Sword again fi Nation^ 
neither fhall they learn War any more. Houfe 
of Jacob / come ye^ and let us walk in the Light 
of the Lord. Ifaiah ii. 2, 3 , 4, 5.

Publick Friends deceafed. 


A Tefiimonyfrom the Monthly-meeting at Carlifle 
in the County of Cumberland ; containing a 
brief Account of the Life and Services of our 
dear and 'worthy Friend^ Christopher 
Story. 

THIS our dear Friend, and worthy 
Elder, was born at Jtighead in the 
Parifli of Kirklington^ and County of 
.Cumberlandy in the Year 1648 ; and was con- 
vinced of the bleffed Truth, and received it ia 
the Love of it, in the Year 1672, being about 
the Twenty fourth Year of his Age, And the 
•Lord, who was gracioufly pleafed to vifit and 
gather him, as one of the firfl: Fruits in this 
Part of the Borders of England^ and called 
him to work in his Vineyard early, endowed 
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him with a good UnderlQtanding of the Things 
pertaining to his Kingdom ; and, in the Year 
1 677, bellowed on hi to a Gift of the Miniftry, 
which he exercifed freely ; and we have good 
Caufe to believe, he made good Improvement 
thereof, as appeafed by his faithful ai)d 
unwearied Labour in the Church of Chrift 
in thele Parts. His Service among us was 
great, and well accepted, he being one who 
ruled well in his own Houie, and alfo in the 
Church I for which he was counted worthy 
of dou ble Honou r. 

He viilted the Meetings in this Nation^ and 
alfo in Inland and Scotlandy divers Times ; 
and as his Service was great and well received 
amongil his Brethren, both at home and 
abroad, fo likewife it was often his Concfern^ 
in our own County, to appoint Meetings 
^mongft other People, which frequently proved 
to great Satisfadtion, and caufed many^ to 
confefs to Truth ; he being endued with a 
living, plain and powerful Teflimony, to the 
reaching of the Hearts and Confciences of the 
Hearers. 

His Care over the People of God was great, 
that all who profeffcd the Truth might walk 
blamelefs, and come up in Faitbfulnefs in 
every Branch of their Teftimony. . Zealous Jbe 
was againft undue Liberty, or going into Ex- 
ceis in eating or drinking, or into the foolish, 
vain and gaudy Fafliions of the World, in 
Superfluity of Apparel ; and hi& circumipefl:

He fufKsred Impriibnment and Spoiling o.£ 
Goods with much Patience, which proved to 
be his Lot pretty early, foy wicked Meii who 
became Informers, feeking his J^urn, widt 
many others ; yet the Ixwd preferred him ki 
Faithfulnefs, and brought him clean through 
all the&* Exercifes. He flood firm m his 
Tcftimony againft xht Antushrtfiian Ycksdi 
Tithes, that none might be unfaidifui therein^ 
either in paying or receiving them. And^ 
having a Gift beyond many in the Govern^ 
ment of Church Ai&irs, he exer cifed- the famei^ 
in much Wiiidom and Prudence, and jaboured? . 
diligently for the Peace of the Church, and ta 
keep out every Thing that might, appear to 
cau£b Strife and Debate* He had ati exceUent 
Gift of healing and making up of Breaches. 
And, although his Way was no<? to lay fuddea^ 
Hands on any, yet he was indeed as a tetidof^ 
nurfiQg Father,^^ and watched with a ear^fub 
Eye of Love over the Flock of Chrift, that 
00 hurtful Thing might get Place amodgd 
them. A great Lover and Promoter of good 
Order and Difcipline, and very diligent ta 
attend Meetings of that Nature, leaving hi© 
own fiofincis to ferve the Church. And when* 
it was his Concern to deal with any by way 
of Rebuke, it was in much Tendernefe and 
Solidity y and not in Harfhnefs or Sournefei 
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He vvas; a Pattern of Humility in/hi$ Gondud: 
4nd Co&ver/ation^. and bore a noble Tdlimany 
againtl Pride in every Branch . of it, and ^fo 
dgainft : Covetoufncfi^y and the eager Paribit 
^fter the Tbi;)gsi of this World, by. launching 
into Trad^^nd Buitncfs beyond Mens Abilities 
and Capacities, as being great Enemies, to- the 
Work of God, and the Profperity of hi» 
Truth. 

. And as he was much Loved and honoured 
atnongft his Brethren, becaufe of hisPaith^ 
j^ujine^y fo, he v^as greatly jeiloemed t^y • his 
l^eighbours, whom he was very ready taifa-ve, 
in reconciling pifTerences^ and preventing 
Lax^-fuits.. . And.as hq was not^negjigent in 
the. Work of the Lord, .to promote Truth and 
Rigbteoufnefs, where ever his Lot was among 
any Pcopk, being of an univerial Spirit^ and 
concerned Ifor the Good and Welfare of all ; 
fo when at Home, about ihis lawful Affairs, 
he was. not negligent in. providing Things 
honeft in thc.Sight gi all ; and, the Lord was 
pleafed tp blcfs his Endeavours, by affording 
hiar outward Mert;i€S, and giving him Wifflc^n 
to ufe them in Moderation : fo that h^was a 
good Example in his County, having his 
Houfe and Heart open to receive and entertain 
the Lord's ^Servants and MeiJeogers, He .was 
a great, Encourager of his Children and Ser- 
vants to: frequent Meetings. 5* hut a grelat Dif- 
couragcr of. their going to Markets and Fairs 
uniieceflarily J and. often cautioned Friends,, of 
* the 
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the great Danger that Youth were in, of being 
drawn into too much Liberty at foch Timcs^ 
and thereby bringing Reproach upoii the 
Trath, and Difeftcem upon thcmfelvcs. And 
though he was much agai nft Idlenefs, and 
fiich as fpent their Time fike the Sluggard, yec 
charitabfe and compailibnate to ifi6 Poor; kud 
fuch as were in Want, and would often pro^ 
voke and flir up Friends to Liberality in Con-^ 
tributions, and was himfelf * very exeaipkry 
therein. • .' 

And, as old Age came upon him, his Zeal 
and Fervency was not lefiened ; , which wafe 
demonftrated by the living Freihtiefs (hat at^ 
tended his Miniflry, and his comihaed Con- 
ftancy in attending Meetings when unddr very 
great bodily Wcaknefs ; having beeh fcizcd 
with a confumptive Diftemper, which increafed 
upon him about the Space of nine Months j in 
all which Time he bore his Affliction with 
abundance of Patience, though often in great 
Diftrefs in his outward Man s yet his inward 
Man was ftrengthened and .renewed, and his 
Memory and Underftanding remained firm 
and perfedt : Often commemorating the great 
and unfpeakable Loving- kindnefs and Mercy of 
God, in vifiting him in his young Y^rs. And 
tnuch was the good Counfel and fcafonable 
Advice that dropt from him in Friends Meet- 
ings, even in the Time of his great Weaknefs j 
as alfo to many, of fevcrai Ranks and Pegrees, 
who came to vifit him j not forgetting to give 
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tender and fatherly Advice frequently to his 
own Children. 

And the' it be our Lofs, to be deprived of 
fuch a worthy and ferviceable Inftrument in 
the L^ord's Hand, as he was, whole Memory 
will remain fweet among fis ; jet we firmly , 
believe it is his great Gain, having faithfully 
finiihed his. Day's Work^ his Reward, ' we 
4oubt not, is great with the Lord. / 

\ He departed this Life the 6th Day of the • 
Eleventh Month 1720, and was buried the [ 

Sth Day of, the fame, being accompanied to 
the Burying Ground ViVHetherfide^ by the 
greaceft Nui^ber of Friknxfe and others that 
has almoft ever been feen in thefe Parts at any ' 
BuriaL: Aged Seventy two Years. A Minifter 
.Forty three Years. 
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A I'ejimony from the Montbly-meeting at Settle, 
" in the County of York, concerning T h om a s 
Wilde. 

OUR faid Friend, by his own Account, 
was born in the Year 1649, ^^^ ^^n*- 
vinced of the Truth in the Twenty fourth 
Year of his Age 5 foon after which he became 
very zealous and circumfpedl in his Life and 
Converfation, and, for Truth's Sake, took up 
the Crofs chearfully, and denied himfelf, not 
only of the foroier Pleafures and Delighfs he 
had accuflooied himfelf to, but even alfo of 
the Trade and Imployment he was inftru^ted 
in, and whereby he had his chief Supply^ as 
to the Things of this World ; for, being by 
his Trade a T^ayhr^ he, under a ' i^ligious 
Concern of Mind, foon after his Convincement, 
could not comply with the making iiich need**- 
lefs and fuperfiuous Fafhions in Apparel, as were 
then ufed by his Cudomers, and thereupon 
gave over the greateO: Part of his Trade, and 
betook himfelf to other Bufinefs^ in order to 
get a Livelihood ; wherein Providence was 
^vourably pleafed to ble(s hi$ Labours with. 
Succefs : So that, altho' he never had a great 
.deal as to the Things of this World, yet he 
had a Competency fof&cient to fupport him in^ 
and carry him through the iarne^ with Satisr 
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fadion and Comfort. He was alfo made iielp-^ 
ful to others in his Station, according to his 
Ability i for which he many Times poblickly 
iicknowlcdged his Thankfulncfs to the Lord,"* 
that he had been fo merciful to him, in raiiing 
him from a Jow Degree to a State of Favour 
and Acceptance with hipi, as well as a Degree 
of Service and Unity among his People, It 
was not long after his Convincemenl, beioiie 
his Mouth was opened in a publlck Teftimo«iy 
amongO: Friends, wherein, although for divers 
Years he had but a few Words in Meetings, 
yet his Appearance was both acceptable and 
ufeful to Friends. And as he approved himfclf 
faithful and diligent in the Gift beftowed upon . 
him, the Lord w^s pleafed to inlarge it, fo 
that he became an able Minifler of t^e Gofpet, 
and therein his frequent Service amongft 
Friends was very edifying, and helpful to fuch 
as had the Opportunity of his Labours and 
Service aniongfl them. 

He was not only inftrumentally helpful in 
that rcfpc6l; but the Lord having been gra- 
cioufly pjeafed to beftow upon .him a good 
degree of Underflanding, \k was thereby 
qualified to be very ferviceable in the Diicipline 
of the Church } fo that fuch as knew him, 
iand had the Benefit of his Labours and Services 
amongfl them, had a valuable Bfteem for him, 
both at home and abroad : for he often vifited- 
the Meetings of Friends in divers of the.adja^ 
icept Counties j and, ih th? Vcar 1700, had a . 
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CSoiusm upon his Mind to vifit Friends iii 
WnkSj together with the South and Weft Parts 
of this Nation ; which Journey, in Company 
with. another Friend, he accomplifhed to his 
Satisfadion $ after his Return, faying, Tie Lord 
had been near tp and ajfijied him therein, in the 
greaiefi Exercijes that be met with 5 and alfe/ 
Hat be found a favourable and kind Reception 
among Friends mibere be travelled ; wbicb bowed 
him dofwn in Spirit before the Lord, in Thank-^ 
fulnefs to acknowledge bis great Gdodnefs to bint 
in many RefpeBs. He was often made to rejoice^ 
tK>th in publick and private, that the Lord 
&ould be fo gracioufly pleafed to vifit him, 
and in any degree to make him ferviceabie in 
the Church and among his People. 

At a certain Time, when vifited with Sick- 

nefs, whereof many thought he would not 

have recovered, he expreiTed himfeHF on this 

wife to Friends then prefent ; — / bave been 

often brought very low in tny Mind, when 1 

confidered tbe excls^ding Goodnefs of the Lord to 

me^ in vijiting my Soul with the Infhining of 

Truth, whereby I was made to fee tbe mi Jet able 

and wretched State 1 was then in, having /pent 

fo much of my precious Time in Vanity, and in 

following of my own foolifh Imaginations ; but 

the Lord, through bis infinite Mercy y in bis dwn 

\ due Time, was pleafed to cotreB and cbajiije me 

for the fame, and, in meafure, 1 came to be 

redeemed therrfrom j although, I may fay, I was 

Pi/sit her a Prophet nor a Prophet's Son, but a 

poor 
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f9or forlorn Creature^ 'wbicb caufetb me the more 
to admire bis Loving-Jundnefs to me ; for 1 can 

fojy wAr^ ^ ^^y ^^^ ^ ^^^^ Z^^^ ^ftr^yi bis 
Rtd and his Staff have upheld me^ and there fort 

J have come to mtnefo Deliverance. I /peak not • 

tbeje Things to gain your Applaufe ; no : I am 

far from, that ; there is no Defert in me ; my 

twn Unworthine/Sy as a Man^ 1 have reafon to 

hear in Mind ; but it is the Isrd^s Goodnefs to 

me that ouafims me thus to exprefs myfelf. 

He wai often concerned for Friends Growth 

and Profperity in the Truth ; and cfpecialiy, 

that the Youth might be preierved from the 

many hurtful and entangling Snares of this 

World ; endeavouring to excite in Friends a 

diligent Care after their own Growth therein^ 

and that they might not too much depend 

upon inftrumental Means, which frequently . 

leads to a Neglect of attending upon the Gift 

in themfelves. Thus be was often engaged #{ 

in Spirit for the Good of thofe he laboured { 

amongft. He alfo was' a very diligent Attender 

of Meetings, until old Age and Infirmity of * 

Body rendered him uncapable, and therein ^ 

was very exemplary to others. His Life and j 

Conver4tion correfponded with his Do<Strine» 

He was not apt to appear in Meetings, after a 

publick Manner, unlefs he had a Neceility 

upon him fo to do ; and then his Exercife ^ 

tended to the Edification and Cbmfort of thofe 

» 

who fat under his Miniflry, which was living 

and powerful. 

In 
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In his laft Ilnels,* which continilfcd many 
Months upon him, he manifefted a great deal 
of Patience and Refignation of Mind to the 
Will of the Lord> faying to fome Friends who 
nfited him, — 1 have bad many comfortabk 
7'imes amongfi Friends, the Lord having been 
good to me in many RefpeBs^ and under iarious 
Exercifes and Temptations that I have nm with ;

I have no Caufe to doubt of ; for although this 
AffliStion he has now laid, or permitted to be 
brought upon me, be exercifng, yet ij it Jhould 
continue and increafe, I know that 1 ought to bear 
with Patience ; for the Lord has been good to 
me many Ways^ as 1 have reafon to acknowledge^ 
and hope be will continue jb to be^to the End. 

We doubt not but the Defire of his Soul 
was anfwered in that R^fpedl, and that he 
now enjoys the Fruit of his Labours^ Peace 
with the Lordy and Affurance for ever.

horting and building-up both Old and Young 

in 
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m the mofi holy Faith : And the veiy. Stream 
of her Teftimony tended wonderfully to per-i 
fwade the youDg Generation to ;Faitfafalnef8:Ca 
God, and Love one towards another. She was 
alfo concerned to. bear her Teftimony againft 
thditfeparate Spirit that hath appeared anmngft 
\I8 of late. And though /he was often very 
weak in Body^ yet very careful and diligent ia 
viiiting Meetings, in and about the Counties 
oi Norfolk^ EJjtx and CambndgPnre^ as well, 
as tfaofe in the County wherein (he dwelt ; 
and whilft (he bad Strength of JBody to 
attend publick Meetings, {he had often therein 
a Word to fpeak in Seafon, fuitable to the 
Conditions of many ; and was inftrumeaCal, 
in the Hand of the: Lord, to keep Things 
in good Order, relating to Church Affairs.

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She tikewife often ^oke of the fieeet Enjoyu 
ment of God's living Prefence^ which Jhe was 
favoured with-, for whkh flie was thaok&I^ 
and praifed the Lord for his great Goodnefi 
towards her Soul. At other times (he. wept 
and prayed on behalf of others, and begged 
that the Lord, in bis great Goodnefs and Mercy ^ 
would be pUafed to vijit the Souls of all^ as be 
bad vifited her. And in this fwect, qaiet and 
Heavenly Frame of Spirit, fhe continued to 
the End of her Ilnefs ; and on the 4th Dajp 
pf the Eleventh Month 1728, being then verjr 
Aill and quiet, and in a Lamb-like State, Qm 
gave up the Ghofl: ; and we have good reaiba 
to believe ihe died in true Peace with the Lord^ 
and in right Good-will towards all Mankind^ 
and h gonfe to receive a Crown of Righteouf- 
nefs, andra joyful Reward with the Lord, the 
God of her Salvation, for ever. And certainly 
the Lofs of her is very great to the Churehv 
but undoubtedly our Lofs is her Gain and 
Comfort in Chrift, World without End.

THIS our dear deccafed Friend was dcr 
fcended of believing Parents^ and by 
them carefully educated in the Way of Truth 
and Plain ncfs.

ianftifying Work of his Spirit ; and by attend- 
ing thereto, he grew up a good Example to 
the Youth of his Time, Thus perfevcring to 
love Truth a^d religious Meetings, and wait- 
ing therein upon the Lord for his qukkning 
Power, he had a Gift of the Miniftry com- 
mitted to him. .

THOMAS DREWREY Senior, of Bolton 
in the County of Cumberland, was con- 
vinced of the Truth about the Fourteenth Year 
of his Age : There being but very few in thofe 
Days who made Profcflion thereof, ' he was 
much vilified, derided and reproached, by his 
Parent^, Relations and others, who ufcd what 
Means they could to perfwade him not to

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Icwc tbt Way^of his Aivceftors j durift|; wbicif 
Tiirifc, he tundcrwciit great AiSid:iorts upon* 
jeveral Accounts ; yet, being fupportcd by the 
Power and Virtue of that which he proftffed, 
he was enabled to ftand through all. As he* 
grew in Ytari^ iie grew in Strength and feVihg 
Knowledge, and by degrees came to witnels 
an Improvement in that Gift the Lord had 
beftbwdd upon him, fo that in due Tirhe he . 

was engaged to open his Mouth in pubUck 'j 

Teftimony, and to declare unto others, wha^ 
tlie/Lb»i had madfe him an Experiettcer -of. 
His diligent and fervent Labour was, that allf 
UMght be made Sharers thereof. He wss not 
eloquent of Speech, nor accomplifhed with 
Literature, but Was attended With the Life 
and Power of Truth, which is the Sabftanc6 
of the true Miniftry : This made his Offerings 
beneficial and edifying to the Church.

WE think it our Duty, and hope it may 
be of Service, to recommend to Pofte- 
rity the good Example of this our dear deceafed 
Friend.. He was born at Leeds' in Torkfhire; his 
Parents being PrefiyterianSy he was educated 
in that Way till about the Eighteenth Year 
of his Age \ at which Time he came to live 
with William Maudj his Uncle, at Sunderland^ 
who was a Profeflbr of Truth io its early 
Breakings forth -, with whom he continued 
not long, before he was convinced of the fame,

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which had wrought his Reformation. Hi« 
Labour' of Love was well accepted of by his 
Brethren, he appearing well qualified for the 
Work of the Miniftry, being lively and edify- 
ing in his Teftimony, found in Dodtrine, and 
exemplary in a fteady pious Condudt. A Lover 
of Peace and Unity, which he not only fre-- 
quently recommended to others, but fo fully 
demonftrated his own Regard' to it, that ia 
fome Contefts he meekly refigned- his Right 
for the Sake thereof. He kept a more than 
ordinary Government over his own Spirit, 
which made the Work of the Spirit of Truth 
{hine forth very eminently both in his Life 
and Dodtririe. This rendered him dear to us^ 
and well efteemed by others. And fo fenfible 
are we of his eminent Services, both iii the 
Miniftry and Difcipline of the Church-, that 
the Spirits of many arc bowed down in a deep 
S^rtfe of the Lofs we fuftain by his Death.

THIS our dear deceaied Friend hath been 
known by fome of us about Fifty five 
Years. He was a Man of an innocent Life 
and blamelefs Converfation, zealous for the 
Promotion of Truth, and the Difcipline of the 
Church \ conilant in attending Half-year's, 
Quarterly and Province-meetings, as well as 
the particular Meeting to which he belonged ; 
and often had a Concern upon him to adviie 
Friends to make right. Ufe of Time, that their 
Day's Work might be done in the Day : . For 
that an exercijing Time and Day of great Mor* 
tality was coming on, which would be a dreadful 
Day to the Unfaithful and Difobedient amongfl 
us ; and that there would be no Safety in that 
Day^ but in the Lord's Arm of Ponver 5 ikying, 
we (hould befafe under it, and not otherwife. 

The Subftance of this he was frequently 
concerned, under great Dread and Weight, to 
declare amongft us ; and, to feme who vifited 
him in his Ilnefs, faid, That what he had fo 
often been concerned to declare amongfi us^ would 
come to pafs. His Appearance in Meetings was 
always under a reverent Awfulnefs. And as 
he was diligent in attending Meetings^ fo was 
he frequently concerned to prefs Friends to

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vifit Families within the Compafe of our 
Monthly - meeting ; faying, I'he Lord often 
owned them in that Concern^ as there was a , 
waiting upon him in the Service. In fuch Vifit$, 
hie at times had a clear Sight relpeding the 
State of Families, and would drop very fuitable 
Advice upon thofe Occafions. His Love was 
fuch to Friends and Truth, that he fuiFered 
not his (^tward A^airs to hinder his attending 
the Serj^ice of the Church, but was always 
ready, when of Ability, to jain Friends therein, 
and mindful to encourage others. He was one 
whp took the Over-fight of the ]f lock, not by 
Conftraint, but willingly j and we have, with 
his WJife and Children, to whom he was a 
loving Huibaqd and tender Father, a fenfiWe 
liOfs of fo vvorthy a Friend and Elder, who 
was taken fron) us, lively ip old Age. 

He eodured the Pain pf his lafi: Ilnefs with 
great Patience, and in Spirit was attended 
wjjth divine $we^tnefs, which fupported hSm 
through.

know the Want of aii inward Acquaintance 
with the Lord in Spirit, which, Education ot 
itfelf could not give hen Thu^ the Lord 
beg^3 to prepare her, by his Word and Ppwcr 
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in her Heart, for future Service, And her 
Love increaiing in the pure holy Fear^ (he was 
preferved out of the Vanity and Folly, which 
too much abound in fome of the Youth of 
our Day. 

She loved Retirement, and often, with a 
tender, humble and broken Spirit, waited for 
a further Manifcftation of the pure holy Prin- 
ciple of Light and Grace ; and, in thofe inward 
Exercifcs, (he frequently witnc(Icd the Comfort 
of Divine Love.

OUR ancient and worthy Friend John 
^hompfon^ Son of yohn Tbompfon of Crook 
near Kendal in Wefimorland^ was born in the 
Fifth Month 1667. His honeft Parents zeal* 
oufly educated him in the Way of Truths 
NotwithAanding which, for fome Years he 
was very inclinable to many of the Paftimea 
ahd Diverfions of Youth, to the great Grief 
and AfHidion of his religious. Parents ; but 
nothing proved fufficient to reftrain him, until 
it pleafed God, by the metciful Vifitation of 
his Light and Grace, to (hew him the Folly 
of his Ways, and the evil Confequence that 
would enfue a Continuance therein ; which, 
as he gave way to, wrought Jb powerfully in 
him, as to reclaim him from his former 
Courfes. 

He received a Gift of the Miniftry about 
the Eighteenth Year of his Age, and in a

He was convinced 
of the bleffed Truth, about the Year 1680, by 
that eminent and worthy Minifter of Chrift 
Roger Haydock : For a farther Account of 
which, we refer to a following (hort Narrative, 
left by -him in Manufcript. 

He was called to the Work of the Miniftry 
about the Year 1683, in which he laboured*^ 
fervently and faithfully, being fuitably qualified 
for the fame ; and in Teftimony would fre- 
quently fpeak of the Lord's gracious Dealings 
with his People ; exhorting Friends to a 
Reijgncdncfs of Mind to fervc him faithfully ; 
and even travailed in Pain, that Chrift might 
be formed in all. He was powerful in Prayer^ 
and in Supplication oftentimes favoured with a 
near Acqefs to Divine Goodnefs. 

His great Care and Concern for the Welfare 
of 5/(?«, fully manifefted his fiocere Love to 
Truth and the Brethren. He was diligent in 
attending Meetings j a ftrift Obfcrver of the 
Hour appoiofed : And the Care of the Church 

E grew 
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grew daily upon him \ being concerned xq a 
ptrlicular manner, that a godly and zealous 
Difcipline ihould be maintained^^ fo that Judg- 
ment might be placed upon every Tranfgreflbr, 
and the Church be made clean ; And although 
he ufed to deal plainly with BackfliderSy yet, 
in a truly Cbrifiian Spirit^ entreated with fuck 
Meekneis^ and moving Tendernefs, as generall^r 
had a good Efi^dt, being duly cautious of 
hardening or hurting any« He was full of 
Love, and meek in ExpreiBpn to the Babes 
in Chrift. 

He was a Man of an innocent, ioofienfive 
Conduct, and cheerful in Converiktion ; ^nd 
what rendered the fame more agreeable^ pro<^ 
fitable and edifying, was hti being attended^ 
with a revo-ential Awe in what Company 
foever he came, left he fhould fpeak or ad: 
any Thing prejudicial to Truth : Thus perfc- 
vering in true Watchfulnefs, Humility and 
Circumfpeftion, he adorned his holy Pro« 
feilion, and gained general Favour and Ac- 
^ ceptance, both amongft Friends and others. 

About the Beginning of the Sixth Month 
173 1, he was viiitcd with a Fever ^ of which 
he partly recovered ; but the Relidts thereof 
threw him into a gradual Decay, which in 
time occaiioned his Deaths 

During his ]§& Sicknefs, which continued 
feveral Months, he was frequently viiited by 
feveral Friends, who had great Satisfad^on 
therein, wholfome Advice and fweet Expreffions 

often 
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often dropping irom him : Some few of 
ivhich arc as follow. Being one time left 
in the Rpom^ a Friend going in, told hini 
Henaas akme. He anfwered, No^ be bad tbe 
Vompahy of tbe Fatber. Another time being 
zfkcd^Ifbe would have a little ff^inef He 
anfwcrcd, He was favoured witb tbe fVine of 
tbe Kingdom. , At another time his Wife^ 
who was tender over him, told him. He was 
poor ; ^ncaning in Body. He cheerfully an-^ 
fwered;; He Jhould in a little time be rich 
tnpugb. Another time, holding up his Hand, 
faid. It hoks poor and withered^ and almoft fit 
for the GVave ; adding, it was no Terror to 
him J Hecaufe tbe Soul would he accepted in tbe 
Day of Account. And after a little Paufe, faid, 
li*s a noble Thing to endure to tbe Bnd j /iich 
ebtain tf)e promifed Sahation. Another time, 
when very weak of Body, a Friend bcinf 
about to take Leave of him, he expreffe^ 
himfelf thus 5 Dear Friend ^ /hall we not have 
T^mes of Fain and Diftrefs f Never t be lefs, lef 
us not faint : It is my rditby I am neat upoti 
entering into eternal Re/i. The Friend anfwer- 
cd, She was fully of the fame Mind. He faid, 
That^s well : And added, Be of good Cheer ; do 
thy be ft to pleafe Godj and be not afraid (^what 
may befal thee 5 but be obedient to thy known 
' Duty : Fear tbe Lord^ and be will preferve 
thee. At another time, a Friend vifiting him, 
afked/^iJira; he fared ? He anfwered. He was 
favoured with tbe Pre/ence of the Lordj and 

^2 thereby 
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thereby refrejhedbotbin Soul and Body. Another 
tiine . being aiked, How be was ? He fpake 
pretty largely of xhti Gqodnefs an4 Mercy of 
Godexiended^ohim^ arid the Seal and Evidence 
be bad of eternal Sahatiotu And at the fame 
time return'd upon himfclf, and faid^ Tbougb 
it be thus. .wit b me^ the Words of the Apojlle are' 
fit to be remembered^ — Let him that thinketh 
he flapdeth, take heed lefl he fall : And 
^dded, Such a Pitch of Strength, and Safety 
fiould. not be prefumed upon ; we Jhould watch 
always. In fhort, he was a Pattern of Holinefs \ 
and we think it may with as much JuAice be 

iaid of him as of moil Men, that he was an

Iff aelite indeed^ in whpm there was no Guile. 
Thus this . virtuous and honourable Man. 
having Jived to a good old Age, and kept the 
Faith, ~bath therein finilhed his Courfe, and, 
we doubt not, obtained that glorious Jmmorr 
itality a^d Reft which is pjepared . ifor the 
Rightedi|s. , , .

DURING the Time of my late Indif^ 
pofition of Body, the gracious Deal- 
ings of the Almighty with my Soul have 
often been revived in my Mind ; as alfo, 
** how I have .anfwered tjie End of my 
*' Creation : And in the Courfc of my Expe- 
rience, I concur with the great Apoftle of 
" tht Gentiles, that Th Fle/h luftetb againji 
the Spirit y and the Spirit again/i the Flejh* ; 
** but Thanks be to God for his Mercy, vvho 
in a good degree hath given me, through 
the Help of his divine Spirit and Power;' 
Vi^ry over the Lufts and Inclinations of 
the Flefh :' Therefore I cannot but carncftly 
recommend all, carefully to obferve wh^t 
brings P^in and Uneafinefs to the Mind, 
and look upon it as Corre£tion and Inftruc- 
tion from above ; which, if duly regarded, 
** will bring all into ^ degree of the fame 
comfortable Experience. 

I was born in the Year 1655, arid edu- 
cated in the Way of the Church of England^ 
*' fo called, and was, according to my Powet 
*^and Capacity, , a. jdiligent Obferver of its 
" Dodtrine and Worftiip, till fuch time as I 
. • El " found 
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** found a Longing of Soul for other Food, 
^' though I knew not where to find k* I d<» 
•* remember, in my young Days, fomething 
.•* at work in me, reproving for Sin and 
<^ Trapfgreffions, teaching and leading in the 
^* juft Man*8 Path. The Lord was near at 
'< hand, but 1 knew him not ; {o that I often 
•* tranfgrtffed afrefli, and Fear feizcd me ; 
•* infomuch that I petitioned the Lord, He 
** would in Mercy deliver me from the gnawing 
•' Worm/ and Fire unquenchable. It was ufaai 
*' with mc to repeat the Lord's Prayer, when 
<• I laid down in my Bed, and often reproved 
" myfelf, if I fuffcred any other Thoughts to 
*^ intervene in the Time of repeating it 5 de- 
figning to do my beft to pleafe God. 
" After a time, by the Direftion of Divine 
Providence, at a Meeting of the People 
called ^akers^ held at Brigg fiats, it was 
put into the Heart of that worthy Meflenger 
** and Man of God, Roger Haydock^ to define 
^* who had Right to call God Father, and who 
** bad not : By which Dodlrine my Under- 
" ftanding was opened, and my Heart cn- 
*' larged, to confider Friends Principles ; 
♦* which I perceived gradually fitted me for 
" receiving the Grace and Spirit of God, and 
** the Revelation of his Son in me. Then I 
•* became more fenfiblc of a Crofe that was to 
** be bora ; which when I went from under, 
** I was finitten with great Fear and Horror ; 
!^ fo t)iat J evidently iaw the bearing thereof, 

*f was 
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^^ was the Way to the Kingdom of God^ 
*« And I rtmcmber, that to ufe the plain 
V** Language was none of the lead ; for I 
^^ iheltered and covered with this Expreflion^ 
^* when I fpoke to any, — ' How doth * Body f 
^^ But this would not do : Peace was not to 
" be obtained without Obedience. This kept 
me weak for a. time ; but when I gave up^ 
Strength returned, and I had the Anfwer 
^* of U^ell dofie^ thou haft not denied my Name. 
Here was matter of rejoicings whkh I write 
for the Encouragement of luch as may be 
weak in the like Cafe ; and let it be obierv- 
ed, — Difobedience always brings Feeblenefs, 
" whether in this or other of the Lord*« 
*' Requirings. 

Being convinced, and in meafisre con- 
verted, I had Defires to become more and 
more the Lord's holy Temple^ which called 
for Simplicity, and in meafure, PUrity, as 
the Truth is in Jefus. I was willing, in 
degree, to }m\i^it Zaccheus^ by reftoring 
what I had wronged any of, whether by 
gaming or otherwife ; the firil of^ which I 
was addided to in my Youth. The Sentence 
pafTed in me ; I obeyed and Peace followed. 

About the Year 1683, being watchfti) 

over my own Spirit, and faithful to the 

Lord's Requirings, I grew in Favour with 

him; and waiting diligently in Meetings 

^* for his divine Power, I had given me to 

^* believe, I fliould 'ere long have a publick 

• E 4 " Tcftimony 
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*/ Teftimony to bear for him ; and when the 
*' Day came, a terrible one it was ; the Word 
'* of the Lord burned in me like a Firc» 
faying, T^bis is the Day, negleSi it not ; fo 
that I was willing to (peak a few Words. 
And it has been my chief Care ever fincc, 
to minifter in the Ability that God gives : 
Beginning with the Oil, and ending when 
it flayed ; which I know by manifold 
Experience, is the only Way to.pleafe God 
and profit the People. 

*^ About the Year 1686, having fohielncli- 
^* nation to marry, I had one in view 5 but 
'* confulting him who anfwcrs froin between 
^' the Cherubims, fiorji the Mercy-feat, as I 
** always did* in Matters of moment, he was 
*' pleafed to give me a View of one, at that

Sqoi) after J was married, the Enemy 

aiflaulted me afrcfli, refpcdling the Cares of 

this Life, with which I much feared I 

fliould be fvpallowed up ; but my God and 

^* Saviour helped nie to pray, and, in the time 

*^ of Expreffion, gavp roc Faith in his Power, 

•^ that he who ruljeth in Heaven and Earth 

*' would give me Strength to Vidory. At the 

•* fame time he gave me to know, I Was too 

** remifs in frequenting Week-day Meetings ; 

** and upon my giving up to the Witnefs of 

** God in tnty \i^ gt.ve me a bleficd Projpife, 

: * '' Tfjat 
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Tlat the little Meal in the Barrel Jhould not 
fail, and, tbat my End Jhould be happy ^ as 
I continued faithful to him \ whpfc Promi&s 

" I have witneffed to be Tea and Amen. 

" Bleflcd be his Name for even 

** About the Year 1694, I joined dear 
Gilbert ^hompfon^ my Wife's Brother, in 
the Management of his School, with whom 
I had true Fcllowfhip 5 being fenfible, in 
our Communication, th^t Jefus drew near. 
While I lived there, the Lord put it into 

*^ my Heart to vifit Friends in Wales^ fuch a 
Day in fuch a Month ; which if I had not 

*' anfwered, I had milled a Meeting, held 
only once a Month, at which was convinced 

<« a Woman of confiderable Family ; for 
which I humbly and thankfully blefs God 

^^ through Jefus Chrift. I may alfo fay, in

TO. U8 it appears a laudible Pradice to 
prefcrve the Memory of the Righteous, 
in order to excite the Living to follow the 
Footftcps of the Flock of Chrift Jefus, our 
good and holy Shepherd. Such is the Motive 
in making mention of our worthy Friend 
and Elder John Snafially deceafed, who was 
an exemplary Pattern of Piety j deicended 
of honeft and religious Parents. 
^ He was born at Keymer^ near Hurftperpoint^ 
the 9th Day of the Second Month 1656. His 
Father was of the national Church, his Mother 
a Baptiji. Being but a Child when his Father 
died, he fell chiefly under the Care of his 
elder Brother, a Prejbyterian. When he grew 
up to Years of Underftanding, he fought after

who in his ovyh time opened his inward \. Eye, 
letting him iee the Emptinefs of the National 
Worihip in which he had been educated ; , aricl 
by the Illumination of divine Light,, convinced 
hjni. of tjbe Truth as profefTed by lis. ! So,, in 
great ttumility and Refignation of ; Mind, he 
came to fit down amongft us, where hefpund 
a jR:emnaht feeking after t|ie 4vjng Knbw^^ 
of 'God, with whom he cattle into a religious 
Fellowship; arid in true !SuInefs of Mind 
waited Upon the Lord for the further Dif- 
coveries^of.hjs Will.

THERE retmiua in our Hearts a fliort 
Tcftimony to give fot our ^dear Friend 
and Sifter Behvah Wtff-deU^ who died intfae 
Seventieth Year of her Age. She Was ««ea 
like a Shock of full ripe Corn, gathered in its 
due Seafon ; and we doabt mU but the Lord 
has received her Soul into the Manfions of 
Glory,- where the Wicked ceafe ffom troubling, 
and the Faithful are at Reft. 

Her Mioiftfy was very lively ; (he was found 

in Word and Dodlrine, and very edifying ; 

preaching 
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preachitig the .Goming of our Lord Jefiis: 
Chriil in his fpiritual Appearance ; frequently 
opening the Scriptures, and the Myileries p£ 
Life and. Salvation ; with fervent Exhortations 
to ferve the Lord in Righteoiifnefs and true 
HpUnefs. 

"Htt Cbrijiianity did (hew itfelf greatly by 
her meek and peaceable Spirit. She was many 
tifnej^ lervent in Prayer to the Lord, fox the 
fifing Generation, that tbey might come up in 
ibe.PlacA^ofjbc Eaithful who are gone before. 

In theTifne ofrherlaft Ilnels, which con- 
tinued above three Months, (he oftentimes was 
in a very fwcet Ftame of Mind, and frequently 
ufed to fay, T.he Though fs of Death were no 
Terror tor her ; but was entirely rcfigned to the 
Will of the Lord ; and often exprcflcd the 
Hope (he had in her latter End. 

Two Days before (he died, having a very 
fick Fit, upon her being a little recovered of. 
it, (he de(ired to fee her Children, and ex- 
pre(red herfelf to. them after this manner: 
—J did not think I Jhould have been alive till 
now. I hope it will be an happy Hour for me. 
I pray God bkfs you in all your Undertakings, 
and that he may be with yoUy ns he has been 
wittfne^ to the End of your Days.

OUR dear and worthy Friend "Jofhua 
Barber^ Son of Samuel and Elizabeth 
Barber^ was born at Eft^olt in the Parifh of 
Guifelyy in the Year 1660. His Father died 
a Prifoner for attending the Meetings of the 
People called S^uakersy before this his Son was 
two Years old 5 fo that his Mother, who was 
a religious Woman of the Church of England^ 
educated him in that Way ; and he being 
brought up in the Trade of a Smithy about the 
Seventeenth Year of his Age went to Donca/ler 
to work, where, having an Incliniation to go 
to a Meeting of Friends, he made Enquiry, if 
there was any in that Part of the Country ? 
Hearing of one kept at the Houfe of nomds 
Kellamy oi Balby^ he went twico to it, and 
was there reached by the Teftimony of our 
Friend ^oma^ Aldam. 

After that, he returned to his Mother's 
Houfe, not far from Rawden, and being in- 
formed of a great 'Convincement thereaWay, 
and that Jeremiah Grim/haw^ his former Ac- 
quaintance, was joined with Friends, and 
becomer a publick Preacher among them, he 
had a Dcfire to go to their Meeting, which 
he did the next Firft-day after his Return 
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from Doncajier^ and was there efiedualL^r 
reached ; divers living Tcftimonies being born 
^ \$f yeremiah Grimjhaw and others 5 fo that 
he went but once after that Meeting to the 
publick Worfhip he had been educated in, 
but joined with Friends of Rawden Meeting, 
amongft whom he lived, and married a 
Friend's Daughter within the Compafs thereof. 

He was a Prifoncr in Tork Caftle, for Tithe, 
fome time ; and ^bout three Years after he 
was fet at Liberty, he removed with his 
Family to live at Burley^ in the Parifh of 
Leeds ; where he became zealoufly engaged in 
the Caufe of Truth amongft Friends of LeeJs^ 
who were under a frefli Vifitation ; although 
no publick Friend then belonged to the Meet- 
ing, yet many were convinced, and came to 
join with Friends in that Time of Silence, to 
the Enlargement of the Meeting confideral3ly : 
In which Time, this our Friend's Mouth was 
opened in publick Teftimony among Friends, 
under which Concern he had been many 
Years 5 and as he greW in the Gift, he faith- 
fully and zealoufly laboured among Friends, 
both at ho;ne and abroad, travelling in the 
Service of Truth through fFaks to Brijiol, 
and feveral long Journeys in this Nation^ 
Ireland^ and part of Scotland. 

Toward the latter Part of his Time, great 
bodily Infirmity coming upon him, he often 
exprefled his Thankfulnefs, nat he had en-^ 
deavcured to dijcharge his Truji amongft the 

Churches^ 


all, where he was concerned, ae he found his 

way open in the Truth, fo that he became a 
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Terror to Evil-doers, though a Comfort to 
them who did well. 

Notwithftanding his bodily Infirmity, he 
diligently la^boured in his Vocation fo long as 
he was able, being not flothful in Buiinefs, but 
fervent in Spirit, ferying the Lord ; rejoicing 
in Hope, patient in Tribulation, continuing 
inftant in, Prayer, and much delighted in the^ 
Enjoyment of Divine Goodnefs, which failed 
him not when he was confined to his own 
Houfe, the laft four Months of his Time, by 
an AJihma and Dropfy ; but he would often 
fay to Friends who vifited him, — Although he 
bad been fometimes counted over iealouSj like the 
good Man of oldy who /aid, The Zeal of thy 
Houfe hath eaten me up ; yet he now reaped 
the precious Fruits of his Faithfulnejs unto his 
great Lord and Mafter^ who fpake Peace to his 
Souly and gave him the Earnefi of everla/iing 
Refi^ by overjhadowing him many times with his 
Heavenly Love, and lifting up bis Mind above his 
great A^iilions of Body^ to rejoice in his holy 
Name and Power. And near his Conclufion 
he faid to a Friend prefcnt, — // was his Faith^ 
the Ijord would o^verturn that dark Power which 
fo often * prevailed in the Churches^ and would 
raije up many that fhould Hand for his Name. 
We well^know that his Travail of Spirit, in 
this refpeft, had been often very deep before 
the. Lord, and his Mourning great for the 
true Seed's fake* 

upon 
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Upon taking leave of his Friends, a few 
Hours before his Departure, he faid, // hai 
been my yudgment a long tifne^ and I am /till 
of the fame Mind, that there is none cafi 
wor/hip, praife and glorify Gcdy kt^t in a 
meafure of his own divine Spirit. 

He departed in great Peace, Comfort and 
Hope in Chrift, the 2d Day of the Eleventli 
Month 1732. Aged Seventy two*

Our fincere Value for this our Friend and 
Brother, engages us to declare. His exemplary 
Life and Converfation, as well as truly Jealous 
and faithful Labour among us, was very ac^- 
ceptable, as its Tendency was to the difcou-

SH E was the cldeft Daughter of our 
Friends John and jinne JVilfon of Gray^ 
thwaity and educated in the Way of Truth ; 
fober from a Child ; dutiful to hei" Parents, 
and a good Example in the Family. 

It plcafed the Lord to vifit her often, in her 
young and tender Years, with his Heart- 
melting Love ; and though fome Hinderances 
prevailed for a while, yet about the Twentieth 
Year of her Age, (he joined with the Vifita- 
tion, and became truly religious, heartily 
fecking after Peace with God. A few Years 
after, {he came forth in publick Tcftimony, 
to the Satisfaction of Friends > and divers 
times vifhed the Churches in this County, and 
other adjacent Counties \ and, we believe, had 
good Service, according to that Gift beftowcd 
upon her. And though A)e was not large in 
Tcftimony, yet her Do<3:rine was watering, 
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fweet and £>und, to the tendering the Hearts 
of thoie who £it under her Miniftry, which 
evidently fprung from the right Fountain. 

About the Thirtieth Year of her Age, fhe 
was married to our worthy Friend William 
Dixon, of Lofewater in the faid County ; 
and after that, (he vifited Friends in fome 
neighbouring Counties. When at home, (he 
was diligent in attending Meetings ; earneft 
and careiul for the Maintenance of Difcipline 
and good Order in the Church -, and that 
Eiders, and tboie engaged therein, might 
ftand fail in, and keep clofe to, the Teftimony 
of Truth. She was a dutiful, afFedtionatc 
Wife ; grave and fobcr in her Converfation ; 
a loving, kind Neighbour to Poor and Rich ;

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which we omit for Brevity's fake. At ^mother 
time ihe faid^ though I have bad Jome poor low 
^imes in my Ilnejs^ now 1 have fweet Times. 
And her Hufband fitting by hec^ {he was 
drawn forth in a living Frame of Spirit, and 
gave good Advice to him ; alfo faying, I never 
bad fo much of divine Comfort in all my Life as 
1 now enjoy. She lay ftill and quiet, and de- 
parted this Life like a Lamb, without either 
Sigh or Groan, on the nth Day of the Seventh 
Month 1733, and was decently buried the 13th 
of the fame, in Friends Burying Ground in 
Eaglesfield^ her Corps being accompanied by a 
great many Friends and others, and divers 
living Teftimonies born to the Truth.

HE was defcended from believing Parents, 
and educated in the Way of Truth j a 
Member of Pardfhaw Meeting in the County 
of Cumberland^ and his Refidence was at 
Water- end \ji Lofe water. - 

It pleafed the Lord to vifit him early in his 
tender Age, whereby he became acquainted 
with his Teaching, and freely gave up to fol- 
low the Leadings thereof, which was apparent 
by the viiible Progrefs he made. 

About 
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About the Twenty firft or Twenty fecond 
Year of his Age, he came forth in publick 
Tcftimony ; and as he was faithful to that 
Gift beftowed upon him, he grew and becatne 
very ferviceable amongft us. He travelled pretty 
much, in his early coming forth, into moft of 
our adjacent Counties ; as alfo into Cornwall 
and other Weftern Counties j and we are fatis- 
fied had good Service. 

He was of a weak Conftitution of Body. 
His Dodrine was found and watering, which 
did often drop as the Dew, and diftil as the 
/fmall Rain, upon the tender Plants. Rather 
backward in Appearance j but in his Miniftry 
attended with a Spring of Life and Sweetnefs : 
Not with the enticing Words of Man's Wif- 
dom, but in the Demonftration of the Spirit ; 
often fpeaking of the Joys of Heaven. He was 
very fervent in his Approaches in Prayer, and 
teftified his full Affurance and ftedfaft Faith, 
of the Lord's Arm being flr etched forth to 
gather the Nations ; fupplicating the Lord, 
^at he might die in the Faith thereof if he 
never lived to fee it ; craving of him, in that 
Earneft of Faith, l^hat he might fpread his 
Gofpel from Nation to Nation ^ and Jrom Ifland 
to I/land. 

About the Thirtieth Year of his Age, he 
was married to the eld^ft Daughter of our 
Friend John JVilfon, of Graythwait. He was 
a kind and loving Hufband j free and open 
hearted to entertain Friends : And, being often 

weak 
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weak in Body, he did not travel much abroad 
afterwards ; yet was diligent in attending 
Meetings at home^ as alfo neighbouring Meet- 
ings, when Ability of Body permitted ; and 
amongft other People he had good Service, 
and grew brighter, fo long as he was able to 
appear abroad. 

About the Thirty fixth Year of his Age he 
fell into a Decline, which continued upon him 
near three Quarters of a Year, and at length 
proved mortal ; during which time, his dear 
Wife lay on her Death-bed, and was taken 
away about half a Year before him.

I rejoice that I die in Unity with my Friends^ 
and that the Lord is now near me. He fpoke 
this with a weak Voice, but very afFcftingly, 

being 
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being much broken. Another time he faid to 
a Friend who bore him Company, TJjat the 
glorious Light of the Lord fhined over him, and 
bis Goodnefs was to him ; and he bad nothing 
in bis Heart but Goodwill to all. 

He departed this Life, in good Unity with 
Friends, the 24th Day of the Firft Month 
1734, and was decently interred the aytb of 
the fame, in Friends Burying Ground at 
Eaglesjield. Aged near Thirty feven, aMinifter 
about Fifteen Years.

BRIDGET STORY, Wife of Chrijiopher 
Story ^ of Rigghead in the County of Cum^ 
berlandy was convinced of the bleffed Truth 
aboub the Twentieth Year of her Age, and, 
according to the -Manifeftation given her, be- 
came a faithful Follower thereof. She was of 
a good Convcrfation among her Neighbours 5 
a Pattern of Humility, Self-denial, Plainncfs 
and Circumfpeftion, in her own Family ; and 
often concerned in that univerfal Love, which 
did abound in her Soul, to advife her Children, 
as they grew up to Maturity, and others under 
her Care, to keep in God's holy Fear, and

quility, the 2ift of the Second Month 1733, 
in the Eighty fecond Year of her Age, A 
Minifter Thirty Years.

WE do not find any particular Account 
to communicate, of her firft Convince- 
ment 5 thofe ancient Friends, who were her 
Contemporaries, being long fince removed ;

the true Enjoyment of Life j in which Services 
flie was many times made an Inflrument of 
Edification and Comfort to the Faithful, as 
well as of Admonition and Reproof to the 
Negligent and Difobedient. 

She was zealoufly concerned for giDjpd Order 
and Difcipiine in the Church in general, and 
particula^rly in our Womens- meeting, t>earing 
the chief Weight of the Affairs thereof for 
many Years; which fh? diligently attended 
fo long^ as fhe was of Ability.

IT pleafed the ]^rd to open his Underftand** 
ing, and fav^ him with the Knowledge 
of his bleffed Truth, in his early Years, beftow- 
ing on'him a Gift of the Miniftry, and enduing 
him with the Spirit of true Government in the 
Church of Chrift, for divers Years before many 
pf us can remember ; and we have been fo 
fenfibly reached by that Power which attended 
his Miniftry, and Concern for maintaining the 
Difcipline of Truth, fince we knew him, that 
we cannot wholly pafs it over in filence. 

His Habitation being within the Compafs 
of this Meeting, we were frequently favoured 
with acceptable Vifits from him, as well as at 
Meetings of Bufinefs, of which he was a due

He preached the Gofpel freely, and was 
frequently concerned, in the Difcharge of his 
Duty, to fpeak in plainnefs to Particulars, 
where <3ccafion required ; and we have re^foa 
to believe his Advice fo given, oftentimes 
reached , the living . Witp^s, and proved of 
good Service. \i 

Some corifiderable time before his Deceafe,- 
he laboured under many and great bodily 
Infirmities, by which his Memory, and Under- 
ftanding, in outward Things, were much im- 
paired ; yet, as one who had made Heaven 
his Choice, he was concerned and enabled, in 
fundry M^eetings, to bear his Teftimony for 
God 
Towards the Conclufion of the laft Quarterly- 
meeting, fave one, he was' at in this County, 
after having undergone pretty much Exercife, 
he exhorted Friends to maintain their antient 
^eftirfiony againfi all Wars and Fightings ; 
being sppreheniive we might be affefted by an 
Act then on foot for regulating the Militia. 

Some time after this he went to the Yearly- 
mteting at London^ and was comforted in his 
Journey ; and notwithftanding his great 
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Weakntfs of Body, returned in Safety to his 
Habitation. 

The next Quarterly-meeting after his Return, 
was at PenzancCy where he went, and gave an 
agreeable Account of his journey to iLondony 
and the Meeting there j and was zealouily 
concerned to advife Friends to a faithful Difi 
charge of their Teftimony againft Tithes. 

The FareweUmeeting next Day at Marazion^ 
Wa? the laft that any of us were at with him j 
1ft which, the good Prefcnce of God eminently 
overihadowed our Aflembly, to the tendering 
many Hearts, and his Life, like Oil, flowed 
over all. At the Conclufion of which we parted 
in much Love, he returning to Penzance^ to be 
clear of that Meeting ; and at the finifliing of 
his Teftimony in a Weekday-meeting there, 
was feized with violent Convulfions, which it 
was feared would have carried him off injme- 
diately 5 however it proved otherwife : But he 
lay under great Weaknefs and Affliftion of 
Body about three Weeks, and. then finifhed 
his Courfe the 6th Day o£ the Ninth Month 

'^734- 

He was very fenfible during his laft Ilnefs, 

and appeared perfedtly refigned to the Will of 
God ; expreffing very emphatically his Satis- 
fadlion, that there was a Reward in /tore for 
the Righteous. Aged about Seventy three. Con- 
vinced Fifty two, a Minifter about Forty 
Years.

HE was born the 29th of the Fourth 
Month 1684, defcended from religious 
Parents, and early difcovered an Inclination to 
Virtue. He was exemplary in his Converfation ; 
a diligent Searcher of the holy Scriptures, by 
means of which, being improved by the lively. 
Influences of the Spirit of God, he became 
well qualified to defend the Dodrincs of the 
Gofpel. 

About the Year 1701, he was called to thft 
Miniftry, and vifited the M.cetings of Friends 
in divers Parts of this Kingdom, feveral times 
in Holland^ and Part of Germany ; in which. 
Station he ^yas ferviqeable to the Church of 
Ghrift. He acquitted himfelf as one well 
inftrufted to the Kingdom, and was efteemed 
and accepted as an able and faithful Labourer, 
in the Cbrijiian Vineyard. 

He was taken ill the latter end of the 8eventh[' 
Mpnth 1734, and though in great Weaknefs 
and Afflidion, yet that Meeknefe whjch at- 
tended him, befpake the Reflgnation of his 
Mind to the Will of God. His laft Expreffions 
were, nou Preferver of all thpfe that put their 
^rujl in thee : Saviour ! Saviour ! O, blefffd 
be thy Name. 
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He departed this Life the 2 5th of the Eighth 
Month 1734, and was buried the 30th of the 
fame, in Friends Barying Ground in Long-lane, 
In the Fifty firft Year of his Age. A Minifter 
about Thirty three Years.

A Tejlimony from the ^arterly - meeting of 
Kendal, in the County of Weftniorland, 
concerning William Beck. 

OU R antient and well beloved Friend 
William Becky was born in the Year 
164 1 , near Hawkfhead in Lancafhire ; defcend- 
cd of honeft and religious Parents, who were 
convinced of the bleffed Truth, in or about the 
Year 165?, by the Miniftry of that faithful ' 
Servant of Chrift Edward Burrougb. 

His Father died when he was about Fourteen 
Years of Age ; after which, he lived with his 
Mother, and learned his Father's Tradej^ 
which was that of a Skinner and Glover ; ana 
though their Circumftances in the World were 
but fmall, yet, being careful and induftrious, 
they lived comfortably, till he entered into 
Trade for h^mfelf, which was when, he was 
about Twenty Years of Age. He was religioufly 
inclined, and it pleafed the Lord to profpcr 
him in his Bufinefs, and to give him Credit 
with thofe he dealt with, being confcjentioufly 
concerned to perform his Words and Qontrafts 
piin^u^lly. - 

After 
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After ibme time, it pleafed the Lord to 
bcftow upon him a Gift of the Miniftry, in 
which he faithfully labouted, according to the 
Ability received s he ivas a diligent Attender 
of Meetings, rightly concerned for the Pro^ 
motion of Truth and Righteoulhcfs in the 
Earth, and for the Prefervation of Love and 
Unity amongil Friends. He was faithful and 
iledfail in his Teftimony againft Tithes, fuf- 
fering joyfully the Spoiling of his Goods y and 
an Encourager of all, who made ProfefKon 
of the Truth, to Faithfulnefs therein, and to 
Diligence in attending their Meetings, even in 
the hotteft Times of Perlccution 5 and he fuf-^ 
fered deeply on that Account, his Circumflance 
confidered.. His Converfation being peaceable 
and inoffenfive, he was well beloved. His 
Teftimony was not with Eloquence of Speech, 
yet living and edifying to the Hearers. jHe 
was ready to do Good to all, and morie efpe- 
cially to the Hou(hold of Faith 3 and as be 
loved Peace, fo he laboure;d fervently, to pre-p 
vent Strife and Contention. Sound in Judg- 
ment ; and his Converfation adorned his Doc- 
trine.- He lived to old Age, and retained hig 
Integrity, Memory, Underftanding, Love and 
Zeal for Truth and Righteoufnefs, to the h& ; 
and would often, after he had loft his Sight, 
commemorate and fpeak of the many Favours, 
Prefervations, Blefllngs and kind Dealings of 
the Lord to him, through the whole Courfe 
of his Life. He bore a living and faithful 
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Tcftimony in Meetings to the Goodnefs of 
God, and the Encouragement of Friends to 
truft in him, wait upon him, and to be 
faithful in their Teftimony, careful in their 
Converfation, and true and fincerc in their 
Love to him ; and that then he would abun- 
dantly blefs them every way, and profper his 
Work in the Earth. 

He was a good Example, in his Family, 
a loving Huiband, a tender Father, a kind 
Neighbour, and one who fought the Good of 
all Men. And though his Strength gradually 
declined )through old Age, of which he was 
ieniible, yet he continued in a fweet Frame of 
Mind, often fignifying bis Refignation to the 
Will (f the Lord ; and that it was a great 
Satisfadion to him, that he bad anfwered the 
, fjord^s RequiringSy and done bis Day's IVprk 
faithfully^ and had therein great Peace and 
Afjurance of bit future Well-being ; and was 
like a Shock of Corn fully ripe, when he. 
departed this Life the 19th of the Third Month 
1734, and was buried on the 22d of the fame, 
in Friends Burying Ground at Colthouje. Age4 
near Ninety three years.

OUR worthy Friend and Elder John 
Everard^ was born at Putham-Mary^ 
Magdalen in this County, in the Time of the 
Civil War, but we^ cannot be certain in what 
Year, there being at that time a Defedt in the 
Paridi Regifter. His Parents were poor, but 
of a fober religious Charadter, his Mother being 
by Profeffion a Puritan. 

He was convinced by the Tcftimony of our 
Friend Richard Hubberthorn^ and became a 
publick Preacher among us before he was 
Twenty Years of Age ; in which Capacity he 
frequently vifited divers Parts of this Kingdom, 
and once the Nation of i«/^W, as Companion 
to our worthy and much efleemed Friend 
William Penn. A Bleffing attended his La- 
bours, for great Numbers were convinced by 
him ; fome of them are ftill living, to whom 
his Memory is very precious. He was not 
without great and trying Exercifes, and from 
fome who were nearly related to him : But in 
thcfe times he was mercifully preferved, to the 
great Comfort of himfelf, and Satisfaction of 
his Brethren, 

We think we may fafely £jy of him, that he 
Wjus a found, edifying Minifter, an exemplary 

Elder, 
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Elder, a faithful and- afFeftionate Friend, and 
one who through a conftant and careful Walk- 
ing before God, witneffed a Vidtory over his 
kft Enemy, which was Death i for he beheld 
its Approaches with that Comfort and Satis- 
fadion, which can only poflefs the Minds of 
good Men. 

- He died at Wandftmrfh in the County oY 
Surry. Aged near Ninety, a Minifter above 
Sixty Years*

partook ; , and I praifc his moft worthy 

Name, in that he had counted me worthy 

to be feparated, from what was near and 

dear to me, for the Gofpel fake, and to ferve, 

follow and obey him in his Kequirings. 

" And though he led me fometimes through 

many Tribulations, and my Soul down into 

the Deeps ; yet he did not leave me there, i

U R dear Friend, Mary Ellerfon, came 
forth* in a publick Tfeftimony whea 
young in Years, and travdled much in the 
Service of Truth. She was in able Miriiftcr 
of the Gofpcl of our Lord-and Savibiir Jefas 
Chrift, by whom (he was cndov<^cd with 
Power from on high, whichinade herMiniftry 
powerful and edifying, and very conrifortaMc 
to us here, and alfo to the Churches abroad, 
whetein ihe laboured faithfully ; ' having many 
times travelled in Truth's Service ' through 
her native Country of England^ vifking the 
Churches there ; alfo Scotland and Ireland ; 
divers Parts of the Plantations in America s 
and Holland. 

She departed this Life, in the City of Tork, 
in a good old Age, well eft^emed ; but having 
many Afflidions of ^Body to ftruggle with, 
made her defire, if it pleafcd the Lord, fhe 
might be freed from ' them and be diffolved ; 
which he was gracioufly pleafed to anfwer ia 
his own due time ; and we believe (he died in 
the Life an3 Power of divine Faith^ and is 
now gone to that Reft which is glorious. 
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A Teftimony from Friends of the Province of 
Ulftcr in Ireland, concerning William Gkay. 

AS there are fome ftill living, amongft u«^ 
who remember this our dear Friend 
from his Youth, and knew him then to have 
been of a fober Life and Converfation, and 
one who had a Regard to the Fear and Grace 
of God in his Heart ; fo there are many more 
of a younger Generation, who do know and 
very well remember his Services in the Church, 
for upwards of Thirty Years paft. 

And therefore, in Teftimony to the good 
Spirit and Grace of God, which qualified him 
for thofe Services, wherein he afterwards be- 
came eminently fcrviceable ; as well as for the 
flirring up and encouraging others to come up 
in Faithfulnefs, we find a Concern, in our 
Minds to fay fomething concerning hinn, both 
as to thofe Qualifications with which he was 
endued, and alfo as to his Service . in the 
Church, 

He was plain and jcxemplary, of a grave 
and folid. Deportment, had a ready Utterance, 
and of a found difcerning Judgment, and had 
a clear and ready Underftanding in difficult 
Cafes 5 hy which Qualifications . he was en- 
abled, not only to be very helpful in com- 
pofing Differences, and fpcakingto Things he 

obferved 
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obferved amifs y but alfo having acquainted 
himfelf with the Rules and Order of Friends, 
could /peak pertinently and clearly in our 
Meetings of Buiinefs 5 and being invited by 
JFriends of the SeleSi Meetings to join with 
them in that Service, he v/as cautious in accept- 
ing thereof, doubting his own Qualifications .; 
but being afraid to rejedl the Love and Good- 
v^ill of Friends to .him, for his Growth and 
Pcrfeverance in the bleflfed Truth, he accepted 
of Friends Invitation, and became a Member 
of tha^Mceting ; in which he behaved himfelf 
with much Submiilion, Care and Preference 
to elder Friends. And as it pleafed the Lprd' 
to call his fellow Elders to Refl and , Peicfe 
with him, the Concern came more weighty 
upon this our Friend, which he faithfully dis- 
charged to the laft J feldom omitting, in Meet- 
ings for Buiinefs, to advife Friends to Paithful- 
nefs. Care and Circumfpcdion, in an orderly 
Converfatipn ; and that all might come up \ti 
their refpe<5tive Services, and in duly attending 
Meetings for Worftiip, both Firft-days and 
other Days ; ,in which he was a good Ex- 
ample ; and that they might be truly con- 
cerned therein to wait upon the Lord, to know 
their Strength renewed in him, that fo they 
might come to lay down their Heads in Peace, 
whenever it fliould pleafe the Lord to call 
them hence. 

Towards the latter Part of his Time, he 
was concerned to bear a publick Teftimony in 

H Meetings, 
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Meetihgs, though in a Crofs to his own Witl» 
tenderly exhorting Friends to give at! Dili- 
gence to make their Calling and Ele^ion fare } 
to witnefs which^ would out-ballance all that 
this World can afford ; and not barely to 
iatisfy themfelves with coming to Meetings, 
but to wait for that Bread which nooriiheth 
the Soul up unto eternal Life. 

His Houfe was always open for Frietods^ 
who were received With much Freedom, 
Love and Care, and he loved the Company of 
honeft, faithful Friends, both Miniflers and 
trthers. 

More might be faid concerning him, but we 
are not willing to ^enlarge ; yet we may fay, 
he. was an honeft Man, a good Friend and 
Neighbour, a loving Hufband, a kind Father, 
and one who was very helpful, both to poor 
Friends and others who wete in want. 

He took his laft Ilnefs coming from the 
Third Month*s Half-year's Meeting in Dubiin^ 
;and was only in one Meeting afterwards, 
^hd though his Pain at times was violent, he 
endured it with much Patience and Refignation 
of Mind, and quietly departed this Life the 
^oth Day of the Fourth Month 1736* 

Aged about Seventy four. A Minifter aboit 
Six Years. 
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^ Ticjtimony from the Monthly - meeting of 
Nottingham, concerning Joseph Moseley*. 

HE was born at Applehy^ in the County of 
Derby ^ in the Year 1677, and was 
educated in the Way of the Church ol England. 
^bout the Twenty third Year of his Age, it 
pleafed the Lord fo to influence his UndeV-^ 
ilap4ipg) ^s to (hew him his undone State by 
JMalure ; and he was fo wrought upon, that 
from that Time he was dcfirous of ferving the 
Lord in Newnefs of Life. A little after, he 
joined himfclf to thofc Peopk called Pr^^* 
teriam j but not finding that Pearl of great 
Price, which his;Soul longed for, he retired 
from them, not joining with any Profeflion 
until about the Year 1707, and the Thirtieth 
Year of his Age, when he was convinced of 
the bleflcd Truth, at a Meeting at Hflrt's-bill 
in Warwickfi)ire. 

About two Years ^fter his Convincemcnt, it 
pleafed the Lord to call him to the Work of 
the Miniftry ; in which he was a faithful and 
ferviceable Labourer, to the comforting and 
refrcfhing of the hbneft- hearted. He was not 
only of Angular Service in publick Miniftry, 
but likewife in private Converfation^ generally 
giving good and wholfome Advice to thofe 
who ftood in need of it. He was naturally of 
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a fweet and chearful Difpoiition, yet innocent ; 
which made him acceptable to ^oft Sorts of 
People. He lived at Appleby^ the Place of his 
Nativity, until the Year 1736, and then found 
Freedom to come to live at Nottingham : And 
as he was of great Benefit to the Meetings to 
which he belonged, when he lived at Appleby^ 
fo was he of like Service whilft he lived 
amongft us, which though but a ihort time, 
yet we can truly fay. We have a great Lofs 
of him. 

His laft llnefs, wHich was a Fever ^ he bore 
with much Patience, being totally refigned to 
the Will of the Almighty. On the Day of his 
Death, being the Firft-day of the Week, 
feveral Friends being prefent, he appeared in 
Teftimony. which tendered them very much. 
About half an Hour before his Departure, he 
prayed earncftly to the Lord, which he con- 
tinued to do until near his DilTolution, and 
went away like a Lamb, being the 18th of 
the Eighth Month 1736. In the Fifty ninth 
Year of his Age. A Minifter of the Gofpel 
about Twenty Icven Years. 
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A Tefiimony from the Mem-meeting of Briftolj 
concerning Alexander Arscott, 

IT having pleafed Divine Providence to 
remove from us our worthy and valuable 
Friend Alexander Arfcotty we haye the follow- 
ing* Teftimony to give concerning him. 

His Life and Converiation was agreeable to 
the holy Principle be made Profeffion of j his 
Miniftry gave Evidence of its Purity, being 
accompanied with divine Wifdom, Power and 
Life : And we hope thofe Writings he has 
left, will prove ferviceable to many, both ini 
the prefcnt and fucceeding Generations. 

His Delight was in doing Good to all Men, 
and in a particular and eipecial manner, he 
was careful to promote Love and Unity 
amongft thofe in Profeflion with us. Much of 
his Time was fpcnt in fervirig his Friends and 
Neighbours, or which the Widow and the 
Fatherlcfs, and fuch as laboured under Diffi- 
culties in Body or Mind, had a large Share ; 
and to thofe who wanted Food "or Raiment, 
he not only generoully contributed himfelf, 
but encouraged others to do the fame. 

His Labour was accoiilpanied with tender 
Love and clofe Sympathy, with the Sick and 
Difconfolate, which frequently had the defired 
EfFc(ftj in relieving the Affli*5ted. He was 
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often applied to by many labouring under 
Difficulties^ to whom be had been a true 
Friend in' Time of Need. 

He departed this Life the 3ofh of the Firft 
Month 1737, in the Sixty firft Year of his 
Age J whole Memory remains with a good 
Savour to thofe who were acquainted with 
him^ 


A Tefiimony from the Monthly - meeting> of 
Settle, in the County of York, concerning 
\< John Battersbie. 

OUR dear and antient Friend^ John 
Batterfbie^ oi Lower Aegden^ in the Parifli 
of Gijburne and County of Tork^ was born, fo 
far as can be gathered from the bcft Account, 
in the Year 1652, and was by his Parents 
educated in the Way of the Church of England^ 
they being of that Profeffion ; and very zealous 
in that Way, for a time, until fome Doubts 
arofe in his Mind, whether it was agreeable ta 
the DoBrines and Precepts laid down in the holy 
Scriptures : And being more and more led to 
confider thereof, grew uneafy with the Pro- 
feffion he was in. He read much, and was 
very defirous to find out what he chiefly 
wanted, viz. inward Peace ; which he con- 
tinuing to icek after, went to a Meeting of the 
Ppople called fakers-, although he had enter- 
^ ' taincd 


tatntd a very mean Opinion ^of that People 
aiid taken them for. an ignorant, new StOL ; 
and like the Sed of the Nazareent^ fpokefi 
againft cyery where, jiBsx^vvCuzz. Akxandeic 
Porter was at that Meetin^^ and hi$ Teftimpny 
was very much to his Condition ; which made 
Bim wonder how it could be fo, feeing h^ had 
no outward Knowledge of the State that he 
was in : By which faid Teftimony he was fp 
reached and broken, as he never had beea by 
the Miniftry of any Man. 

Soon after, he came to be throughly con- 
vinced, which was in the Years. i68a or 1683, 
being near the Thirty firft Year of his Age 5 
and til about a Year aft^r, his Moqth wa$ 
opened in a publick Teftimony^ in which he 
.^rew I io that in a ihort time he became ^. 
very able Minifter of the Gofpel of Chrift. 

At a certatu Time, he had a Neceijity upoii 
him to go into the Steeple-hcmfe which he had 
before frequented ; and going quietly towards 
the Pl^ce where he ufed p fit, having fai$ Ha^ 
<M), the Prieft of the Place, whoie Name was 
John Mieriy being preaching when he went 
in, left off, and, with a loud Voice, bid Takf 
that Ftlkni) an»ay i> but none being forward to 
doit, he called a fecond and a third timc^ 
?4f£f that Felbm away. In the Interim our 
JPriend fpake as fblloweth : John, if thou ba3 
a divine Ckmmi^tt to preachy go off^ J do ^ not 
int^rupt tbee.^ At length fome who wer? ther^ 
did take him away. And although he neithef: 
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jnolcfted thcPrJeft, nor the Congregation, more 
ihan is aforefaid, yet notwithftandidg, the 
Pricft profccuted him, and ufed Means to get 
him imprifoned ; and accordingly he wis had 
to Tork Caftle, where he continued upwards 
of two Years, fave that he had Liberty to go 
home at times. The faid Pricft was fo mali- 
cious and inveterate, that he appeared at the 
Aflize, and endeavoured to incenfc the Judge 
^igainft him ; which the Judge obferving, rtr- 
buked the Pricft, afking him, If h^ would have 
the Mans Life ? 

After he was relcaied from his Imprifon- 
ment, he laboured much in the Work of the 
Miniftry, in the Meeting ta which he be- 
longed, and Parts adjacent ; his Teftimotjy 
'being large, plain and convincing, he often 
had good Service on publick Occafions, viz. 
Marriages, Burials, and alfo at fuch Meetings 
as were appointed ^or the fake of other People, 
where Meetings were not commonly held: 
His Miniftry being acceptable to them, fome 
'were thereby convinced of the Truth he bore 
Teftimony to, and came to make publick 
Profeflion thereof. 

He was, very induftrious in his outward 
Calling and Buiinefs, being Hujbaiidry^ fo tbtt, 
although he had a Wife and eleven Children, 
, who all lived till- they came to Men and 
Women's Eftate, befides fome who died in 
their Infancy, and had no great Subftance to 
begin the World' with, yet notwithftanding, 
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lie lived very reputably, being always careful 
to make due and pundual Payments of what 
Money he owed on any Account* 

He had a watchful Eye over his Children 
for their Good, and fpared not to rebuke and 
corrcdt them, when he faw a Neceffity for it ; 
and we believe his Care bn that Account was 
not in vain ; they, mofl of them, having been 
orderly in their Conduit hitherto. He was 
likewife a fliarp Reprover of fuch, as by their 
looie Gondudt gave Occafion for the Truth to 
be evil fpoken of ; being moved thereto by a 
godly and Chriftian Zeal for the Honour of it, 
and the Welfare of their Souls : But was 
always very tender towards, and ready to 
encourage, the Well-minded. 

He was a very conftant Attcnder of Meet-* 
jngs on Firfl - day and other Days ; not 
omitting any, except Indifpofition or extraor- 
dinary Affairs hindered. Some Years before 
he died, his Bodily Strength was much de- 
cayed, fo that he was incapable of going to 
any neighbouring Meetings ; but he conftantly 
attended their own ; and, as it had always 
been his Praftice, was careful to obferve the 
Hour appointed ; in which, when he appear- 
ed, it was in great Zeal and Fervency of Spirit, 
carncflly preffing Friends to a diligent Waiting 
upon the Lord^ as a Means whereby they might . 
cowe to know their Strength renewed^ that they 
might be enabled to live to bis Honour : The 
fionour of God, and his own Peace, having 

been 
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bcea that which above all Things was moft 
dear to him, as appears by the following E}c- 
preflions of his to a Friend, at a certain Time ; 
i/, laid he, bath always Aeen my Care^ U keep 
ifiy Peace with the Lordi, And the fame Friend 
being with him a few Weeks before he died, 
he ^ke to faim as fblloweth : / dejire to be 
.dijfohed ; / have no Guilt upon my Mind ; I fee 
nothing, in my JVay y I am not afraid to die. 

When he grew fo weak of Body, that he 
was obliged to keep his Room, he defired, that 
the Meeting might be kept there ^ that he might 
have the Benefit of Friends Company : By which 
it appears, that his Love to Truth and Friends 
was fervent to the laft ; and wherein we 
iledfaftly believe he fini(hed his Days, and 
k eiitered into that Reft prepared for the 
Righteous. 

. We conclude our Teftimony, concerning 
this our deceafed Friend, with the following 
fummary Account : He was a loving Hufband^ 
a tender Father, a peaceable Neighbour, and 
a good Cbrifiian. 

He died the ift of the Tenth Month 1737, 
Aged Eighty four Years and two Months. A 
Minifter upwards of Fifty two Years. 
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A ^ejlimony Jrom the ^arterly - meeting of 
Birmingham in the County oj Warwick, 
comerning Samujsl Overton, 

SAMUEL OVERTON, late ofGrovefieU, 
in the Pari/h of Hampton Lucy^ in the 
'County of Warwicky was born in the Parifh of 
Tacbbrook in the faid County, the ]4th of the 
Seventh Month 1668, and was educated in the 
Way of Truth as profeiifed by us. 

In his Youth, for fome Years, he was much 
inured to Labour, and very helpfiil in the 
Management of his Father^s Afiairs, being his 
eldeft Son. 

About the Year 1695 he entered into a 
married State, and engaged in Bufinefs for 
himfelf \ yet jRill continued a filial Afiedion 
and dutiful Care towards his Parents, and was 
a great Afliftant to them atid their Family : 
Being endued with a comprehenilve natural 
Capacity, he exerted himfelf in an induftrious 
and prudent Management of his temporal 
Affairs ; in which, through the divine Bleffing 
attending his honeft and fkilful Endeavours, 
he was favoured with a comfortable Subfiflance 
on ^ Farm, where his honeft Parents had 
laboured under very great Difficulties ; for the 
Lord was pleafed to blefs him in the Bafket 
and in the Store. He had feveral Children 

who 
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.who died in their Minority, beiides feven who 
fttrvived, whom he gave confidcrably to, and 
faw them well fettled ; yet notwithftanding 
rfiat, and his many Labours and Travels ia 
the Work of the Miniftry, in which he fpent 
much Time, he died in plentiful Circum- 
fiances. 

In his Youth he received a Vifitation from 
on high ; to which being faithfuK about the 
Year 1694, the Lord was pleafed to commit 
:unto him a Difpcnfation of the Goipel to 
preach, wherein he faithfully laboured until 
Weaknefs of Body prevented him, which was 
but a very fliort time before his Death. 

In the Courfe of his Miniftry, he feveral 
times vifited the Meetings of Friends in 
many Counties in England^ particularly in the 
Weftern Parts thereof, and fometimes in 
Wales ; and for many Years attended the 
Yearly-meeting at London. And his Mind be- 
ing freely devoted to difcb^rge his Duty, he 
often appointed Meetings for the Information 
and Benefit of thofe of oth^r Perfwafions. 

He was very ferviccable in attending Mar- 
riages and Burials amongft Friends, both in 
the County wherein he rcfided, and thofe 
adjacent, tie had an excellent Gift in the 
Miniftry, and his Labours therein were gene- 
rally very acceptable, he being found in Doc- 
trine, and mighty in the Scriptures-. 

He was likewife very ferviccable in Meetings 
of Difcipline, being one of the firft who was 
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concerned in fettling of them in thole Parts, 
which he alfo diligently attended^ and was of 
a found Judgment and fteady Deportment, 
often advifing Friends to keep cool in their 
Minds J and to /peak from a Sen/e of Truth: 
He was alfo a Pattern of Meeknefs an<f 
Brotherly Condcfcention. 

He was a loving and afFeftionate Hufband, 
a tender Father, a kind and liberal Mafter, a 
true and faithful Friend, a generous and good 
Neighbour, particularly to the Poor and Af- 
flicted. His Houfe and Heart were always 
open to entertain his Friends, efpecially thofe 
who were Strangers. He was often made ufe 
of as an Arbitrator, to compofe Differences 
iamongft our own Society ami others, in which 
Office he was very fuccelsful. 

He did not only in Do£liine zealoufly and 
repeatedly recommend a holy and circumfpc<fl 
Life and Deportment, but was a lively Pattern 
and Example thcreoi^ in his own Convcrfation 
and Conduct. 

He had a lingering Ilnefs for feveral Months, 
which he bore with Chriftian Patience ; and, 
as often as the Intermiffion of his Diftemper 
would admit, he was very diligent in attending 
Meetings, wherein he very devoutly exercifed 
his Gift, and was fupported and carried 
tl^rougb) in the Difcharge thereof, beyond 
what could in the Eye of Reafcn be cxpe<aed, 
being freely given up to fpend and be ipent for 
the Sibrvice of Truth 5 and even at the laft 

Meeting 




Meeting he had amongft Friends at fFar^kk^ 
which was the fame Week he died, notwith- 
ftandiog the Infirmities of his Body, he wa^i 
deeply and excellently concerned in Tefli*^ 
inony ; ^ atid^ as if fenfible of his. approaching 
Death, and the Lofs which the Church wa^ 
likely to fuflain by his Removal, (which indeed 
is very great) ne very fervently in Prayer 
hefougbt the Lord of the Harvefty that out ofhii 
Abundant Goodnefs^ he would' be pleafed to ruifet 
up and fend more faithful Labourers thereinto i 
which was very seeding and H^art-tendering ^ 
to feveral then prefent : And we earnefily 
defire, that his ardent Prayer may be anfwered^ 
and that it may pleafe the Divine Being to pour 
forth, upon the rifing Generation, a double 
Portion of that Spirit which fo eminently at* 
tended many of our worthy Friends, who are 
gone to Reft and Peace j of which Number 
we doubt not but this our worthy Friend was 
one, for we believe he lived and died a faithful 
Servant of Chrifl and his Church. 

He departed this Life the 23d of the Seventh 
Month 1737, ^^^ ^^^ honourably buried in 
Friends Burying Ground in fFarwick the 87th 
of the fanur, being attended by a great Number 
of Friends and Neighbours, and generally 
lamented by all Sorts of People.

HE was born at Smitiwick, in the ParUh 
of Harioone, m the County of Stafford^ 
upon the 20th of the Tenth Month 1661, 
defcended of honefl Parents. And as he grew 
in Years, was religioufly inclined, and dili- 
gently attended the Meeting he belonged to, 
to wit, Birmingbam, two Miles from his Habi- 
Kition, even in the Times of Perfccution, when 
the Door of Friends Meeting-houfc was fome- 
times fhut up, and they obliged to meet in the 
Highways. 

He entered into a married State in the Year 
1686, and about four Years after, ■ removed 
with his Family to Birmingham ; and, in the 
Year 1695, was concerned to hear a publick 
Tcftimony to the Truth. 

He was found in his Do^tne, and often 
adVifed Friends to hoe and feat- the Lord ; and 
was a Man very thankful to God for his 
Goodnefs and Mercy, whibh was to him ex- 
tended divers ways. And though he did not 
travel much, efpecially of late Years, yet he 
was very ferviceable in his own Meetings his 
Teftimony being generally well accepted 
amongft Friends ; and he was vt;ry diligent in 
attending Week-day Meetings. In his Life 
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and Converfation he was an Ornament to his 
Profcflion, being an Example of Piety and 
Virtue, worthy of Imitation ; plain and felf- 
denying ; temperate, if not abftemious j pru- 
dent and wife in his Condudt, jufl: in his 
Dealings, of good Report amongft Men, and 
beloved by Friends and others. His Difpofition 
was quiet, peaceable and eafy ; in Evennefs of 
Temper beyond many ; not exalted in Profpe- 
rity, nor dejedled in Adverfity. He was a 
Lover of Peace and Unity in thejChurch, and 
was often qualified to advife in the Affairs of 
Truth, and was ready to entertain Strangers. 

He was a faithful Friend, a tender Hufhand, 
a loving Father, concerned for the good Edu- 
cation of his Children in the Way. of Truth 
and Sobriety ; and we have reaton to believe 
that his Endeavours, through the divine Bleff- ' 
ing, had a good EfFedl, fome of his Sons 
having received a Gift in the Miniftry. 

He died in a good old Age, like a Shock of 
Corn gathered in due Seafon, after a (hort 
Ilnefs of about thirty fevcn Hours, on the 25th 
of the Eleventh Month 1738, and we doubt 
not hath finifhed his Courfe with Joy, and is 
entered into everlafting Reft.

C\ U R dear and wprthy Friend was born 
/ at Majihorn, in the Parilh of Stapleton, 
and County of Cumberland. His Parents were 
cftecmed very honeft Friends ; bat they both 
dyings left feveral of their Children very 
young ; and this our worthy Friend, being the 
youngeft, was taken into the Family of an 
Unkle, who was a Member of the Church of, 
England, and there remained a pretty many 
Years, till he was nearly arrived to mature 
. Age v' and, being religioufly inclined, had it 
in his Mind to come to the Meeting of 
Friends, with whom his Parents had been ia 
Communion. He was fully convinced $nd 
fatisfied, and never again went to the national 
Worlhip, but continued to frequent the Meet- 
ings of Friends very diligently ; and as he gave 
Attention to that holy Principle to which he 
was direfted, and in which he lived, he, after

He was buried at Friends Burial Place at 
Hetberjide, the 12th of the Fifth Month 1738, 
his Corps being accompanied by many Friends 
and others ; and living and powerful Tefti-

•fdpported him in all his Services, and carried 
him through his Afflifl:ions and Troubles ; and 
to the Satisfadion and Comfort of dl), or moft, 
who were prefent.

OU R dear Friend, Ann Scoff en, was 
Daughter of that worthy and eminent 
Servant of the Lord in his Day, John Banks of 
Cumberland. And having the Advantag6 of fo 
pious an Example, as well as Education, fhe 
became a fober virtuous young Woman. 

She was married to Stephen Scotten, of 
-Coventry, in the Year 1700, and was a loving 
and faithful Wife, a tender and afFe£lionate 
Mother, a finccre Friend. She had a great 
Love for Friends who travelled in the Miniftry, 
I 2 and 
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and her Heart and Houfe were always open to 
receive them. 

She came forth in tl^e Miniftry in the Year 
171 1, we believe, according to the Will of 
God* She was a Woman of a good natural 
Underftanding, found in Miniftry, weighty 
and fervent in Prayer, ftedfaft in the Faith 
and Dodtrines of our Lord and Saviour Jefus 
Chrift, as fhe had experienced the Virtue and 
iEfBcacy of his Power to be her Comfort in 
AfHicSion, and Support in the Miniftry.

OU R dear deceafed Friend, John Hands ^ 
was born at Warwick^ the 1 5th of the 
Twelfth Month, in the Year 1656. Hi? 
Parents, who were of the Church oi England ^ 
were honeft and zealous People, ^nd had this 
their Son, as well as the reft of their Children, 
educated after the moft ftridt Manner thereof; 
but by a Paper of his own Handrwriting it 
appears, that even whilft he was very young, 
he was diflatisfied with that Way of Worfhip, 
not finding thereby the Wants of his Soul 
fatisfied, which thirfted after fomething more 
fubftantial than Externals could adminifter 
to it ; and that nothing ihort of the Bread 
o£ Life would relieve and fatisfy him x Yet, 
though he was fecrctly convinced, and had this 
Satisfadion given -him, That fuch of the Beople 
called Quakers, who were faithful to the Mani-* 
feftation of the Spirit of God in their owu 
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Hearts^ "were the Peopie of the Lord, he did. 
not for many Years after join in Society 
with them. 

But about the Beginning of the Year 1677, 
he being at the Congregation he afTembled 
with, in their publick Place of Worftiip, and 
attempting to join them in finging Pfalms, the 
Lord fmotc him for the fame ; and then and 
' there, under great Sorrow for his former Un- 
faithfulnefs, he came to a Refolution, through 
the Lord's Afliftance, never more to join with 
them in their Wor(hip : So the Lord, fays he 
in' the Paper above mentioned, brought me out 
from amongft them by his divine Power. From 
whicji time he became a zealous and conftant 
Frequenter of Friends Meetings, was a good 
Example in ftridly keeping to* the Time 
appointed, and watching diligently againft 
Dulnefs and an unconcerned Spirit therein ; 
and fo continued until old Age and Infirmities 
rendered him uncapable to attend them. 

In the fame Year that he joined in Society 
with friends, he received a Gift in the 
Miniftry, in which he faithfully laboured. 
He vifited Meetings in this, and feveral adja- 
cent Counties, in which his Service was very 
acceptable, his Miniftry being not in the 
enticing Words of Man's Wifdorn, but in 
Demonftration of the Spirit, and alfo Jioldiog 
faft the Form of found Words. He was not 
often very large in Tcftimony, but powerful 
?nd affcding j and bis Converfation adorned

the Dodrine of God our Saviour ; for which 
he was generally efteemed amongft Friends, 
and of a good Report amongft all Sorts of 
People. 

A Year or more before his Death, he was, 
through Weaknefs of Body, frequently con-

the Vifits of Friends. When very weak itx 
Body, he fignified. He was not afraid to die, 
the Sting 0/ Death being taken anvay. Weaknefs 
and the Decays of Nature, through Age, 
gradually increafed upon him till the 28 ch of 
the Tenth Month 1739, when he departed 
this Life in great Peace with God, we doubt 
not, and in the Love and Unity of Friends.

GUR antient and worthy Friend, Margery 
Peters, departed this Life the, 1 8th of 
the Second Month 1739, about the Ninety 
fecond Year of her Age, 5he was the Widow 
of John Peters in Cornwall ; th6y were both, 
a few Years after their Marriage, cortviriced* of 
Truth in 6ne Day, and likewife, a fhort time 
after,. rec<;ived the Gift of the Miniftry ; in 
which flie was frequently exercifed, to the 
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Edification of many. She was remarkably 
modcft in her Deportment, of a courteous and 
obliging, Behaviour, and of exemplary Piety, 
fweet and chearfuLin her Conversation, very 
inftrudivc, and on that Account, equally enter- 
taining and profitable ; which added a Luftre 
to her Miniftry, and made it more extenfively 
ferviceable* 

\' She was tender and compaffionate to all, 
doing good and communicating, according to 
the Ability which God had given her ; a 
Pattern of Meeknefs and Humility, and fo far 
from Self-exaltation, that {he was much in the 
Praftice of preferring others to herfelf ; of fo 
grateful a Difpofition, as if (he thought, when 
the leaft Kindnefs was (hewn her, fhe could 
jiOjt difcliarge the Obligation. 

During her Life, {he was generally beloved 
by fuch as were acquainted with her ; and 
notwith{landing her great Age, {he retained 
her Memory and Under{landing to the la{t, 
often expreffing her great Love to Truth and 
the Friends of it 5 and, but a few Days 
before her Di{rolution, {he expre{red herfelf to 
9, Friend \yho vifited her, to this Efffd : That 
(he 'would have him remember her Love to all

wi^J) Gody and with all Men.

SH E was defcended from honeft Parents^ 
and rdigionfly inclined in her young 
Years j of a free and affable Difpoiition[, 
courteous and folld Deportment, and often 
expreffed the Satisfaction fhe had in the Com- 
pany and Converfation of honeft Friends, 

In the Year 1714, (he joined in Marriage 
with our Friend John Gee ; was a tender and 
afFedtionatc Wife, charitable to the Poor, and 
by her prudent and religious Condu(3; gained a 
good Report. 

In or about the Year 172 1, (he received a 
Gift of the Miniftry, which, through the Crofs, 
ihe gave up to ; having firft known, in a good 
meafure, the Work and Power of Truth in 
her own Heart to fandify, fit and prepare her 
ibr that Service ; and having the Profpcrity of 
I'ruth in view, (he joined with Friends in 
feveral' Services of the Church, being gifted 
alfo for the DifcipHnc thereof, particularly for 
that of i)ijiting Families 5 wherein (he was 
well accepted. She frequently recommended 
inward Retirement to wait upon the Lord. 

She was diligent in attending Meetings 
for Worfliip, and, when of Ability, travelled

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Service of Truth. In the Year 1729, having 
a Concern to vifit the Meetings of Friends in 
Wales^ and fome Parts of England^ fhe vrent, 
with the Concurrence of her Friends here, 
in Company with her dear Friend and 
Companion Elizabeth Wilfon, They travelled 
through Waks^ and divers Parts of England % 
and on her Return at Mancbefiet^ her dear 
' Companion was removed from her by Death, 
which forrowfully affeded her ; yet fhe pa- 
tiently fubn^itted to the Lord's Will ; and foon 
after returned home, to the Comfort and Satis- 
fadlion of her Hufband and Friends. 

She afterwards vifited moft or all the Meet- 
ings of Friends in this Nation. 

Her mild and innocent Converfation and 
Deportment cofrefponded with theDodtrine (he 
preached, and engaged Friends Love greatly. 
Self being of no Reputation with her. 

The Indifpofition of Body, which occafioned 
her Death, was of long Continuance, and at- 
tended with great Pains at times, which (he 
bore patiently, and feemed rcligried to the Will 
of God, whether to live or die. And, as (he 
drew near her Conclufion, was frequent and 
fervent in Prayer and Praifes to the Lord, 
under a Senfe of his graciou* and merciful 
Dealings with her. 

A little before her Departure; feveral Friends

Lord to vifit htim with the Knowledge of the 
Truth, which brought him to fee the exceed- 
ing Sinfulnefs of Sin ; to deny himfelf of that 
vain Converfation to which he was naturally 
inclined, and to live a^,. righteous, fober and 
godly Life.

antient and worthy Friend. She was bom ia 
the Parifh of Chdffield, in the County oi Suffolky 
i'645. She was foberly injclioed in her Yottdi, 
and when arrived to Woman's Eftate. fhe was 
favoured with the Vifitation.of God's Lhve 
untQ her Soul ; and by Virtue thereof, die 
becaaie zealoijfly cpncern^d to get to Meet- 
ings, both on Firft and other Days of the 
Week, though, fituated many Miles from her 
Habitation^ ... , . 

About the .Thirtieth Yeikr of her Age, the 
Lord was pleafed to call hcc into the Work of 
the Miniftry,, wherein flie had good Service 
amongft Friends, in the time of Perfecution, 
by Jixhortatiw and Example, in going con- 
ilantly .to Meetings, though (he often met witth 
Mockings, Scoffings, and Abufe, from the rude 
People 5 and fometimes was haled out of 
Meetings and carried to Goal j which ftic fiif- 
fered with Patience and Cbriftian Courage, 
,She would frequently fay, with great Thank- 
fulnefs to the Almighty, Ihat, in the Midft of 
all her E^ercifes and liriaU^ the Lord was her 

Comfort 
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Comfort and Support ; in which Enjoyment (he 
would often, even in the Prifon - houfe, praife 
the Lord, with rejoicing of Soul, amongft her 
Friends in Confinement. She hath alfd been 
of good Service amongft us, in hfer eld Age, 
both in Converfation, and in the Work of the 
Miniftry ; the Stream of her Teftimony being 
attended with lively and powerful Exhortations 
unto all, but in particular to the Youth 
amongft us. 

She travelled in the Work of the Miniftry 
through ieveral Counties \n Englandy with a 
very folid and becoming ConducS, fuitable to 
fuch a great and weighty Work ; and with 
like Service and Conduft vflic continued 
amongft us, even to a good old Age. "Though 
ftie lived fome Miles from Meetmgs', yet (he 
would, if poffible, conftantly itt-eiid both Firft 
and Week-day Meetings, till about the Eighty 
fix th Year of her Age ; and feveral of thofe 
Years flie travelled to Meetings on foot, with 
her Huft)and nomas King^ a very antient and 
fteady Friend. But Friends cofifidering the 
Difficulties fhe laboured under, thought proper 
to remove her into the Dwelling belonging 
to the Meeting-houfe at Woodbridge^ for -her 
better Conveniency in attending Meetings. She 
had not lived there long, before ftie buried her 
aged Huft)and, who had been her comfortable 
Companion for many Years. 

As to her inward Condition, we have good 
reafon to believe, in Concurrence with her 

own 
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own Teftimony, that She dwelt Jo near to tb^ 
Lard in Spirit y that Jhe often was favoured 
with inward Peace of Soul. She fometimes faid, 
to fuch as vifited her, Hat the Lordy in the 
Riches of bis Love and Mercy ^ W4is ftillpkafed 
to favour and blefs her with the Enjoyment of 
his living and comfortable Prefence^ now in her 
old Age :y for which, flic would exprefs fojmuch 
Joy and ThankfuJnefs to him, for his conti- 
nued Love to her poor Soul, as fliewed her 
Heart to be filled with Praifes to him, in the 
icnfiblc Enjoyment thereof. And for fcvcral of 
the laft Years of her Life, when lame and 
feeble as a Child, yet flie would defire to be 
led into Meetings ; and was frequently enabled 
to drop many innocent and comfortable Ex- 
hortations, to the Admiration of many. She 
earneflly defired, T})at the Lord would be 
f leafed to enable. her to bold out unto the good 
End that crowns all. And it may be faid of 
her, that flie lived and died a Servant of the 
Lord and his People, and hath left a good 
Savour behind her. 

She departed this Life the 1 6th of the Third 
Month 1740, in the Ninety fifth Year p!f her 
Age,

HE was born at Majlhorn in the Parifli of 
Stapktony and County oi Cumberland^ 
about the Year 1665. His Parents dying when 
he was young, the Care of his Education wa^ 
committed to fome Relations who were of the 
Prejbyterian Profeflion, among which People 
he walked till about the Twenty fecond Year 
of his Age; .when being at a Meeting at 
Chrijlopher Taylor's^ at Hetherfide in the Parifh 
oi Kirklinton^ and County aforelaid, he was 
there convinced of the Truth, by the powerful 
Preaching of our late efteemed Friend Chrifto^ 
pber St^ory^ and became an eminent Example 
of Plainnefs and Sobriety. 

He was anointed for, and called to, the 
Work of the Miniftry in his young Years, in 
a very extraordinary manner ; and preached 
the Truth, not in the Wifdom of Man, but 
in the Power of God. He had a lively and 
afFcding Teftimony, and in his Dodlrine was 
fo clear, as frequently to reach the Hearts of 
the Hearers fo effedually, as to convince 
Oppoftrs. 

As he was duly qualified for, fo he was a

THIS our dear and anticnt Friend was 
born at Leeds^ in the Cbunty of Tork^ in 
the Eleventh Month 1667 5 dcfccndcd from 
religious Parents, who, in early Days, received 
the blclTed Truth, and bore a Part in fufFering 
for the fame, whereof he alfo partook in his 
Youth ; and being ftridtty educated^ therein, 
lie foon became zealous for its noble Caufe. 

His Houfe has been always open for the Re- 
ception of travelling Friends, where t^iey found 
free and generous Entertainment, which he 
confcientioufly commuaicated to them, as be- 
lieving it his Duty ^ and therein was heartily 
and freely affifted by his Wife and Family. 

He was a diligent Attender of our Meetings 
for religious Worftiip, and, at times, found 
himfelf engaged to bear a publick Teftimony. 
And as he was ferviceable, fo he was rarely 
abfent, for near fifty Years, from Monthly^ or 
Quarterly - meetings, for the Difcipline of the 
Church ; and moftly attended the Yearly- 
meeting in London. 

To his Wife he was a tender and affedlionate 
Hufband ^ to his Children a provident and 
indulgent Father 3 to his Servants a kind and

generous Maften In his Neighbourhood, 
efi)ecially to the Poor, be was beneficent and 
humane ; to his Dependants, who were many, 
lie Was open and iri^ of Accefe. In a larg^

with peculiar Luflre, and remained unlulUed. 

He had the general Efteem of thofe who 
knew him, of every Denomination ; So Cord-

He lived to a good old Ag^y i;eta9n^d hi^ 
Capacity to the laft, left his temporal Affairs 
in a fatisfa(3x)ry and commendable Order, and 
died in ftridt Unity with Friend^, and, wp 
hope, in great Peace with the Lorxl, oil the 
4th of the Tenth Month 1740, Aged near 
Seventy three Years. 
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A ^eftimony from the ^arterly - meeting ef 
'Norfolk, concerning John Gurney, wh 
departed this Life the igtb of the Eleventh 
Month 1740. 

HE was defccnded of worthy Parents, 
who received the Truth in the Love of 
it, foon after the firft Appearance of Friends 
in the City of Norwich. His Father had no 
fmall Share in Suffering, for bearing Teftimony 
to the Truth, in the ipoft fevere Perfecutions 
which Friends underwent in thofe early times, 
nnd continued faithful to the End of his Days. 
They took particular Care in the religious 
Education of all their Children, and had the 
Satisfaftion to find the blcffed EfFeds thereof 
in moft of them. 

This our dear Friend, having feen through 
the Follies and Vanities of Yoiith, did fet his 
Heart to fcek the Lord, in his young and 
tender Years ; and by fubmitting to the 
Guidance of his holy Spirit, he was indued 
with a good Underftanding in the Myfteries 
of the Golpel ; and about the Twenty fecoiid 
Year of his Age, his Mouth was opened in 
the Affcmblies of his Friends, as a Minifter, 
much to their Edification and Comfort ; and 
as he advanced in Years, that excellent Gift 
)vas more plentifully bellowed ppon him, 

being 
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being an eloquent Man, and mighty in the 
Scriptures 5 his Miniftry having often the Dc- 
monflration of the Spirit and Power of Life 
attending it, being delivered with much plain- 
nefs, and fo fuitably adapted,^ as generally 
reached the meaneft Capacities, and anfwered 
to the Witnefs of God in the Auditors \ which 
made him very acceptable to many, who for 
the moft part delighted to fit under the fame, 
and fought for Opportunities fo to dp y Though 
it may be iaid, he endeavoured rather to be 
hid, than to appear to gratify the Curious, or 
only to fatisfy their itching Ears, being careful 
in attending to the imni^diate Preffures on his 
own Mind, beforp he entered thereupon ; and 
often gave way to others, though perhaps infer 
rior to himfelf in many Refpedts, which made 
his Service more available, and better accepted. 

His Life and Converiation well correfponded 
with his Dodtrinc ; he lived in the Fear of 
-Go(J, and was a Pattern of Sobriety, Chaftity, 
Moderation and Temperance, as well as of 
other Chriflian Virtues ; thereby adorning th^ 
Gofpel of Chrift : And we think we may^ 
without Flattery, give this Teftirniony of hiqi, 
fThat be was a Workman^ who needed not to b^ 
ajhamed^ rightly dividing the Word of Truth, 

He often travelled to vifit the Churches in 
this Nation, and was well received where he 
came, and many are the Seals of that Virtue 
which xittended his Labour of Love, for the 
GpQd of Souls. 

K 4 He 
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tie was a C6nftant Attender of tiur religicQl 
Affcmblies, both on the Firfl-days and ofhef 
^Pays in the Week, if Health jperffiified ; ad 
alfo thofc of Difcipline, highly efteeming the 
good Orjder eftabliihed in our Society, which 
he was well acquainted with ; and great Re- 
gard was paid to his Judgment, noit only in 
Monthly and Quarterly Meetings, but alfo in 
the Yearly-meeting at Ldnidn. 

He was a great Lover, and Promoter of 
[ Peace, and was frequently inftrumeAtal in 

[ healing many Wounds ind Breaches, which 

have happened in the Churches. He often 

faid, ^bat he beiievtd (fur Conftitutian^ refpeSling 

\ Difcfpliney was preferable to any other Mw 

Jubfijling in the florid. 

He was no lefs remarkable in civil Affairs : 
His Depth of Judgment, and Quicfcnefe of 
Apprehcnfion, joined with a folid and grave 
Deportment, made him confpicuous, being 
willing toferve Mankind when it fey in his 
Power, which was very frequent : And not 
l)nly thofc of his own Society, but likewife 
f other Parts of the Commonwealth, reaped no 

ftnall Benefit from him ; which rendered him 
generally beloved and efteemed, yet was he not 
puffed up therewith, but (hunned the Oppor* 
tUnities of Applaufc, which frequently offered. 

His Patience and Refignation to the Will 
of God Was great, being afflifted for a con- 
fiderable Number of Years with grievous 
Pains, caufcd by the Stone and Gravel; which 

weakened 
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weakened his Conftitution very much y yet his 
Soul feetned fupported with Cbriftian Fortitude 
through them all, to the Admiration^ as well 
as great Confolation, of thpfe who highly 
eileemed hini for his eminent (^lifications 
and Scr?ices. 

His Removal appears a vei:y great Loft lo 
his Family, in which he was a mofl loving 
and affedionate Hufband, an indulgent and 
tender Father, and a kind Mafter. Amongft 
his Relations, a faithful Overfeer, a worchy 
Counfellor, and a fteady Friend taalU His 
Friends, Neighbours, and Coundymen of aU 
Denominations, reaped no fmall Advantages 
from thofe free and candid Advices which, *as 
Application wa^ made to him, he generoufly 
and in a Cbriftian Spirit communicated. 

Thefe Virtues, mixed with a free and afiable 
Difpofition, could not but draw great Love 
and Refped: from all Sorts of People towards 
him ; and much more fo from us, who were 
joined in the fame Communion, and Partakers 
of the like precious Faith with him. 

He finifiied his Courfe in unfeigned Love 
and Unity with his Brethren, and we doubt 
not, in perfeA Charity with all Men« 

His oodLy was attended to the Grave by fome 
Thouiands, as were fuppofed, of his Friends 
and fellow Citizens ; and a very folemn Meet- 
ing we had, his Death being univerfally r«r 
grcttcd.

AS our Friends in the Country have given 
you a large and particular Account, con- 
cerning our dear and deceafed Friend ^ohn 
Gurney^ we therefore only add, 

His Service, as a Minifter of the Gofpel of 
Chrift, and our Lofs, as a Society in general, 
and in thefe Parts in particular, muft be too 
well known to require to be mentioned by us ; 
yet fufFer us to fay, we in this Place do mod 
fenfibly experience it ; for, although his long 
Unefs did prevent ,his travelling much abroad, 
yet we had frequently his Company in our 
Affemblies ; and the living and efficatious 
Miniftry, which it pleafed God to endue him 
with, did powerfully afFedt many amongft us, 
by confirming the Faith of the Weak, and 
encouraging the fincere Travellers to perfev^re 
in the Way of Truth, through this troublefome 
and affliding World. 

The Firft-day two Weeks before his laft 
Ilnefs, he was at our Meeting in the Forenoon, 
when he appeared in a lively Teftimony 
amongft us : He preffed us to confider. How 
our Time pajjed away ! and to examine, Htm 
far our Minds had been religioujly difpofed Jince 
our meeting together. Some of us^ he faid, feemed 
to be at the T'op of the Mountain^ where it 

pleafed 
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flea fed God fometimes to remove the Cloudsy and 
give us a clear ProfpeB into the promijed Land^ 
though we were not yet quite arrived^ Jo as to 
take PoffeJJion thereof. It was a melting Time, 
and an Opportunity that will leave a lading 
Remembrance on the Minds of many. 

He drank large Draughts of AfBidlion in tills 
Life 5 yet he bore them with great Patience 
and Refignation to the Divine Hand whith 
permitted them. He faw clrarly they muft: 
foon finifh him as to this World 3 and as the3r 
did greatly wean him from it, fo they *did 
abundantly encreafe his Faith, in the Dealings 
tind Goodnefe of God, by which, we doubt 
not, they were fandified linto him : And 
though they were permitted to end his Days 
in this World, yet, we doubt not, they did 
work for him, through Divine Afliftance, a 
more exceeding and joyful Inheritance in the 
World to come. 

When we look back and confider him 
through the whole of his Life ; when we 
confider the Temptation of Profperity, and the 
Kindnefs and Efteem of great Men of this 
World ; and do further confider him, not 
exalted thereby ; we cannot but admire that 
Divine Hand which was his Preferver and 
Keeper, and did fo eminently fupport him, 
that nothing was permitted to feparate him 
from that Truth, which the Lord had emi- 
nently convinced him of, and gathered him 
into.

THIS our anticnt honourable Friend^ 
ami emioept Minifter of Jefus Cbrift, 
Vfdi» born in the ParUh of Longham^ in this 
County of Norfolk, the i ft of the Tenth 
Mofith 1652, defcended of reputable Parents, 
lMi4 w^s religiouOy educated,, in the Principles 
of the Church of England^ by his Mother, hijs 
F^her dying when he was young. 

The Lord was plea&d» in h£ young and 
tender Years, to extend a merciful Vifitation of 
Xove to him, with whicli he was at times 
deeply affected 3 and about the Nineteenth 
Year of his Age^ being then fettled in London^ 
was convinced of the blefTed Truth, and 
fliortly after, he came forth in a publick Tefti- 
jnony^ and became an able Minifter of the 
Gofpel of Chrift ^ in which he laboured faith- 
fully and fervently, 'in diver^ Parts of thi? 
Niatipn and the Kingdom of Ireland, before 
jbe canoe fto reiide amongft us ; and was inftru- 
cnefital in the Convincement of many. 

In the Year 1683, he married our worthy 
Friend Mary Lowe^ of this County, and 
thereupon fettled ampngft us. After which he 
vifited mztiy JRsLtts of this Nation and the Priur 
^cipftlity of ff^aks ; and, till Age and Infirmities 
prevailed, continued to vifit the Meetings of 

Friends, 
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Friends, ki this and the adjacent CtouatkSi 
where his Services were always acceptabtet 

He was an Elder worthy of double Hoacnr^ 
having obtained a good Report i not of Men 
feeking Glory, nor as a Lord over God^ft 
Heritage, but an Enfample to the Flock 5 net 
forward to appear in publrck Service, In Doc^ 
trine found, clear, inftrudtive and uncorrupt : 
His Openings were frefli and livt4y, and his 
manner of Expreflion truly amiable. He de^- 
lighted much to wait in filence, for the Dif- 
coveries of the Word of Life, whereby he 
became ftrong in the Lord, and in the Pow«r 
of his Might, founding forth the Word of 
Reconciliation by Chrift our Lord, and Salva»- 
tion through his eternal Spirit. 

He was often fervent in Supplication, and 
drawn forth in a fwcet and heavenly manner, 
to the great Joy and Gladnefs of the fmcere 
in Heart. He was fignally qualified, in our 
Monthly and Quarterly- meetings, to i^eak % 
Word in Seafon, for the Promotion of Peace, 
good Order and Difcipline in the Chnrch ; 
which Meetings he conftantly attended, when 
at home and in Health. 

He was remarkably companionate to the 
Poor of the Society, in whom he obferved a 
degree of Sincerity and Worthinefs, who wefe 
fure to meet with an Advocate in him. 

His Countenance was awful, his Deportment 
grave, but intermixed with a pleafant and 
familiar Manner of Exprefliori, that* rendered 

his 
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his Company deledable to fuch as he conver&d 
with I and when old Age and Infirmities at^ 
tended, his Underftanding was clear^ and 
many fwect and heavenly Expreffions dropt 
from him, concerning the Largenefs of the 
Love of God to his Soul, together vv^ith fundry 
feafonable Advices, to the tendering of the 
Hearts of thofe prefent : And he often faid, 
^at his Work 'was finifhed, and be was freehj 
refigfied ; feeling nothing but Peace from the 
Lord upon his Spirit. Yea, fo plentifully was 
it poured forth upon him, that, when near his 
End, he could not forbear rejoicing in the 
bleffed Experience thereof, faying, Now I know 
4ind witnejs the Saying of our blejjed Lord fuU 
filledj viz. He that believcth in me, out of his 
.Belly (hall flow Rivers of living Water. 

Much more might belaid concerning this 
great and good Man ; but his fundry Services 
and diligent Labours, in the Wotk of the 
Gofpel, for many Years, are fo well known, 
that we need not enlarge thereon. And altho* 
his Removal be a Lofs to the Church, yet we 
fully believe it is his everlafting Gain, he being 
gathered home, as a Shock of Corn fully ripe, 
into the Garner of God, there to enjoy the 
bleflcd Reward of the Righteous, in an endlefs 
Fruition of Joy and Glory > for as he lived, fb 
he died, a Servant of the Lord and his People, 
the 6th Day of the Twelfth Month 174 1, in 
the Ninetieth Year of his Age. A Minifter

white, in the Blood of the Lamb, being, by 
the good Hand and Ann of Strength and 
Salvation, brought through all his Troubles, 
and fet as upon Mount Sioft, whete he could 
fing a new Song, the Song of Mojes and of 
the Lamb.

lovingly and tenderly concerning him, greatly 
iidefirifig to fee him again. 

He was cautions not to minifter, until he 
evidently felt Tnith to <^n his Way. He was 
a good Example to Friends, in duly and dili-' 
gently attending Meetings. A juft Man, a 
good Neighbour, free in Converfation^ but 
jfolid and inftruddve. In his Supplication to 
«he Lord, he had great Accefs to that River 
which makes glad the City of God. 

A little time* before his Change I vifited him, 
when he exprefled his Mind to me in theie 
Words,^ — lam confined at home through Age and 
JVeaknefsy and cannot get to fee Friends^ and to 
Meetings^ as I could wi/h ; iut the Lord hath 
been great in bis Goodnefs to me, by comforting 
and refrejhing my Soul with his living Prejence, 
and my Mind is much with Abraham, Ifaac, and 
Jacob ; the Prophets and Apoflles ; Sufferers and 
Martyrs for Chri/i *s Sake ; with an innumerable 
Company of Angels^ and the Spirits of juji Men 
made perfeSl : And I hope in a little time to be 
with them for ever. 

I thought he ipoke thefe Words in that 
Weightinefs and Sweetnefs of Mind and Spirit, 
that it would not be well to leave them in 
Oblivion. 

Much might be faid concerning this Man 
of God, our beloved Friend and Brother in 
Cbrift, and fellow Labourer with us in the

WE think it incumbent upon us to fay 
fomething in CDnaaiemoration of fo 
good and valuable a Woman, counting it no 
iimall BlefHng to the Churches in thefe Parte, 
wherein (he continued from about the Twen- 
tieth Year of her Age, to her Departure out Of 
this Life ; and was all along a very ferviceable 
and honourable Member amongil us. Her 
many excellent Qualifications, attended with^a 
meek, humble, reverent Deportment, in all 
Refpeds, rendered her very near and dear 

to USi 

It pleafed God to beftow upon her a Gift of 
the Miniftry, which ihe was faithful to, and 
very exemplary in waiting for, delivering the 
Matter fhe had to fay with much Plain nefs 
and Brevity, being attended with gfeat Power, 
to the no fmall Edification and Comfort of the 
Churches. Her Life and Converfation wdl 
correfponded with her Dodtrine, and fhe was 
much refpedtcd by People of other Societies : 
She was very charitable and full of good 
Works ; her Delight was to be found in 
Praftices bcconiing the Cofpel ; and (he was 
an eminent Pillar amongft us, a worthy

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Mother in IJrael^ and a great Ornament to 
the Society. 

She received the Truth whilft (he was very 
young ; and, with her honourable Mother, 
wa« imprifoned for her Teftiniony thereuntq, 
before (he was fixteen Years of AgPi and DQ^ 
dauntedly confeifed the fame, ^nd pleaded for 
it in heir Examinations before the Judge in 
Court, being firft called to anfwer to their 
IndiBment^ though there were upwards of 
Gxxy Perfons then pr^ fent upon the iame gQo4 
Account, and (he the youngeft of them all i 
where fhc conduced herfelf with fuch Modefty, 
giving pertinent Reafons for her joining witH 
her Friends in alfembiing together to wor(hip 
God in Spirit, &c. and refufing her Liberty on 
Terms inconfiflent with her religious Pro- 
feflion, as drew from the Court no fmail 
Attention and Surprize ; and it was fb ordered, 
that (he with her fellow Prifoners, were all fet 
at Liberty : Which (he would afterwards oft^n 
mention with great Sweetnefs and Gratitude of 
Soul, to the Divine Hand by which (he was 
fupported to hold out to the End of her Days^

ihips anc^oagft them ; yet Truth crowned his 

Labours with fome Convincepient.

He was a diligent Labourer at home, a 
conflant Attender of Meetings, a fincere Tra*- 
veller therein, very tender over the Youth, a 
nuriing Father to the leaft, and full of Charity 
to all rightly anointed ; yet not hafty to join 
with forward Spirits. He was alfo careful 
not to join in party Caufcs, but was greatly 

L 4 concerned 
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concerned for the Promo^on and Unity of tlie 
Church ; and often expreffed his ftedfaft Faith, 
that the Teftimony of Truth would be exalted 
in the Nations, and the anticbrijiian Op- 
preilion of Tithes brought down ; and with 
Concern declared his Sorrow for fuch as weakly 
complied therewith. 

When his natural Abilities failed, he would 
fpeak with Strength apparently beyond his Age 
and Conftitution. He was feized with a Palfy 
near a Year before he died, which detained 
him from Meetings, and by it his Speech was 
much taken from him ; but would often £iy. 
He was well^ be was well^ and bad notbing but 
Peace on every band ; expreffing his. Care and 
Concern for the Growth and Prefervation of 
1^ Church. 

He died on the 6th of the Third Month, 
1 74 1, and was interred on the 8th of the 
lame, in Friends Burying Ground at Eagkf- 
fields being accompanied by a great many 
Friends and others. Aged Eighty three, a 
MiniAer Sixty five Years.

TH E Time of her Convinccmcnt being 
before our Knowledge of her, we cannot 
be visry particular therein ; but fbme of us 
hav« heard from herfelf, that (he going to the 
Goal at Reading in Berkjhire^ (the Place of 
her Abode) to viiit a Relation, a Friend then 
a Prifoner there, was at a Meeting of Friends^ 
many being then Prifoners ; among whom was 
our eminent Friend Ifaac Pennington^ by whofe 
Miniflry fhe was then convinced of Truth ; 
which die receiving in the Love of it, became 
willing to yield Obedience to the Requirings 
thereof, in taking up a Crofs to the Vanities 
her youthful Age might be inclined to. 

For many Years paft, fome of us were well 
Acquainted with her, and in Remembrance of 
her Service in the Church, and exemplary 
Q)ndu& in general, we are engaged to give 
this brief Memorial of her : That her Conver- 
ration, while fingle, was fober and religious 1 
and when engaged in a State of Marriage, 
(he was a true Helpmeet to her Huiband, 
being very induflrious in her temporal Affiiirs^ 
and diligent in attending Meetings b^oth iot 
Worfhip and Difcipline.

HE was educated by his Parents WiUiam 
and Margaret Gill, of How in CumbiT" 
land, in the Profeffion of Truth, and came 
into Ireland in the Year 1697, but refided 
moftly in the Country until the Year 1702, 
when he fettled in this City, and gained L6v€ 
and Efteem among Friends and others. 

He wis religioufly inclined from his Youth, 
and a diligent Attendcr of Meetings for Wof- 
(hip and Difcipline ; and concerned, when ' 
there, to wait for that divine Power, that 
ftrengthens and encourages the FaithRil, to 
travel on in the Way that leads to everlafting 
Happinefs. 

About the Year 171 1, he was called to the 
Work of the Miniftfy, wherein he was, in a 
good degree, attended with that Life and 
Power, which made it comfortable andedify- 
ing to the well difpofcd Hearers. He federal 
times vifited Friends in England and Scotland^ 
as alfo in this Nation $ and many times attend- 
ed the Yearly- meeting in London ; to anfwer 
which Service he was freely given up.

Meetings In thp (aid Province ; but his Indif- 
pofition increasing, he returned home, where 
tip continued weak about five Weeks, and de- 
parted this Life, in a fwcet Frame of Mind, 
the 26th of the Eleventh Month 1741, and 
was buried the 30th of the fame, at Friends 
Burying Ground in Cork-Jireet.

in the Miniftry, which fee , faithfully dis- 
charged, not by enticing Words of Man's 
Wifdom, but in the Demonftration of the 
Spirit and of Power. .

HE was Son of our worthy Friend Jona-- 
thin Freeth^ oi Birmingham deceaiecf« 
The pious godly Care ancj Counfel of hift 
Parents in his Education, though not ftriftly 
ftdhered.to in his Youth, yet, as he grew in 
Years, ^ made very deep Impreffions upon his 
Mind, which he hath often exprefled with 
great Thankfulnefs, both to the Lord and 

them. 

When he left his Parents, he fettled at 
Coventry^ about the Twenty fifth Year of his 
Age, when it pkafed the Lord to afford hiAi 
a frcfh Vifitation of his Love, fo that be 
became very religious, diligently feeking after 
the Way of Life and Salvation ; and, by 
yielding Obedience, through Faith, unto tl^ 
Gift of God, he was made Partaker of Life 
and Peace in our Lord Jefus Chrift.

He was endued with a good Under- 
ftanding, both in the Things of God, relating 
to the Good and Welfare ot the Soul, and alfo 
in the Affairs of this Life ; fo that he had 
great and good Service in both, and many 
received Benefit thereby. 

He was endued with excellent Virtues, be- 
ing found in admonifhing, circumfpeift and 
gentle in reproving, tender in advifmg, abound- 
ing in Charity, given to Hofpitalicy, liberal in 
communicating) free and careful in'Diftribu- 
M 2 ■ tions. 
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ttons, willing to do Good to all, efpecially to 
the Hou(hold of Faith^ labouring earneftly 
for the Profpcrity of Sion ; and, being a Par- 
taker of the like precious Faith with the Elders 
of old, hath obtained a good Report, being 
univerfally eileemed, and his Lofs lamented. 

He was a faithful and loving Hufband, a 
tender Father, a kind and companionate Mafter, 
a fincere Friend and good Neighbour* 

He had but a few Days Ilncfs, in which he 
fignified to fome Friends about him, He Jelt 
Peace within. We doubt not but he iini£hed 
his Courfe with Joy, died in Favour with the 
Lord, and is at Reft with the Faithful. 

He departed this Life on the 3d Day of the 
Sixth Month 1742, and was decently buried 
in Friends Burying Ground, in the. City of 
Coventry^ the 5th of the fame.

BEING exhorted, in holy Writ, to count 
thofc Elders worthy of double Honour, 
who rule well, and labour in the Word and 
Dodlrine ; we think it our Duty, in Love and 
Efteeni, as well as Juftice, , to the Memory of 
this our antient, eminent and worthy Friend, 
to give forth this brief Tcftimony ; and that 
others alio may be encouraged, by fuch pious 
Examples, to embrace the Truth, and per- 
fcverc in thie Way of Life and Salvation. 

He was born at yuftic^-^own^ iiear Carlijle 
in Cumberland^ defcended of reputable Parents 
of the Church of England^ who gave him a 
liberal Education : But for a farther Account of 
this and fcveral other Particulars, we refer to 
his yournaty and {hall only fignify in general, 
that in the Year 1689, he was convinced of 
the Truth, and of the inward and fpiritual 
Appearance of Chrift in the Souls of Mankind, 
for the Completion qf their Redemption and 
Salvation ; and about the Ye^r 1693 had a 
Teftimony given to bear to the fame, in the

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where he was very ferviceaye in fettling and 
coniirming the Churches, and renaained there 
njany Years, 

Aft€f.;his Return to 'kngland^ he was often 
copcerned to vifit Friends in divers Places in 
tflis' Nation, and more particularly at London \ 
for being a Man of great Qualifications, and 
thefe ia*n(3:ified, and made inftrumental by 
Divine WiiHom, rendered his Miniftry very 
convincing j^nd edifying;, fo that he was 
acknowledged, not only fey our Society, but 
alfO by other People, to^ he a truly great and 
evangelical Minifter. . 

When he found it his Place, after fuch 
Vifits, to return to us, we received him in 
fincerp Love and good Unity '5 being often 
comforted and refrelhed linder his Miniftry, 

Some time before his Death, he was taken 
with a Paralytick Ilnefs, which affefted his 
Speech ; after which, he feldom appeared in 
the Miniftry, fignifying, l^hat his Day's Work, 
Jeenid to be near over. He continued in a 
fweet Fratne of Spirit, and attended Meetings 
when able. 

He departed this Life, at Carlifie the 21ft 
of the Fourth Month 1742, and was buried 
in Friends Burying Ground there the .23d of 
the feme^

Cale, 

HER Memory is very precious among u{5, 
(he having been one whon^ the Lord 
reached to in her young Years, and vifite^ 
with his blcfled Truth 5 unto which flue g^vc 
up in Faithfulnefs, foon after her Convince- 
ment, , which was about the Eight^enjth Yqu* 
of her Age ; and, by the Goodnefs of the 
Almighty, was early brought off from the 
many deceitful and pleafing Vanities ,of the' 
World, to which, (he had been before much 
•addii^ed.

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And as (he experienced a Growth in the 
Truth, fhe foon became very ferviceable in the 
Church, by her exeaiplary Virtue, pious De- 
portment, Plainnefs of Speech, Habit, and 
Houflioid Furniture. And (he was a real 
Mother in Ifr^el^ in her Care and Support of 
the Lord'$ Servants, who tr^vfllcd in the 
Service of his blcfled Truth. 

In her Miniftry (he was eminent, and tra- 
velled much in this Kingdom j (he was very 
zealous, and laboured earnedly in recommend;^ 
ing Friends and others, to the inward experi* 
roeiitsil Knowledge of the Life and Power of 
Religion ; and therein, as well as in private 
Converfation, was fervent in exhorting Friends 
againft the Growth of thofe Things among us, 
which tend to weaken and le(!en us as a 
People 5 particularly, againft Superfluity and 
Gaudinefs of Apparel ; And continued lively 
and edifying in her Teftimony, ^yhfn under 
the Weaknefs of Body th^t attended her in 
old Age. 

We are fully pcrfuaded (be finifhed . her 
Courfe well, and that (he is at Reft with the 
Righteous. She died the 12th of the Second 
Month 174^, and was buried the i6th of the 
l^m?, in Friends Burying Ground at Cain. 
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A Teftimony from the Province - meeting at 
Lurgan in Ireland^ concerning Mary Greer. 

SHE was a Woman much efteiemed amongft 
us, being of an exemplary Life and Con- 
verfation ; a Pattern of Plainnefs and Humility | 
diligent in attending Meetings for the Worfhip 
of God, duly obferving the Hour appointed. 
And although (he was not large in Declaration, 
yet what £he had to offer, by way of publick 
Teftimony, was often to the Comfort of the 
Well-minded. She was alfo a good Exarfiplc 
in attending our Province-meetings, whilft of 
Ability of Body. 

She travelled through Scotland^ and fome 
Parts of England ; alio vifited fome Parts of 
Leinfler and Munjier Provinces, and we believe 
her Vifit was well accepted. She was of a 
fwcet Temper, and laboured much in her own 
Family in Golpel Love, that her Children and 
Servants might be preferved out of Pride and 
Idlenefs, and live in the Fear of the Lord ; fo 
that we fully believe fhe was faithful in dif- 
charging her Duty, according to the Gift be- 
ftowed on her. We may truly fay, (he was 
nearly united. ip Spirit to us, jmd generally 
beloved i 

She was a loving Wife,^a good Neighbour, 
being much given tQ Hofpitality, and her 

Heart 
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their Mailer's Bufineifs in the Innoccncy of the 
Truth, they Were prcfervcd, and vifitcd the 
Meetings of Friends without much Interrup- 
tion or Difturbance, and had comfortable Op- 
portunities with them, who were glad of their 
,Vifit, having fufFered greatly by the Armies. 

In the Year 1681, he vifited Friendsr in all 
their Meetings in Scotland a fecond tin;ie, and 
the fame Year came to Ireland; and viiited 
moft of the Friends through the Nation, and 
had many fatisfadory Opportunities with them, 
who were very loving and refpeftful to him, 
though he was but young. 

In the Year. 1684, he vifited Friends in 
Ireland a fecond time. In the Intervals of his 
Travels he ufually wrought at his Trade, being 
a Carpenter and Joiner^ to fupply his Ncceffir 
ties, that he might not be burthenfome to the 
Church. After his Return from Ireland this 
Year, finding Drawings in his Mind, he vifited 
Friends in Wefimorland and Durham^ and at 
Stockton^ where he was brought before the 
Mayor, and the Oaths of Allegiance and Sur 
prcmacy were tendered to him ; and becaufc 
for Confcience- fake he refufed to fwear, he was 
by him committed Prifoner to Durham Goal, 
and detained there about two Months. 

In the Year 1685, he vifited Friends in 
Ireland a third time, accompanied by yobn 
fiow/ieady and had many comfortable Meeting^ 
here, finding a great Opennefs among the 

People 
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People to receive Truth's Teftimony, and fomc 
were convinced by Means of their Miniftry. , , 

In the Year i686, he came to Ireland the 
fourth time ; and after having vifited moft of 
the Meetings of Friends in the Nation, he 
took to Wife Joarij the Daughter of Jabn 
Cooke, and fettled at Limericky dill continuing 
diligent in the Exercife of his Gift,, to the 
Edification of the Churches. He went to the 
next Half-year's Meeting, and from' jthence to 
England^ vifiting Friends in the North and 
Wcfl Parts thereof, and Ltndm and Ejfex^ , , 
. He continued at Limerick in the Year 1689 
and 1690, in the troublefome Times of the 
Wars between King William and King James^ 
and during the firfl Siege; but in the Ye*r 
1691, before the fccond Siege, while King 
"James Army had PofTcfiaon of the City, he 
removed himfclf and Family x,o QunAerlandy 
Jbaving been wonderfully preferved throi^h 
great Dangers from the Rapparees, who then 
harboured much in the Way to DuUin.y 

But notwithflanding all thefe Troubles, be 
flill continued laborious and fervent in Spirit, 
in vifiting the Meetings of Friends ; ,and in the 
Y'ear 1692, again vifited the Brethren in ScqU 
land. And in the Year 1693 be i^turned to 
Irelandy and fettled and continued his Refidence 
in Dublin the remaining Part of his Life ; 
, during which time, whilfl of Ability, he fre4- 
quently vifited Friends in the three Provinces, 
and fometimes had Meetings in Places wher^ 

no 
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no Meetings of Friends were fettled. He al/b 
fometimes vifited Friends in divers Parts of 
England and fVaks^ arid wais frequently ^at the 
Yearly-meeting at L(?Wi9«. 

He was a very diligent Attender, not only 
of Meetings for divine Wor(hip, wheire he wa« 
particularly careful in obfervihg the Hour ap«^ 
pointed, but alfo ctf thofe:for Difcipline, and 
was fcarce ever abfent, (unlefs when engaged 
in travelling elfewhere on Truth's Service) ' 
from the Province and Qaarterly - meciing^ 
until difabled by Infirmity of Body. 

' He was a Man of good Underftanding, 
though but little Schodl Learnings of a fvtreet 
Temper, in Converfation plcafaat and affable', 
\n affedtionatte Husband and Father, a frequent 
atnd fympathizing Vifiter of the Sick •; He . | 
was a diligent and faithfdl Minifter; j^d hi§ 
Labours were -often crowned with Succefs to 
theConvinccment of 'many, feme of whom 
proved fervipeabk and eminent in the Church; 
and to thev£dificati(Hi and . Eflabliftiment of 
others. : i r ^ 

^i In the Exerdfe.of his Gift he was clear, 
fciid and hvely, even untoextream did Age. , 
In Prayer,: living,, reverent, weighty and ^jon- 
cife ; in his Depcwtment,. meek and humble, 
not elevated by his Gifts aiid good Services*; 
a diligettt Reader of the holy Scriptures, ^nd, 
in his Preaching, a faithful Qaoter of them ; 
tender of the Glory of God, and of' the 
Honour of our holy PrindijJle.

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He reta^ined hi& Integrity, as well aS Under^ 
ftanding and Memory, to the laft. And ex- 
pired the ^th of the Twelf tl4 Montll, aftd Wai 
buried in Friends Burying Place in Dulphitii 
Barn-lane. Dublin, the lofh of the fame, iii 
the Year 1742, being the Niiiefy fitft Year of 
his Age, and about the Sixty fcventfr of his 
Miniftry.

of Chiiil j^-and though jfhe had a targe Family, .

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wSis fometimcs drawn forth, in the Love of 
Truth, to vifit Friends in divers Parts of the 
Nation : And in her own Family was a good 
Example, not only of Frugality and Induftry, 
for the Support of the fame, as becomes the 
Profcffprs of Trath, but alfo of Piety, Virtue 
and Zeal for the Promotion thereof. Her 
Stability, Patience and Chearfulnefs, in the 
clofefl Exercifcs and Trials, were very re- 
markable. She was a true Sympathizer with 
thofe in Afflidlions, and often vifited fuch, 
both among Friends and other Societies, to 
great Satisfaction and Comfort. 

She was frequent in fccrct Retirement, and 
fteady in waiting for the Renewal of Strength 
from above j examplary in diligently attending 
Meetings both for Worfhip and Difcipline, in 
which 5>e was not an indifferent or lukewarm^ * 
but a lively Member ; and was often attended 
with Tokens of Fervency in Spirit, and of one 
travelling in the Deeps, even when bodily 
Weakneis and Infirmities lay heavy upon her % 
which ilill increafing, prevented her going 
much abroad for fome confiderablc time before 
her laft Ilncfs, which (be bore^ about two 
Weeks, with much Fortitude of Mind, ani 
RieiGgnation to the divine Will, and was ga- 
thered like a Shock of Corn in due Seafon s and 
is, we doubt not, entered into the Mansions 
of eternal Reft an^ Blifs. 

She departed this Life the 2d Day of the

HE was the Son, of our Friends Thomas 
• and .Agnes WilUamfon, of Bannerig in 
ihe Parifti of Winderrhore, and County of 
Weftmorland ; born the yth of the Tenth 
Month 1684. His Parents were religious, 
and eareful of his Education, which, through 
divine Aid, had that Effeft on him, that as 
he grew in Years, he grew in Grace, and the 
faving Knowledge of our blefled Lord Jefus 
Chrift J for, when but a Child, he witnefled 
.the Influence of divine Virtue fo to- operate 
on his Mind, that about the Seventeenth Year 
of his Age, he came forth in a publick Tefti- 
mony to the Truth; iand laboured faithfully 
therein ; travelling through Cumberland and 
Scotland, in Company with our Friend JJaac 
Thompjon, in 1704 j and, in' the' Years 1708 
and 1709, with our Friend Thomas Wilpn, 
vifited the Wcftern and Southern; ^Parts of this 
Nation ; frequently attending the Service of 
the National Meeting.

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He was* an able Miniftcr of the Goi^^l, and 
a worthy Elder in the Church j his Dodtrine 
was found and clear, diftinguiCbing and di- 
viding the Word aright, according to the 
various States of thofe to whom he had to 
minifter. In Difcipline he was Arong and 
weighty, and in the Execution thereof impar- 
tial, which procured him confidcrablc Regard 
in the Church. He abounded in Charity %dA 
Benevolence, not only to the Society, hut his 
Neighbours and Acquaintance, to whom it 
was Angularly ufefyl in Advice, and very 
inftrumental in helping to accommodate 
Differences, thereby preventing many injurious 
and litigious Law-fuits. 

He was devoted to ferve the Church and his 
Neighbours, which gained him Efteem among 
Xill forts of People ; an excellent Example in a 
diligent Care tb attend Meetings, both for 
Worflhip. and Difcipline, wherein he was grave 
and folid ; and when concerned, to fpeik in, 
either, it was with Authority, his Words being 
feafoned with Grace. 

In Converfation he was free and <>pen, 
without Levity, which gained on all who. had 
the Plcafure of being iirtimately acquainted 
with hirn.;. the Copfideratipn whereof, renders 
our Lofs the. greater, and affedts us with 
Sorrow, though not without Hope, being fully 
fatisfied it is his eternal Gain.: And there- 
fore are engaged to travail in Soul, and bfcath 
forth earncft and ftrong Defires, that the great 

Lord 
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Lord of the Harveft, who hath raifed up and 
qualified many of our antient Worthies in their 
Day, to preach, the everlafting Gofpel, and 
promote good Order in the Churches, may 
raife up and iqualify many more, to fill up the 
Places of thofe who are gone to their Reft ; 
that the great Work of Reformation nqiay 
ftill be carried on, and Righteoufnefs be exalted 
and cover the Earth. 

Our laid Friend was feized with Stitches^ 
and a Pain in his Breajiy in the Fifth Month 
laft, which continued and increafed on him, 
fo that he gradually declined ; and, being 
fenfible that his Departure drew near, fre- 
quently exprefTed his Refignation to the Divine 
Will; and that, he found his Love to continue 
and remain as firong to the Cauje of Tr.uth as 
ever ; in which he often delired to be remem- 
bered to his Friends. 

He departed this Life, in great Quietnefs, 
the 2 1(^, and was interred in Friends Burying 
Ground at Kendal the 24th of the Ninth 
Month 1743, in the Fifty Ninth Year of his 
Age, his Corps being attended by a great 
Concourfe, both of Friends and others, vvherc 
feveral living T^ftimonics were born to the 
Truth, to the Information and Edification of 
many. And as he was generally rcfpedted, fo 
the Lofs of him, as appeared by the Coun- 
tenances of moft prelcnt, was as generally 
lamented.

ALTHOUGH our dear md well eAeemed. 
Friend yohn Fothergill^ removed himfelf 
and Family from within the Compafs of our 
Monthly-meeting, about eight Years before his 
Deceafe, and that taoft of our antient Friends^^ 
who were of the forenioft Rank, and knew 
liis Birth and Education, are removed j yet 
inafmuch as divers of us (though the greateft 
Part of a younger Generation) have been well 
acquainted with him for many Years, and 
favoured with fitting under many powerful and 
living Teftimonies, 'delivered by him when 
amongft us, we have good reafon to believe 
he Was one whotti the Lord, in his Wifdom, 
few go6d to make ufe of for. the Work of the 
Gofpel, and fitted and qualified him by his 
holy Spirit, and called him forth, when but 
young, to publifli the glad Tidings thereof ^in 
many Places ; to which divine and inward 
Call and holy Requiring, he readily gave up^ 
and anfwered in Obedience, and Ipffered not 
the Things of this World to take up his Mind 
and Time, but in true Fervency of. Zeal, and 
Love for the Caufe of God, he fpent the Prime 
of his Time in vifiting the Churches, when 
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and where he was pleafed to draw him ; and 
by his Faithfulnefs and unwearied Labours, 
he improved in his Gift, and grew eminent in 
his Service, and more and more in Favour 
with God, and efteemed by his People ; always 
having, a Regard to the well approved Pradice 
of duly acquainting his Friends, and having 
'their Unity and Approbation made known by 
Certificate, And right careful he was to 
perform the Service required with as much 
Expedition as poffible, choofing rather to take 
' Hardfhip to himfelf, than to be burthenfome 
to Friends. 

And in the Procefs of Time, he was brought 
under an Engagement of Soul to vifit divers ot 
the American Plantations ; which, through the 
Goodnefs and favourable Support of that divine 
Power which influenced his Jleart, and. re-. 
quired the Service, he was enabled to perform 
three feveral times ; and good reafon we have 
to believe, that in them all he difcharge4 
himfelf honeftly ; his Chearfulnefs, and comr 
fortable Accounts at his Returns, fecmed to 
manifeft it fully. 

. He alfo found it his Concern to v}fit Friend? 
in Scotland and Ireland feveral tinies, and ha4 
good Service for the Lord. 

His Teftimony was living and found, dcr 

livered in Demonftration of divine Authority j 

. for he haqdled not the Word deceitfully, nor 

endeavoured to pleafe itching Ears, or high 

and airy Difpofltions^but, like alkilful Work- 
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man and true Servant of Jefus Chrift, waited 
to be Tcnewedly endowed with Power from on 
high, by which he was directed to divide the 
Word aright, and fpcak- home to the States 
and Conditions of the People ; whereby he 
approved himfelf faithful and juft both to God 
and Man. 

He was one that (hewed his Moderation in 
ufing the Neceflaries of Life, which, together 
with his Plainnefs, Humility and Sincerity, 
rendered his Miniftry the more acceptable and 
convincing. He was a Man zealoufly con- 
. cerned for good Qrder, and keeping up the 
Difcipline of the OHurch, and had a good 
Underftanding refpedting the Management of 
its Affairs in our Monthly, Quarterly and 
Yearly -meetings; of all which, he Was a 
diligent At tender when at home or in this 
Nation, and we believe had good Service 
therein. He was a Man kind and affifting to 
his Friends by good Admonition, &c. He 
was pleafant and helpful to bis Neighbours 
when Occafion required j alfo a Man of Skill 
and Induftry in managing his temporal Affairs 
for the Benefit of his Family, over which he 
Jhad a true Paternal Care ; fo that it may well 
be faid, he was a kind Hufband, and tender 
Fathen His Prudence and Difcretion gained 
the Efleem of Perfons of fuperi^pr Stations in 
the World. 

More might be added concerning the Good- 
nisfs of Go(J manifefted to him in fever^l 
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Refpeds, and his Faithfalnefs and Diligence in 
the Performance of the Work of his Day*; but 
having nothing in View, but that his Memory 
may reniain amongft the Righteous, for an 
Encouragement to Faithfulnefs, and that the 
worthy Name of the Almighty may be praifed 
and magnified for ever and ever, (hall conclude 
with Dcfircs, that the great Lord of the Harveft 
may be pleafed to raife up and fend forth many 
more fuch faithful Labourers in his Power.

PRECIOUS in the Eyes of the Lord is the 
Death of his Saints, who are delivered 
from the Evils and Dangers of Mortality ^ 
and precious alfo, in the Eyes of his People, 
is the Remembrance of theni, and of theiir 
Labours and Services for promoting the Good 
of Souls, and the (hewing forth of the divine 
Glory ; of which Number was our worthy 
and much efteemed Friend John Fothergil\ 
who was religioufly educated by his godly 
Parents ; but in his fearly Years, being made 
fenfiblc fhat neither Tradition, outward Regu- 
larity, nor any thing (hort of inward Purifica* 
tion of Soul and Spirit, would render him 
acceptable in the Sight of the Lord, he gave 
up his Heart to him, who, through the effedlual 
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Operation of his divine Grace, baptized and 
gradually purified his Spirit, and prepared apd 
qualified him to be an able Minifter of the 
Golpel of Peace and Salvation, who could teU 
to others, what the Lord had done for his 
Soul ; which he did with an holy Zeal and 
Fervour, becoming fuch as have a deep and 
weighty Senfe of the Valu? of Souls, the 
gangers and Snares they are. environ'4 with ia 
this State of Probation, and. the awful Majcfty 
of the divine Being ; by the bleffed Teachings 
of whofe holy Spirit, he grew in Experience 
in the Myfteries of the heaveiily Kingdom ; 
and alfo difcovered the myfterious Workings 
of Satap in Oppofition thereto : Thus qualified, 
he was frequently employed in dcteding his 
Snares, in pointing oiit and direding to the 
Way that leads fafely to eternal Reft, He was 
quick of Apprehenfion, and of ap extenfive 
Capacity and deep Jpdgment, and Could ex- 
prefs himfelf aptly and ftrongly. That holy 
Power which cut Hahah^ apd wounded the 
Dragon, made him, at tirnes, as a'fharpSword 
againft Hypocrify and Wickednefs, and thofe 
that held the Truth in Unrightpoufnefs. 

He was a near Sympathizer with the Afflidl- 
ed, a ftcady Way- mark to thqfe that were 
travelling towards Sion^ having frequently fuit^ 
able Advice ^nd Copfolation to adminiftec 
unto fuch } fp that he might be truly called a 
nurfing Father over thofe he believed were 
born of God. fie turned not his Back \r\ the

pay of Battle ; was a Son of Thunder, and 
alfo of Confolation ; had an awakening, living 
?ind edifying Teftimony, wherein he laboured 
diligently and faithfully, from his firft being 
anointed in his young Years^ to the Conclufioi^ 
qf his Days. 

]FIe travelled much in this Nation in the 
Service of the Gofpel, fbmetimes in Scotland^ 
feveral times in Ireland and WaleSy and thrice 
in America^ to the Comfort and Edification of 
the Church, leaving Seals of his Miniftry in 
many Places j though in the latter Part of his 
time attended with great bodily Afflictions, 
under which he vifited feveral Places in this 
Nation. 

He was indeed a Man remarkably qualified 
and furniflied, both for Church Difcipline and 
the preachipg of the everlafting glorious GoC- 
pel ; and of very peculiar Service in Monthly, 
Quarterly, and General-meetings, wherein he 
approved himfclf tf wife and able Counfellor, 
and was alfp a diligent Attetider of the fame. 
He was exemplary in Converfation, Plainjiefe, 
Temperance, Vigilance and Fortitude, endur>- 
ing Afflidions, doing the Work of an Evan- 
gelift, making full Proof of his Miniftry, be- 
ing a Workman that needed not to be afhamed, 
rightly dividing the Word of Truth. In fhort, 
he was a fincere hearted Cloriftian^ a living 
Minifter, a faithful Friend, a loving Hufband, 
an affifdtipnate Father ; . and it is our Faith and 
firm Belief, he died in the Lord, hath refted 

from 
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from his Labours, and his Works do follow 
him, who being dead yet fpeaketh. 

He departed this Life at Knarejborougb aforc- 
faid, the 13th of the Eleventh Month 1744, 
and was honourably buried in Friends Burying 
Ground at Scotten^ near the faid Town, the 
15th of the feme. Aged Sixty nine Years, 
having been a Minifter near Fifty Years.

A Tefiimony from jbe Monthly - meeting of. 
Norwich^ concerning Thomas White. 

HE was born, in or about the Year 16765 
in this City. His Parents being of the 
Church of England, educated him in that 
Way ^ but as he grew up to Man's Eftatc, 
finding ftfll a Want in himfelf, and a Defire 
after a nearer Aoquaintanfe with God, his 
Mind was difpofed to look rfcto feveral religious 
Societies^ and at length became convinced of 
the Truth. 

After fome time, having walked in an ex- 
emplary manner, it plealed God to give him 
a Difpenlation of the Gofpcl to preach, and 
indeed he became excellently gifted 5 and what 
made him appear the more fo, his Education 
was fo low, that he c6uld fcarcely read ; yet 
he afterwards attained to a great Knowledge 
of the Scriptures j and this, accompanied with 
found Judgment, . and a good Experience of 

God's 
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God's Dealings with his Soul, made him 
eminently ferviceable in the Church, to the 
building up of many in the moft holy Faith, 
and likewife in convincing feveral ; fb that 
many were the Seals of his Miniftry. And 
we have to fay of him» that he was a faithftil 
Labourer, whild his Strength remained, in the 
Caufe of God, nothing delighting him mora 
than the Profperity of Truth, and beholding 
the Children of Friends coming up in the 
Nobility thereof 5 to whom he was often 
drawn forth in a very affedionate manner, 
both in our publick Meetings, and in private 
Converfation. 

When he faw any running out into fuch 
Liberties as our holy Prqfeffion did not allow 
of, tx^Qj|[^j||(ha'med of the Plainnefs and Sim- 
plicity thereof, and.thereby fhunning the Crofs, 
he would labour with fuch in great Love and 
Affcdion, that they might fee their Miftake, 
and the Tendency thereof. 

He was zealoufly concerned, that Love and 
Unity might be preferved amongft us, and 
that Friends would watch againf): every thing 
that might have a Tendency to the contrary, 
knowing our Strength is therein 5 and fo far as 
that Knot becomes loofed, fo far we become 
weakened : To the laft'of his Minifterial Ser- 
vice he was very preffing thereunto, and that 
;all weight be concerned to end where they 
t)cgan, in Love, 

He 
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He was often , drawn forth to vlfit the 
Churches in this Nation, and once through 
Scotland^ in Company with our dear Friend 
Ifaac Pickerell ; he alfo vifited the Meetings 
of Friends in Wales ; in all which Places, we 
have reafon to believe, from the Accounts re- 
ceived, his Labours were both Acceptable and 
ferviceable. 

He was always careful, before he undertook 
any Journey, to have his Affairs in good Order 
at home, that every Thing in that Refpeft 
might be favoury and of good Report amongft 
his Neighbours 5 and when his Service was 
over, he hafted back to his Family again, and 
applied himfelf with great Induftry for the 
Support thereof. 

Some few Years before he died, a very clofe 
Trialbefel him in his own Family, which, 
much affeifled his Spirits ; and though Friends 
were very tenderly concerned for him, and 
that he might be preferved in his Service as 
before, yet his Weaknefs rather increafed, till 
his Health became very much impaired, and 
his Underftanding weakened ; fo that we fuf- 
fered the Lofs of him in our Meetings fome 
time before his Death, of which we \vere 
very fenfible. . 

His laft Ilnefs was (hort ; an Alteration ap- 
pearing, that threatened his Diflblution, on the 
26th of the Eleventh Month 1744, and the 
Night following he breathed his laft. -Aod 
we are well fatisfied he now enjoys the Reward 
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of his faithful Labours, his Soul being at Peace 
with God in his Kingdom, where the Righ- 
teous reft, and Sorrowing is no more. 

Aged about Sixty nine, a Miniftet? upwards 
cif Forty Years.

SH E was a Woinan of a tender and, 
afFedionate Spirit, much given to Hofpi- 
lality 5 charitably difpofed to. the Poor ; often 
vifiting and fympathizing with thote under 
Affli(9:ioa^ .and was induftrious to keep, up 
good Ofder in. the Church,; amongft her owa 
Sex, often fliewing her Diflike of Se[if^rigb*^ 
ieoufnefs in religious Performances* 

In the Miniftry fhe was not large, yet found 
and edifying 5 not being forward to appear in 
a publick Way, but waiting till flie found 
herfelf under a Neceffity^ 
- In her lait Ilnefs, which was long and 
tedious, (he was deprived of the Ufe of her 
Limbs for a coniiderable time, and attended 
with great Pain and inward Weaknefs, yet (he 
behaved with much Chriftian Patience 3 often 
gave good Advice to Friends and others, and 
was many times favoured with divine Confola- 

. tion.

tion, which was her greateft Support in times 
of Diftrcfe. 

Near the time of her Departure, being in 
full Refignation and Tranquility of Mind, (he 
cxprefTed, in much Sweetnefs, a great Regard 
for the Profperity of Truth ; and Teemed to be 
iatisfied, it would yet Jiandy though fome of its 
Profeffors were in a declining Way : And 
added, / am now in fome meafure favoured 
with a ^afie of eternal Joys j and whether Life 
or Deaths it will be well ; with many more 
heavenly Expreffions. So we are induced to 
believe, fhe had a firm Hope of a glorious 
Change, and is now at Reft with the Lord. 

She died on the loth of the Sixth Month 
1745, and was decently buried in Friends 
Burying Ground at Kir kby-moor- fide ^ in the 
Fifty feventh Year of her Age. A Minifter 
about Twenty Years.

HOXNOR. 

OUR dear and worthy Friend Tabitba 
Hornor^ was Daughter of the Utc Benja-^ 
min Hornor oi Leeds, Merchant, and Cbrijiiana 
his Wife, by whom flic was favoured with a 
religious Education ; during which^ it (bon 
appeared that iflhe was endowed with an ex- 
traordinary CJ^pacity, and in a fliort time, made 
confiderable Advances in fundry Parts of ufeful 
learning ; which Abilities, in proceJfs of time, 
were greatly improved by tlje blefled Work of 
Religion ypon her Mind ; having in her early 
Days embraced the Tenders of divine Love, 
.and undergone fundry Difpenfetions of Al- 
mighty God, in order for her farther Growth 
and Experience in the great Myflery of God- 
linefe, flie became well qualified to perform 
the great and good Work w hereunto flic 
was called. 

About the Year 1722, flie was firft engaged 
in the Work of the Miniftry, wherein flie 
fbon approved herfelf a Workwoman that 
needed not tp be afliamed, and laboured 
amongfl: us with confiderable Opennefs apd 
Acceptance^ And as fhe increafed in the Gift, 
by the Increafe of God, flie became a living 

and 
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and powerful Inftrument, and was often called 
forth to vifit the Churches ; once in Ireland^ 
once into Scotland^ twice in WaleSy and fevcral 
times through moft Parts of this Nation. In 
all which, we have good reafon to believe 
her Miniftry was well received, being in 
the Demonftration of the Power and Spirit 
of our Lord and Saviour Jefus Chrift, ^nd 
often had its intended Effcft : The Gainfayers 
were reproved, the Carelefs and Negligent 
admonished, the Babes replenifhed,-' and the 
Weak confirmed : For indeed the Spirit of the 
Lord God was renewedly upon her, and fhe 
was gracioufly anointed to preach the Gofpel 
to the Poor. 

Nor was this her only Province in the 
Church, being Angularly ferviceable in the 
Preparative, Monthly and Quarterly Womens 
Meetings.; in which (he labourecji to promote 
good Order, with a Difpofition truly Chriftian^ 
which rendered her Services therein not only 
acceptable, but oftentimes ejffedual. 

Her private Life was fo worthy of Imitation, 
that (hould we take no Notice of it, we fliould 
be wanting to Friendftiip and Gratitude. She 
was affectionately dutiful to her Parents, a 
kind and fympathizing Sifter, and particularly , 
ferviceable in managing fundry Affairs which, 
after het Father's and Brother's Dcccafe, prin- 
cipally fell to her fhare. In Friendfhip fhe 
was warm and fincere ; and as (he was joftly ^ 
prudent in the Choice of her Intimates, held " 

the 
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the Unitj in the .one Spirit, She was not only 
capable to advife in difficult Cafes, but ready 
tQ.afiift when (he found it neccflary-j and 
very liberal to the Poor: Ail. which. With 
a prudent and virtuous Life and Converfation, 
did not a little inforce her taany great and 
publick Services. . ^.. \_^, 

We cannot therefore ' d void being d^^ly 
afFedled with the Lpfs we in particular, ^^nd- 
the Church in gener^, have fuftained,. humbly 
in^pIorFng Altnighty God,, the great Lord* arid 
Mafter"6f our Ai^^mbUes, to rajfe ''lijp and 
qualify many more fuch able and faithhil ih- 
ftriiments, forithe'Honoiir of his Name,, and 
a Bleffing to his Church'; that aUin the Ehd 
mighr* receive the welcome Commerfdation of 
'well done/ iind becotaie^ntituled to/^ fcrown 
of immortal Glory; as we doubt not, btit.this 
our dear and worthy Friend is (Jailed hence 
to inherit. "* . .. .- 

, She departed this Life the' 16th 6f the 
Twelfth Month 1746/ and was buried ia 
Friends Burying ^Ground ill Meadow - laney 
Leeds, the 19th of thjp fame, whither her Re- 
maifis were accompanied by a great Number 
of Friends and others j and after the Interment 
a Meeting was held, which was very large, 
and attended vvith ^ Stilnefs and Gfkvity well 
becoming the Soleinnity of the Occafion, and 
fevefal Tcftimoniesborn to general Satisfadlion, 
• Aged near Fifty two, a Mrnifler about 
Twenty four Years.

HE was born in thfe Parifli of Sedbergby 
and County of Torky cjefccnded of 
honeft religious Parents, who carefully educated 
him in the Way of Truth ; and as he grew 
in Years he grew in Grace,' being obedient 
thereto^ by which his Underftanding was 
opened and enlarged ; and . about the Twenty 
£f ch Year of his Age he appeared in a publick 
Teftimony, to his Friends Satisfadion j and 
often viiited Friends in the faid County, as 
alfo feveral adjacent Counties* 

His Miniftry was frefli and living, and well 
efteemed where he travelled. He was a Pattern 
pf great Humility, and adorned his Teftimony 
with an holy felf- denying Life and Converia- 
tion s of a meek and qui^t Spirit^ labouring 
taach to promote Peace in the Churches of 
Chrift; ; extenfive in Charity, yet far from, 
countenancing undue Liberty in any ; conftant 
in attending Firft and Week-day Meetings j 
often faying. That to feel the Enjoyment ojthe 
Lord* s good Prefence^ was his greate/i Delight^ 

He often viiited bis Friends and Neighbours 
in Affliftion, and was of great Strength and 
Encouragement to fuch as were ready tp droop 

under 
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under their Troubles, having pafled through 
many himfelf. Jt may well be faid, he was 
ilrong in true Faith ; for though his Circum* 
ftance was narrow, as to the Things of this 
Life, he would often fay, I have enough^ and 
Jhall never want. His great and conftant Care 
was for Heavenly Treafure j and he had as 
much of the Treafure of this World as gave 
him full Content in that Refpc£t ; for which 
he was thankful to God the Fountain of alt 
bis Mercies.

A Teftlmony from the ^arterly- meeting of 
Stourbridge in the County^ of Worcefter, con-- 
cerning Henky Payton. 

HE. was born in the Town of Dudley^ in 
the County of Warcelier^ add educated 
according to our Principles, his Father being 
a publick Frieqd. He was early vifited^of the 
Lord, and faithfully gave up to bear a Tefti- 
jnony for his Truth, dedicating the Flower of 
his Age to the Service oi God and his Church. 

He was endowed with a good natural Capar 
city 5 and, by the fupernatural Illumination of 
the divine Spirit in his Soul, became an able 
Minifter of the Word of Life. He travelled 
much in his younger Years, yifiting Meetings in 
this Kingdom, as alfo in iSr^z/^W, Ireland^ and 
the American Plantations, with the Unity and 
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Approbation of Friends here 5 and what be 
had to deliver was well accepted, his Conduft 
correfponding with his Preaching* 

In his Converfation he was rather referved 
than talkative ; and» in Proportion to his 
Ability, extenfively charitable to the Neccffi- 
tous, whether Friends or others. He was an 
affectionate Hufband, a tender Father, a good 
l^eighbour, and a fihcere and valuable Friend* 
And though in his latter Years he was much 
afHidted with bodily Infirmities^ fo that his 
publick Service in the Church was thereby 
prevented, yet he retained his Integrity to his. 
Maker to the laft ; . and would often exhort 
his Family, above all Things, ^n<5?/>» to regard 
the internal Dictates of the Divine Monitor^ I 

ivhicb can never be removed into a Corner \ 
which would be a Guide to them in all the Duties 
of their feveral Stations : And then, to obferve 
all the good Orders eflablijl^ed in our Society ; by \ 

vJbich they would come to enjoy that Peace and \ 

Serenity of Mind which the Righteous pojjefs; in ' 

this prejent Life, as an Earnejl of that eternal \ 

Felicity^ which the great Lord and Governor of 
the World hath prepared for all them who truly ^ 

love and fear him. 

Much more might be related of this our 
worthy Friend, bat we rather chufe Brevity, 
and only further inform you^ that he departed f j 

this Life, in a quiet refigned Franie of Spirit, \ 

the 29th of the Seventh Month 1746, aged 
near Seventy five Years. . His Body was^ interred,

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in Friends Burying Ground in Dudley^ the ift 
of the Eighth Month, being attended by a 
great Number of Friends and others, when 
diyers living Teftimonies were delivered. 


A 7eliimony from the Monthly - meeting in 
Monmouthftiire, concerning I^van Bevan. 

Mark the perfeSl Man^ and behold the Uprigbty for 
the Er^d of that Man is Peace. Pfal. xxxvii. 37. 

THE 17th Day of the Second Month 
1746, departed this Life our dear, 
worthy, innocent Friend, Miniftcr and Elder, 
Evan Bevan^ aged about Sixty feven Years.. 
His Father*s Name was Charles Bevan^ pf 
Lantwit Vardre in Glamorgan/loire^ who gave 
him a liberal Education at Oxford^ where he 
made a great Progrefs in various Parts of 
Literature. . > 

After he left Oxford^ being duly quaiifi^l,^ 
he pradlifed the Law in Glamor ganjhire^ wnere 
he fcrved and executed the Office of Dcpi^y- 
SherifF with much Reputation 5 yet, after fome 
time, it pleafed Divine Providence to yifit our 
faid Friend in an extraordinary manner, he 
being caft down, as into the Deep, in Anguifh' 
and Sorrow, until after long Mourning and 
various Baptizings, the Lord was pleafed in 
Mercy to bind up the bruifed Reed with 

63^ Strength, 
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Strength^ (o that he fecmcd to be brought 
forth pure as Gold feven times refined, and 
made a chofen Vcflel. And finding Unity in 
his Spirit with thofe of the Society called 
^akerSy he joined himfelf in Felio'wfhip with 
them ; as appears more fiiUy by an Epiftle of 
his, publifhed in Sewel*s Hiftory of the 
^akersy page 705, under the Name of Evan 
y evens. 

He was concerned as a Mlniftcr about 
Twenty Years, not madc.fo by Man, altho' he 
was brought up m the Languages and Sciences 
of Men, but by a real Experience of the Power 
of Truths and through the Demonftration of 
the Gofpel 

Oh ! in what an awful weighty Frame of 
Mind we have feen hitn fit in Meetings, folidly 
feeding on the Bread of Life, which the World 
knows not of ; and when Words flowed from ' 
his Lips, they were fweet as the Honey-comb, 
and feafoned with the divine Salt ; which, 
with his innocent Deportment, aifeded the 
Hearts of the Hearers, unlefs growa cold 
through the Love of the World. 

He was prefling with Friends, tq. be faithful 
towards Godj in the various Branihes of our 
Chriftian ^eflimpny ^ efpecially, to keep clear a 

from that Antichriftian Yoke of Ttthes \ the ' 

Upholding njohereofl is an indireSl Denial of the 
Coming of our Lord (ind Saviour Jefus Chrijt^ 
niohoy by the one acceptable Sacrifice 0/' the offering 
hmfelft^pon the Crof^ nfade Atonement to God 
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the Father y brought Mankind from under the 
Law J and put an End theretdy with all Types 
and Shadows. He would often remind Friends 
to be thankful to God, for the manifold Mercies 
received and enjoyed *j more' efpecially in this 
t\me of our uninterrupted meeting together^ in 
order to perform divine Worfhip j and likewife, 
to conjtder what Hardjhips and Sufferings our 
worthy Antients were expo fed to on this Account. 
His Words were few and fevoury, his 
Teftimony fhort ; which was a Wonder to 
fuch as knew him, and expedled long Di£- 
courfes, and eloquent Orations •, ve he, through 
divine Affiftance, confounded the Wifdom of 
the Wife of this World, who thfercin know 
n6t God. He would moft Nights wait in 
filencc, together with his Family, and the 
Scholars Who lodged with him, and would 
advife them to that Practice, layinjg before 
them the Benefit thence accruing. 

He kept a School in Friends Meeting-houfe 
in Pontimoyle, for about Thirty five Years, 
and confcientioufly refufed to teach any of the 
Heathen Authors 5 however, he brought up 
many in the ufeful Parts of Literature, a^ 
Latiny Greek^ and Geography y with various 
Branches of the Mathematicks j moft bf which 
time he was Clerk to our Meeting, and was a 
tender nurfing Father in Ifrael 5 vety conde- 
fcending arid forbearing with thofe who, by 
undiie Meafares, had juftly deferred the Ctn^ 
fures of the Church. ' Somrtimes his mild 
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Behaviour has reached atid cohvi need the Du- 
obedient, and brought them to a Scnfe of their 
Out-goings. . V 

Wc do. not remember, that he mift the 
Opportunity of*, one Meeting, unlefs through 
Sickn^fs. He had a gieat Love for Friends, 
apd wou'la vifit thole who wci'e^ indiipofed^ 
We had intire Love and Gcodwill td him, as 
a cordial, fincere Priend, and as an Elder and 
Pillar. in the Church, who was worthy of 
double Honour. His Memory i§ dear to u$, 
and, being 4^adi, he yet Ipe^keth. He did not 
lord It oven the Churchy > although his Know- 
ledge and. Wifdom, both fpfritual and natural, 
might . liave intituled him to bear rule 5 but 
being clothed with the Spirit of Meeknefs and 
Patiencie, be woiild condefcend to the weakefl: 
Mea>bcr, in Charity, Qoodwill and pure Love • 
thereby plainly demonftrating whofe Difciple 
he was \ Yea, a noble Pattern and Example 
was he : His Conduct kept pace with his 
Doftrine, and with the PH»jEiiple3 he made a 
Profeffion of. He vvas W:Bseipe<Ser of Perfons, 
yet his Converfation w^a^ free and agreeable, 
chiefly tending to Inftrudiion and Edifacation. 

He having denied hlmfelf, and taken up the 
Crofs^ to the Riches, Honours abd Preferments^ 
.of this Worjd, * with. the Pomps and Pleafures 
thereof, defpifc'd the Shame, looking forward, 
in patience,, to the Prize of theVjiigh Calling 
in Chrift Jefus^. wbicli is the Recobpence of 
Reward ; in Hope of whic:h,\the. humble 
* ... -i . / . contrite 
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contrite Soul is enabled to pcrfevcrc in Fear 
unto the End. 

We queftion not, but our Lofs is his great 
Gain; aqdthat now his Spirit enjoys the 
Crpwi^ pf Re^ ?ind Peace, which is laid up in 
ftore for the .Righteous in the Man (ions of 
GJory, where there needs not the Light of the 
Sun or Moon, for the Glory of God is the 
Light thereof. 

' His Body was interred in Friends Burying 
Ground at Pontimoyky and was attended to the 
Grave with Decency and Gravity, by a great 
Number of moft Pcrfwafions and Degrees. 


'A Tejlimony from the Tearly - meeting at 
Aberdeen, concerning Robert Barclay.

ROBERT BARCLAY, oWry, eldeftSon 
of the Author of the Apology, was 
born at Aberdeen, the 25th of the Firft 

Month 1672. ^ 

As he had the Advantage of the Precepts 
and Example of his Worthy Father and 
Mother, as well as that of his Grand-father, 
fo it made a fenlible Impreffion. upon him, in 
his early Years, much to theit Comfort. He 
w^s fcarce out of his Infancy, when he dif- 
covered an Heart devoted to Religion. After 
he had been a while educated at home, in the 
Eleventh YeAt of his Age he accompanied his 

' : Parents 
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Barents to London^ >vhere he became acquaint- 
, ed with GeorffeFox^ and other eminent Friends, 
who rejoiced to^ fee fo hopeful an Appearance 
in the Son of fo worthy and honourable a 
Father, He was, at thit time, left to the 
Tuition of George Keith^ to be educated with 
him at his School at Theobalds^ where he 
remained about a Year, and then returned to 
Scotland. 

In his Sixteenth Year, he went again with 
his Father to London : Having been a con- 
fiderable time at Wind for ^ at the King's Court, 
where, on Account of his Father's Intercft, 
which created many Dependents, he was 
much careffed ; yet then, as well as through 
his whole Life, his Converfation was clean 
and void of Offence ; and he may be truly 
faid, to have remembered bis Creator in' the 
Days of bis Youth. 

It was efpccially obferved, after his Father's 
Death, that as he grew in Years, he dedicated 
himfelf more particularly to the great Work 
of Religion 5 which Concern, ever remained 
with him. 

About the Twenty fecond Year of his Age, 
his Mouth was opened in a publick Manner to 
praife his Maker, and to preach the everlafting 
Gofpel 5 which he continued to do to the End 
of his Time, being upwards of Seventy five 
Yejars old. 

As he had a ferious and living Senfc of 
Religion, fo he laboured to propagate the fame 

in 
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in others j and his humble, meek Behaviour, 
his remarkable Charity to the Poor, and other 
ariiiable Qualities, correfponded well with his 
Dodrine. His Teftimonies were not tedious to 
this Hearers, nor janfeafonably delivered j what 
he faid, being the EfFcdt of his Duty, knowing 
ht was anfw^rable for the Talents received. 

Ht often vifited Friends in London^ and 
feveral Parts of England and Scotland : Once 
he went with Andrew Jaffrayy by Invernefs^ 
to the Gigb-lands^ having Meetings as they 
■pafled along, where no Friends had ever been 
before. He never flinched from what he was 
convinced was his Duty ; particularly, at the 
publick Meeting- place of the Pari(h where 
he lived in, where he was concerned, to warn 
the People to come out of their Forms^ arid turn 
to Jefus Chrifi^ whom, if they did look unto 
in Faith ^ they JJ:ould as certainly be healed^ as 
tbofe of old wer'e^ who looked in Faith towards 
the brazen Serpent which Mofcs caujed to be 
lifted up in the Wildernefs. 
^ In the Year 1708, one Garden, a learned and 
much followed Preacher at Aberdeen, tainted 
with Bourignoni/m, Slaving in his Writings 
inveighed againft Friends Principles, Robert 
Barclay wrote a notable Anfwer, intituled, A 
ferious Addrefs to the well^ meaning Followers of 
Antonia Bourignon ; which had fo good 
an Effect, being printed and difperfcd among 
a great many, that the Sedt afterward dwindled 
much away. 

About 
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About the Seventieth Year of his Age, he 
wrote a fmall Treatifc concerning Faith ; 
and after his Death there was found about a 
Sheet oF Paper, wrote with his own Hand, 
tapbn Charity. It was thought his Sicknefe 
prevented his enlarging upon fo good a Subjecft ; 
for about two Years ago he contradcd a 
Weaknefs, froai which he never quite re- 
covered ; though, when he was able, was 
diligent in vifiting the Meetings of Friends, in 
the adjacent Places, and in a fincere meek 
Frame of Mind waited for his Change ; and 
when much afflidled with Sicknefs, he ufed to 
repeat t*—-A^e?/ bis, but the Lord's Will be done 
in everj Tubing : And a fliort Space before he 
was fpeechleis, one ftanding by his Bedfidc 
whifpered to another, thinking he had not 
heard it^ that She was furprifed to feel fuch a 
Sweat upon hi fk 'y heanlwered, aswithaftrong 
Voice, T^bis is the Sweat that comes before 
Death j and I fhall now foofi be among the Spirits 
of juft Men made perfeSi.

heavenly Gift, render'd her Miniftry the 
more acceptable. Her Miniftry was plain and 
powerful, and had ofien a very great Reach 
on the Meeting, and tended very much tjS 
gather the Minds of People to the Gift:;Of 
God in themfclves;

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She had a Gift of Difccmiftg furpaffing 
many ; (o that the' Wolf in Sheep's Clothing 
fcarcdy efcaped when it came in her Way j 
which was manifefted by her reprehending and 
dcteding many Impoftors,* in the Authority of 
the Truth. 

She travelled' in the Labour of the GofpeJ, 
when young, into the North of England and 
Scotland 'y alfo into the Weft and Eaftern Part's 
of this Nation,' and into divers adjacent Coiirf-* 
tics ; and often to • tlic City of London ': ' In 
which Vifits ive believe flic had good Service.; 

*She Was an exeellelit Example in attending

for which fhc h^ a peculiar Talent; being as 
fcareful to prevent DifFerience^, as fhe was to* 
heal ami compofe them. She was valiant for 
the Truth upon Earth, and n6t 'afraid .to face 
its Enemies j yet although 'flie was bold in the 
Xx)rd's Caufe, in this (he manifefted herfelf a 
Difciple of JefuS, in that (he was clothed with 
a meek and quiet Spirit. ^ 

She has often refrefhcd the Lord's Servants 
in their Travels, feeing always defirous, in 
Concurrence with -her Hufband, to entertain 
Strangers, and always to aflift and help them. 
^ ' %ht was an affedionate Wife, a loving 
Mother, and a kind Neighbour ; fo that her 
Removal will 'be fenfibly felt by many, ift 

whole 
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whofe Minds her Memory is fwcet, and her 
Tcftimony ftill lives. 

Towards the latter Part of her time, (he 
laboured under many Infirmities and great 
AjfHi£lions of Body, which (he bore with a 
becoming Refignation of Mind ; ^ often com- 
memorating the Goodnefs add Mercy ^of God 
to her in her young Years, and continued to 
her till the Decline of Life ; exprefling her 
great Satisfadlion, that (he bad done ber Day's 
Work in tbe Day time.

ATeftimony lives in our Hearts, to the 
Memofy of this faithful Elder and 
Minifter of Chrift, his Removal being a great 
Lofs to the Church in general, and to us 
in particular ; having devoted himfelf to the 
Service of Chrift our Lord, leaving all for his 
fake when called thereto, and freely giving up 

P himfelf 
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himfelf to ipcnd and be fpent for the Promo- 
tion of Piety in the Earth. 

He was Son of Thomas and Margaret Bewleyj 
of Woodball in Cumberland 5 born the 3d of 
t\it Fourth Month 1677. He was favoured 
in his young Years with a tender Vifitation of 
the Love of God : And fo great became his 
Concern to get out to Week-day Meetings, 
that we find, among his Papers, one which 
, was written by him, in the time of his Ap- 
V prenticefliip, to his Mafter ; earneftly requeft- 
ing. Either to know his Work^ that he might 
make Preparation againft the Meeting- time ^ or 
be allowed to pay for the TimCy after bis Jp- 
frenticejhip expired. 

He came over into this Nation, and fettled 
within the Compafs of this Meeting j and as 
he farther grew in the faving Knowledge of 
the Truth, he received a Difpenfation of the 
Gofpel, not long after his coming hither, 
whereof he became a living and powerful 
Minifter 5 being made inftrumental to the 
Exaltation of the T^imony of Truth, the 
Honour of his great Lord, the Edification of 
his Church and Heritage, the tendering of the 
Spirits of the Honeft - hearted ; and many 
- Times, with confolating Sweetnefs, to the 
reviving and healing the afflidted and wounded

He was diligent in attending Meetings for

often lamenting the Lukcwarmnefs of fuch as 
could negled; this Diity^ and that declined a 
due Attendance of Week-day Meetings^ 

-He feveral times crofled the Sea, to vifit 
Friends in England, Scotland and Wales ; once 
to Holland y and once to America ^ in which 
latter Journey he was abroad about two Years, 
and wherein we find, by Accounts from feveral 
Parts of that Continent, he had good Service 
for the Lord, and was very acceptable to 
Friends, and left a good Savour behind him, 
both in his Miniftry and Condud:. For indeed 
we may fay, his grave, folid, weighty Beha- 
viour, adorned his Miniftry. 

He always travelled in Truth's Service with 
the Unity and Approbation of Friends j and 
was careful, when abroad, not to make the 
Gofpel chargeable or burthenfome ; nor to 
over-ftay the time of his Service, And, when at 
home, was induftrioys and careful in Bufinefs ; 
wherein the Lord profpered his Undertakings, 
and enabled him, not only to provide plenti- 
fully for his Family, but alfo to do Good in. 
his Neighbourhood, and gain Efteem by his 
confcientious and upright Dealings in Com- 
merce and Converfe. Thiis he preached well 
at home divers Ways. He was careful to train 
up his Children in the Nurture and Admo- 
nition of the Lord ; and was of good Service 
in vifiting the Families ot Friends, - wherein 
he was often drawn forth in great Love, par- 
ticularly to the Youth, to exhort and encourage 
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them to make choice of that good Part^ which 
would be an everlafting Portion to them who 
retain it to the End. 

He was helpful to Friends in this Nation, 
in the Difcipline of the Church ; for which 
Service he was well qualifiedi and furniihed 
with a good Underftanding and found Judg-^ 
ment, being alfo zealous for good Order, the 
Peace of the Church, and maintaining the 
Teftimony of Truth, againft wrong Things 
and undue Liberty 5 having often a Word of 
Advice and Counfel, pertinent and fuitable to 
the Matter, in the Authority of Truth, to 
deliver in thofe Meetings j wherein he fecmed 
in his elder Years, to be fomewhat of an Awe 
and Check on forward Spirits, but an Encou- 
rager of that which was of the right Birth. 

He was of a noble Mind and chcarfuIDif^ 
pofition ; pleafant and edifying in Converfa- 
tion I liberal and open-hearted to Friends and 
others j a tender Sympathizer with the Afilift- 
ed, the Widows and Fatherlefs ; a nuriing 
Father to young Travellers in the Way to 
Sion 5 yet not hafty to lay Hands on thofe who 
were more in Shew than Subftance^ being endued 
in a good degree with the Spirit of Difcerhing. 
He was a Man of Integrity and Firmnefs, like 
a fixed Pillar ; deliberate and careful in form- 
ing a Judgment of Things tbat concerned the 
Good of the Society, and not apt to be toffed 
to and fro, or eafily turned afide therein 5 and 
yet we have particularly to remark, that he

was an humble-minded Man^ often iignifying 
his own Fears refpedting himfelf, and his 
earned Defire, that he might bold out to the 
End ; and that he might not die, or decay, ai 
to the Truth J in old 2ge. And we have no 
Doubt of his Defire being anfwered, for his 
Candle burned bright to the laft ; being very 
fweet and lively in his Teftimony in our 
Week-day Meeting, the Day before he took 
his laft Ilnefs, which held not quite three 
Days, wherein he departed quietly out of this 
Life, and, we doubt not, is entered into the 
Habitation of the Righteous, there to fing 
high Praifes to the Lord God and the Lamb, 
wIk) is worthy for ever.

ELIZABETH DENNIS, oi Layer^BreU 
tony near Cokhejier, \yas defcended from 
honeft Parents. She was vifited in the early 
Part of her time, and made willing to bend to 
$he powerful Wotk of the Crofs of Chrift, 
when (he was very young ; by Virtue whereof, 
(he came to be fo fitted and prepared, as to be 
made a Veflel fit for thei Ufe of him who had 
vifited her. 

About the Twentieth Year of her Age, it 
pleafed the Lord to call her to the Work of 
the Miniftry ; to which Call (he gave up in 
Faithfulnefs, and difcharged herfeif of the 
Talent committed to her Truft, in the Inno- 
cency and .Simplicity of the Truth, to the 
Edification and Comfort of many, and to the 
llirring up of fome who were negligent 
' She travelled feveral times through the 
Wcftern and Northern Parts of this Nation, 
as well as the Counties adjacent ; and once 
through Scotland^ as far as is inhabited by 
Friends 5 in all which her Travels £he was 
very diligent in hafting forward, with as much 
Speed as pofiible, notwithftanding fhe was 
attend/sd with much podily Weakness ; and 
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great was her Care, that flie might not make 
the Gofpel chargeable. 

She was innocent and inofieniive in her 
Converfation^ and had but low and mean 
Thoughts of herfelf ^ by reafon of both which 
Qualifications, fhe gained the Favour of many, 
and had a great place in the Hearts of honeft- 
minded Friends. 

She was an Example of Plainnefs and 
Humility, as alfo of Frugality and Induftry 5 
when at honie in her Buiinefs, ufing Diligence^ 
both early and late, that (he might have 
wherewith, by the Work of her own Hands, 
to adminifter to her own Neceflities, and not 
be burthenfome to any : And although hef 
Income, by her Labour, was but fmall, yet 
would {he caft in her Mite, according to her 
Ability, for the Relief of others, and was a 
conftant Attender of the Meetings fettled for 
that Purpofe. And although her Cornpany 
was much defired by many, yet (he could 
not be free to leave her own home, unlefs of 
Neceffity, either to vifit the Churches, or upon 
the Account of her Bufinefs. 

Towards the latter Part of her time, flie 
was feized with the Falfey^ lofing wholly the 
Ufe of one Side, and her Speech in great 
meafure, and was a great Part of her Time 
confined to her Bed ; yet notwithftanding her 
Confinement and Pain was hard to bear, (he 
was fupported and carried through it with 
Cbriftian Patience and Refignatipn j although 
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flic could not, fomctimes, but earncftly dcfite 
to be removed hence from her painful AffliSiions j 
yet mlling iofubmit to the Will of the Almighty. 
She departed this Life, in a quiet Frame of 
Spirit, the 3d of the Third Month 1748, and 
was buried the 8th of the fame, in Friends 
Burying Ground at Coptford. Aged upwards 
of Sixty three, a Miniftcr Forty three Years.

THI& our dear Friend was born at 
GrQundhill'houfe\ in the Parifli of Old^ 
borough^ a Place within thp Cpmpafs of this 
MeetijQg, on the 27th of the Sixth Month 
1670, and died at Owftwick the 2d of the 
Second Month 1749, and was buried the 3d 
of the iame, in Friends Burying Ground at 
Owfiwicky aged Seventy eight Years, feven 
Months and three Weeks. 

He ^as defcended fropi believing Parents, 
hadva religious Education, and was, we believe, 
from bis Childhood, inclined to that which is 
-good ; and in due time it pleafed the Almighty, 
in his great Love^ to Mankind, to fit and 
qualify liim for the Work of the Miniftry, 
in which belaboured diligently, and, we be- 
lieve faithfully, according to the Gift riccciv<?d, 

for 
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for the laft Twenty feven Years of his Life ; 
and was often made inftrumental in ftirring up 
the pure Gift in many, and had frequently a 
Word of Encouragement to all thofc whofe 
Faces were turned iS/^«-ward, advifing them to 
Faithful nefs and Perfeverance, wherein th^ir 
Reward would be fure. He was alfo compaf- 
£onately tender, and frequently concerned to 
call to the backward and backfliding Ones to 
, repent, (hewing them the NecefEty of Rege- 
neration^ and the abfolute Need of Holine(s, 
without which, none (hall fee God to their 
Comfort : And it may, with great Juftice be 
faid of him, he was an Ornament to his Pro- 
feffion ; being particularly concerned to adorn 
his Dodlrine by a true Cbriftian Converfation, 
wherein he did (hine more confpicuoufly than 
in Words : His Dodtrine was found, tender, 
and to Edification. Much more might be 
wrote on his Behalf, but as we don't defire to 
write long Encomiums, fhall only add, he was 
a tender Father, a very affecftions^te Hufband, 
and kind Friend ; and in his Dealings amongft:

«* XN the latter Part of his time, he often 
** A laboured under divers bodily Infirmities, 
** and was fometimes afflidcd with the Stone 
** or Gravel 'y and on the 21ft of the Firft 
^ Month 1748, in the Evening, had a Fit of 
*' ah jigue^ and about Midnight was feized 
*' with an entire Stoppage of Urine, which, 
^^ notwithftanding he had the Advice of a 
*' Phyfician, continued till he died^ being 
above eleven Days -, in all which time 
he was endued with fingular Patience, to 
undergo fo great Afflidlion, in a State of 
Contentment and Rejignation to the divine 
Will^ as he divers times exprefled to thofe 
*' about him. 

" On the firft Day of his Ilriefs, to a Friend 
who fat by him, he fignified, that He was 
under great Afp,iStion ; and if it were the 
*^ Lord^s Will to remove him by it^ he was well 
content y having not been floor t in plainly adr 
vifing and warning thofe he had been among \ 
^* that as the Lord had in jome degree made 
him as a Watchman^ he had faithfully dif 
charged his Truft therein ^ and had then Peace 
in it^ being clear of the Blood of all Men ; 
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and fhat^ through the Lord's Mercy ^ his Life 
and Converjation had been fuch^ that he could 
recommend J as a Pattern to follow^ to thofe 
•* amongft whom he had laboured in. the Miniftry. 
" The next Day, fome Friends coming in 
^* to fee him after the Week-day Meeting, 
^* and one faying, He bad thought him not well 
by his not being there ; he replied, That be 
had not been Jhort . in attending Week - day 
Meetings J while the Lord gave Ability*^ but 
be believed his Day's Work was now dorte ; 
and be was jreely rejigned to the Lord V Will^ 
whether in Life or Death 5 but^ as his Af-

** being in the Room in Stilnefs by him, he 
'' raifed himfelf on his Bed, and fpoke a few 
" Words of Exhortation, in .a very folid and 
weighty manner, advifing T!o dwell near the 
Lord^ in order to be truly prepared for their 
Change ; and when they took Leave of him, 
he fignified bis Senfe of their Kindnefs in

SHE vims defcended of believing Parents, 
near Bilfdale in the Parifh oi Kelm/ley in 
Torkfhire ; and having a religious Education, 
and an early Vifitation, (he came to be reli- 
gioufly inclined, and was concerned, in Since- 
rity, to feek the l^ord in her young and tender 
Years, in order to be acquainted with him and

enough^ having done bht his Duty therein. 

He Wa« prefcrved in a refigned Frame- of 
Mind to the Will of God, waiting for his 
great Change ; yet, with Submiflion thereto,' 
defired to be removed to where the Wicked ceafe - 
from troubling^ and the Weary are at reft. Hq 
departed this Life, in great Peace and Quiet- > 
nefs, the nth of the Twelfth Month 1749,! 
in the Sixty fixth Year of his Age,, having^ 
been a Minifter Thirty fix Years. 

And though we are forrowfully afFeded 
with the Removal of fo fteady an Elder, and 
ferviceablc Man, yet it is a Comfort to us/ 
that we have Caufe. to believe he is gone to 
eternal Reft, among the Spirits of juft Meii 
made perfect, to praife the Lord God and the 
Lamb, who is worthy for ever. Amen.

HE was defcendcd of believing Parents, 
near Old Meldrum in Aherdeenjhire iii 
Scotland ; from whence, about the Twenty firfl: 
Year of his Age, he removed to Stonehive near 
Oir/V, where he refided a few Years 5 during 
which time, he appeared in a publick Tefli- 
xhony, which was acceptable to Friends, as 
appeiired by the Recommendation given by^ 
them to tliis Monthly-meeting, when he came 
to iettle amongft us 3 and- as he advanced in 
the Improvement of his Gift, he;. was con- 
cerned to vifit Friends in his native Country 
feveral times, in Ireland once, and likewife 
fome Parts of this Nation , we hope to his own 
Peace, and the Advantage of thofe among 
whom he laboured. We efteemed him an 
honefl and faithful Minifter ^ his Life and 
Converfation were in a good degree blamelefs 
and inofFenfive. He was, when at home, dili- 
gent in his Bufinefs, that he might not make, 
the Gofpcl chargeable ; and exemplary in the 
Attendance of Meetings, and often therein 
gave Exhortations to the Comfort and Edifi- 
cation of Friends.

During his lafl Ilnefs, which continued fome 
Weeks, he was conduced with much Patience 
and Refignation to the divine Will, ' though his 
. bodily Pain was great. And from the Abound- 
ings of divine Love, which often fiird bis Soul, 
he was concerned fervently to advife many of 
thofe who vifited him, ^o maintain the Unity 
of the Spirit in the Bond of Peace y and, to 
avoid, an inordinate^ or over anxious^ Purjuit of 
worldly Things, that they might be prejerved to 
his Glory ; with many other lively Exhorta- 
tions at feveral times. And not long before 
his Death, fignified, his great SatisfaSiion^ 
under a Senfe of the divine Prefence and Favour ; 
and faid. He had feen clearly j and would have 
it known ^ that the true Miniflers of God mufi 
notfeek or defire any Gifts j Rewards, or Honour 
ftom Men, nor any ^bing in lieu thereof % but 
in tfue Humility wait in the pure Fear of God, 
and under the Exercife of their Gifts^ if ever 
they obtained his Approbation. He fignified 
like wife his Satisfa<9:ion, in having done his 
Dafs IVorky and that his Peace was fure in 
the Lord *y m which comfortable Aflurance, he 
quietly departed this Life the 3d, and was 
decently buried in Friends Burying Ground in 
Manchefiery the 6th D^y of the Firft Month 
. 1749/ the Solemnity being evidently favoured 
with that divine Prefence which had been his 
Strength in the Time of Health, and Comfort 
in the Decline of Life, to the folid Satisfadion

One Evening, feveral Friends being come 
vifit him, he ^id, '^ Some of them had feen 
•* him very weak at times^ but never fo much 
^^ reduced as then ; that, confidering his pre- 
'^ fent Situation, he could not but fay, it had 
^ feemed defirable to have continued a few 
•* Years in the World, but was now ready to 
** think his time would not be long.^' He 
w» going to fay fomething further, but was 
interrupted by the Enterance of more Ccwn- 
pany. 

The next Evening, feveral Friends i^cing 
again fitting by him, he exprefied his Gkdnefs 
and Satisfaction in their Company, and that 
he was never more united in Love to his 
Friends than at prefcnt ; he fometimes thought, 
he had a new Heart given him to love them ; 
and fj^id, ^* As I had it on my Mind to ex*- 
** prefs laft Evening : I have feen there is a 
** Vanity which vexeth the Soul, that more or 
*^ lefs lurketh about moft of us, even ^bOut 
^* well-minded People, which in the time of 
" Health and Strength, would boaft itfelf, and 
** be thought well of by others > but when the 
^^ Hand of God is upon us in Affliaioii of 

'' Body, 
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Body, we fee ^ it to be Ch^fF, that mt^ft be 
" winnowed away, before we can be fitted for 
" that pure Reft : For^ Oh ! Friends, it is a 
" pure holy Reft ; and none but purified and 
*^ refined Souls can ever be admitted to enter 
" into it^ It hath of late been a fearching 
•* Time to me ; I have had to recoiled fome 
" Pafiages of my Life, which have long been 
unthought of, but they have now been 
fearched out, and brought to Judgment J 
" For. Oh ! I have feen fo much of the Purity 
" of that Reft, that I have often been afraid 
*^ of late, left I ftiould not be enough refined 
" to obtain an Admittlnde into it \ and have 
" earneftly defired, that nothing might remain, 
'' but what might bear the divine Hand in 
" Judgmefat : And though I have been pre- 
served in a good degree of Sincerity, accord- 
ing to my Meafure, fo that I have nothing 
to charge myfelf with on that Account ; yet 
^' I know and fee all this is nothing to truft in, 
" nothing but divine Mercy f and I fee clearly 
** the great Need I have of a Mediator, in 
whom I have a comfortable Hope : To look 
upon the Separation of Soul and Body by 
*• Death, feems a dark ftiady Thing : I have 
often remembered thofe Expreftions of 
David f — Though I. walk through the Valley of 
the Shadow oj Deaths I will fear no Evil : 
*' Death feems a gloomy Thing to human 
" Nature, which is ready to ftirink at the 
« Profpea: of it s but Oh ! the Hope that 
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David had is, a fine Thing : If the Guardian 
Angel of his Prefence do but condu£i: us 
through it^ all will be well ; and this I 
" think I may fay, I have a fixed and com- 
** fortable Hope in. I have no certain Senfe, 
** whether I (hall at this time be removed, or 
** not 5 that I leave, to infinite Wifdom, and 
*' hope I can truly fay, I am entirely refigned 
*' to the divine Will. My greateft Concern 
" on my own Account is, left I (hould not 
** bear the Sharpncfs of my Pain with fuch a 
" Degree of Submiflion and Patience, as I 
^' have defired to do ; and am afraid it (hould 
*' unhinge my Thoughts from looking fo fted^ 
*^ faftly to the divine Objedt, as I hope I have 
•* done of late. It is a fine Thing for thofe 
*' that arc young, to remember their Creator 
*? in the Days of their Youth, before the evil 
^* Day come, and the Time in which the Soul 
** knows no Pleafure : The evil Day^ I take 
" to be the Time of AfHidtion or Pain of 
** Body ; Health and profperous Circumftances 
" in Life, feem like Days of Sun-fliipe, wherein 
'^ we are top apt not properly to confider our 
•* latter End ; but a Day will comej when all 
*' will find the World to be a Cheat, a meer 
^' Shadow, a Delufion, and not to be trufted 
"^' in, or relied upon. 

"I remember the laft time I had any Con- 
^^ cern to fpeak in a publick Meeting, I had 
*' to mention this Expreflion, which was then 
*' very much illuftrated in my View, — r I'be 
\ , , . ' " Righteous 
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** Righteous bath Hope in bis Deatb 5 little ap- 
'^ prehending, at that time, it woul4 To foon 
*' be my Lot, to think fo much about it ; 
'* however, I find it to be a comfortable Truth. 
" I have laboured, I think I may fay, honeftly 
" amojigft my Friends in this Meeting, ac- 
" cording to the Underftanding given ; and 
" can truly fay, with one formerlyj I bave 
" coveted no Man* s Silver or Gold, but, if 
" poffible, that I might be inftrumental to 
" gather Souls to God," . 

At another time he faid, " Our worthy 
** Friends might well recommend it, that jill 
** might endeavour to keep the true Unity of the 
" Spirit in the Bond of Peace ; and we who 
" (ometimueS are concerned to advife others, 
*^ what Need have we to be careful to main- 
** tain this pure Unity, and to be watchful left 
" any Thing of Self get up, that would appear 
" fomething, and be thought well of by Mao, 
'^ and would boaft itfelf, and be thought to. 
*' exceed others ? If this be given way to, it 
" will confcquently lead to infinuate Things to 
*' hurt and leflen the Service of others^ All 
** this I have fcen to be mcer Chaff that muft 
" be winnowed away, if ever we be approved 
^' of by the Almighty. 

** I have of late been very much united in 
Love to my Friends, and have looked with 
great Compaflion and Tendernefs towards 
" thofe who have been drawn afide ; and 
^' earneftly dpfire that thofe^ who are conr 
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•* cerned to labour with fuch, may do it in 
" the Spirit of Love and Tcndernefe, which 
** only can gain upon them, in order that they 
" may be rcftored into the Unity of the Body, 
** Vherein is received that Nourilhment which 
** preferves alive the Members thereof 5 and 
*^ that none may look at the Weaknefs of 
" others, with an Eye that would feek and 
'* fifli for' Faults, I have fecn fo much of my 
** own WcaknefSj and the great Need I have 
*' had of the compaffion&te Regard of the 
*^ Almighty, that I have been induced to look 
•* with great Pity and Tendernefs, even to- 
^* wards Tranfgreffors ; and I believe, if we 
^^ be truly fenfible of our own Weaknefs, it 
** will lead us to look after this manner one 
** towards another ; and if ^ve^hear or obferve 
^* little Faults^ we fliall not delight to CKpofe 
*^ or aggravate them, but rather feek to help 
" and watch over one another for Good. 

" I have often obfervcd with Grief, and fo 
** have fome of you, the great Lofs which our 
^' Society hath fuffered, by a too anxious P^irfuit 
*^ and grafping after the World and the Things 
^* of it, in many, in or(|er to appear great, and 
*' that their Pofterity might have large Pof- 
** feflions. Some who have even tailed of the 
/* Love of God, by fufiering their Minds to be 
^' enfnared and entangled, have infcnfibly loft 
" ground in Religion, and gone on-, by degrees, 
^Itill they have almoft loft the Relifh of it. 
^^ I Vf ry mpcb dcfirc tjiat this may ppver be the 
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c« unljappy Circumftance of any of us i for we, 
.« have tafted of this divine Sweetnefs, and it 
«* has at times been far more precious tha^, 
« any of thefe fading tranfitory Things." 

And having been ftill for fome time, he faid, 
«« In the Lord's Prefeilce there is Quiet indad ! 
«« I could fcarcely have thought, that fuch a 
«• Foretafte of divine Favour could have been. 
« enioyed Mvhilft in thefe Bodies, an4 I could 
« have been glad to have gone in it ; but nol 
*« mv Will, but thine O Lord be done." 

aI another time he feid. " I have oftei* 
« confidered the great A4vantage that thofe 
« have had, who have been rcligioufly eduoited 
« in our Society ; and happy will it be for fuch 
« who make a right Ufe of it Many an4 
^«< great Favours we receive, by thcMiniftry of 
« fhofe whom divine Providence hath qualified 
' « to labour amongft us ; and, in a particular 
<« Manner, we in this Meeting ;have been 
eminently favoured of late ; notwithftanding 
which, if any ^ould be fatisfied with hear- 
ine and profcffing, and with having tlje 
•• Nlme of Religion, and appearing orderly 

cc amongft Men, and Yf ^^^l^^PS^^^ *° *^f 
« Life and Virtue thereof m their own Hearts, 
« thev v^rill find themfelv«?s miferably difap- 
- pointed at laft. Oh 1 it is a fine Thmg to 
.' Lvc Religion fo near us, as to have our 
« Hearts rooted and grounded in the t* ear or 
«,. God : I have, through Mercy, ^und the 
« Comfort and Advantage of it, in this Tm? 
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** of Bodily Afflidion :, It bath adminifterecj 
** more Relief than all my Friends could do. • 
** What could it avail me now, if I had ^ 
" Houfe full of Silver or Gold to look at ? It 
** could not afford the lea ft degree of that 
*' Comfort and Peace of Mind I now enjoy. 
*^ I have many times thought, that J. am more 
^* at li^^ty> ^^d ™y Mind more compofed 
and eafy, to leave the World, than if I had 
a great deal in it. I have wanted nothing, 
** but have h^d every Thing neceffary and 
" fuita^le for me, and am much more fre9 
" from Cumber thaji if I had abundance tq 
*^ leave b?.hind me, 

*^ When I have at times, for fome Day? 
" paft, been cop^:erned to fpeak a little to my 
" Friends, by wjiy of Advice, I have beeij 
much refrefhed both in Body and Mind. It 
fccms to alleviate my Pain and Afflidlion of 
*' Body ; and if it pleafe divine Providence to 
'* number me to my Grave, nothing feems to 
* lay in my Way j I have nothing but Peace 
*' of Mind, ana doqbt npt but his mercifuj 
Care will be extended, and be my Condudtor 
through the (hadowy Profpeft of Death j 
** and I have a fixed Hope, that divine Good- 
f* nefs will vifit this Meeting in ap cxtraordi- 
" nary Manner. And though there may be 
^* fome whofc Views are much confined, and 
" their Pprfijits ftrongly after the Things of 
*^ this Life ; a Time will come, when fuch 
l^ will be (haken, ?ind have a clear Sight of 
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** the Vanity and Emptinefs of the World^ 
'* which is really a Cheat and a Delufxon, a 
Shadow, and not worth grafping after, nor 
to be relied upon. I know it is neceflary and 
lawful to provide for the Accommodation 
^' of thefe Bodies, for a little time $ and if I 
** recover, it will be my Care 5 but I hope I 
^* (hall always look upon it in fuch a Light, as 
*^ to prefer what I know and fee to be my 
" greateft Intereft." 

At another time he faid, " I have of late feen 
more clearly than ever,' the Advantage and 
Excellency of dwelling in true Love and 
** Unity ; that pure Unity of the Spirit, the 
** Bond of Peace : Oh ! Friends, endeavour 
** to keep in it, and out of that which wquld 
** divide in Jacobs and fcatter in Ifrael 5 and 
** then Satan, with all his Craft, can never fap 
" the Foundation, but it will ftand for ever. 

" Though it hath of late been a trying and 
** fearching Time to me, it hath been the moft 
'* profitable Time of all my Life : And I fully 
** believe a Time is approaching, that will try 
" the Foundations of Men j and it is well for 
*' thofe who are prepared to ftand through it^j 
" but much more happy thofe, who may be 
" landed fafe before that 7ime overtake tbem^ 
*' I do not only think fo, becaufe feveral of 
" our Ffiends have been concerned to mention 
** it, but from a full Perfwafion and fixed 
*• Evidence of it in my own Mind." 

Taking 
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Taking Leave of a particular Friend, he 
laid, " We have been long acquainted ; and I 
** know thou haft been favoured with the Ex^ 

pcrience of the Love of God, and haft been 

a good Example to thy Family. I wifti thou 
" mayft ftill endeavour to live near Truth ; feel 
** after the Virtue of it more and more in thy 
•' own Heart, and then thou'lt be concerned 
*^ to bring up thy Children in the Fear of 
" God, and that they may have Portions in 
" the Truth, which will far pxceed all the 
*^ great Things in this vain World." 

He faid to his Wife, who he faw very for- 
rowful, " My Dear^ moderate ftiy Grief on 
** my Account ; let us not murmur at the Cup 
** that is handed to us ; but remember him to 
** whom it was given for our fakes : To hini 
"it was adminiftred with great Scorn and. 
" Derifion, but to us in great Mercy ^' 

At another time he faid, " My Dear, do 
^* not grieve fo much for me j I h^ve obtained 
*' the urmoft Wifties tliat ever I had, with 
** regard to any Profped: of Happinefs in this 
*' Life, by having thy Company ; and though 
*' it hath been but a Abort time, it hath tended, 
** in degree, to prepare me for my latter End : 
•* I ^m quite eafy to refign my Spirit to him 
^* who gjive it Thou wouldft have had much 
•* more Caufe of Sorrow, if thou hadft been 
•* joined to one who, in the fame Situation, 
** had been weighed down with Horror and 
*' Guilt of Confcience. Sorrow not for me, I 

"(hall 
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*' fliftll foon be centered into that Reft 
" good jiiraham long ago entered into 
*' Reward of his Faithfiilnds. What ! t 
" thefe poor mouldring Bodies muft I 
*' folved and returned to their original 
" there it a glorious Affembly of the Sp: 
" juft Mtn made perfeft, even the Chu 
*' the Firft-born, which I am going tc 
" and which all redeemed Souls muf 
** when they quit thefe Tabernacles of 
** then all Sorrow and Tears will be 
« away, and uninterrupted Reft and 
" quility will be their Portion for ever j 
" the Portion of all thofc who refign 
" felvcs in Faith, Body, Soul and Sp 
" their great Creator': Then there is nc 
" no Defire, cither of Life or Death, 
*' entire Submiffion to the divine Will. 
" dare not defire to live a Year, a Mor 
•' a Day, longer than he fees meet j i 
" to die before his Time." 

At feveral times he acknowledged th 
Care and Concern of his Wife and Broti 
him : He faid, " Your Care for me i 
" compkat } you have fympathized w 
" and born part of my Ekirthea ; you 
" no tnott i and I fully believe you i 
*' rewarded when I am gone : It will, V 
" Prayers and Alms-deeds of Gjnw^j, 
' *' «5 a Memorial bef<H-e Almighty God.' 

At another time he Said, " Thou i 
** X)Mr, exceeding near to me ; fo 
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** cannot exprefs it. I never loved thee more 
** than now, and I fully believe, if I am taken 
** way, the Lord will blefs and comfort thee, 
^* beyond what I could do for thee if I live ; 
** therefore endeavour to refign me entirely to 
** the Divine Difpofal. We muft be parted 
' ^^ fome time, and I can never leave thee with 

*^ lefs Incunibrance than at prefent. If Nature 
** muft fometimes have a little Vent by Sorrow, 
** take Care to moderate it, fo as not to offend 
^' divine Providence, nor hurt thy Health : He 
** will, I truft, help and fupport thee beyond 
*' what thou canft now fee. I once'thought it 
^'had been fcarce poflible fpr me to have been 
** fo cafy to part with thfee fo foon ; but Divine 
" Mercy is great to me. I am as happy as 
** thou canfl wi(h me, and far more fo than I 
** have deferved. When thou haft any fenfible 
*' Intereft with Divine Goodnefs, join my Spirit 
** in Prayer, that he may be pleafed to eafe 
** my Pain of Body, or renew and ftrengtbeft 
*^ my Patience to bear it his Time, without 
** repining 5 and alfo that he may be with ro<e 
•* to the laft, and favour me with an cafy 
;* PalTage." 

Not long before his Death, having been 
very ftill for fome time, he expreiTed the great 
Satisfadlion that he had, in a Senfe of the 
Divine Prefcnce and Favour, and faid, He 
wanted bis Brother ; who being called, he faid, 
•* I have lain with great Satisfaction, even as if 
** upon a Bed (if Rofes 5 and though I ha^e 
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great Pain of Body, it has been chained 
" down, and I have feen beyond all Pain. I 
" have had a View of the Tree of Life, that 
" ftands in the Midft of the Paradice of God > 
^^ and Jiave feen how far that Satisfaction ex- 
^^ ceeds all fenfoal Pleafures. It is likely I (hall 
*^ die foon, and if I do, I hope I (hall die weH. 
** I have feen clearly, and would have it to be 
** known, that the true Minifters of God muft 
** not feek or defire any Reward, Gifts or 
•* Honour from Men, nor any Thing in liea 
** thereof; but, in true Humility, wait in thp 
** pure Fear of God, and under the Exercife 
^* of his Gift, if ever they obtain his Appro- 
'* bation : I would have this to be known, 
^ and that is alK" 

After which he continued about two Days ; 
and though his Pain was great, he was pre- 
&rved in much Patience and Refignation to 
the divine Will : And the laft Wprds he was 
heard to fpeak, were. It is now over ; I am 
juji going. Farewelj my Dear Love^ the Lord 
kkfs tbeey and be ipitb me now. 

Some Friends being called in, he continued 
about Half an Hour, and departed very quietly.

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!^ I'ejlimony from the Monthly - rmetif^g of 
Norwich, concerning Jos£PH GuriJey. 

HE was defcended of religious Parent^,- 
who not only profcffed the Truth, but 
were great Sufferers for their faithful Teftimony 
thereto in this City. They took great Care in 
the Education of their Children, which, by 
the Blefling of God, they lived in great mea- 
fure to fee the good Effed:s of, as well in others 
of them, as in this our dear Friend, who was 
lafited with the Day-fpring from on high, in his 
very young and tender Age ; and by clofing in 
therewith, as he advanced in Years, he grew 
in Sobriety and Virtue ; and, in the Twenty 
firft Year of his Age, it pleafed God to difpenfe 
to him a Gift of the Miniftry, in which he 
was very acceptable, it being attended with 
Life and Power. 

In the Year 17 17, he vifited Meetings in 
Irelandy and afterwards in Waksy and feveral 
Parts oi England ; and we have good reafon to 
believe, that his Services in all thefe Vifits 
Were acceptable. 

After the Year 1732, he was rendered inca- 
pable, by bodily Infirmity, to ride on Horfe- 
back, which confined his Service more to our 
own Meeting and County ; , wherein he was 
of great Service, by endeavouring to ftir up

the pore Mind in all, both by Example and 
Precept. 

He was a Man of great Humility ; a Pattern 
of Benevolence, Moderation and Temperance, 
as well as of moft oihtt Cbriftian Virtues ; by 
which Behaviour he greatly adorned the Go^* 
pel of Chrift, and obtained the Efteena of ail 
Ranks and Degrees of People here, by whom 
he was univerfally beloved and refpedted. He 
hath left a fwcet Savour behind, fo that it 
may be truly faid, his Memory is blefled, and 
being dead, he yet fpeaketfa. 

He dearly loved Peace and Unity in the 
Church, and any Thing that wounded its 
Reputation, very deeply affeded him. He was 
a conftant Attender of Meetings, both on Firft 
and other Days of the Week ; and when he 
obferved a Lukewarmneis in any thereunto, it 
gave him great Sorrow. 

It pleafed the Almighty, in the Courfe of 
his Providence, to permit this our dear Friend 
to be tried with much Ilnefs, being for the 
iaft Eighteen Years of his Life greatly afflided 
with the Stone and Gravely hardly in that 
Space having enjoyed one Day of perfed: 
Health ; which, though naturally of a weak 
and tender Spirit, he bore with great Patience j 
but feemed very fenfible it would foon finiflx 
him, as to this World. 

His Iaft Ilnefs was very fevere and affliding^ 
being not able, for near a Month before he 
died, to keep in Bed \ which he f^iilamed 

with 
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with remarkable Rcfignation, not uttering one 
impatient or difcontented Word, during the 
whole time ; but expreiled great Satisfa(ftioii 
in bis inward State^ and that he bad made it the 
Bujinefs'rf his whole Life^ to be prepared for 
fucb a ^ime : And fome of the laft Words he 
fpoke to be underftood, a fe,w Hours before his 
Departure, were, that He was happy. 

M^ich might be mentioned of this our dear 
deccafed Friend j but we (hall conclude with 
faying, he was a moft indulgent Hufband^ a 
kind and tender Parent, a good Mafter, and a 
fincerc Friend. 

Our Lofs of fuch an Elder and Minifter is 
very great, and greater than we can exprefs, 
not only in our publick Meetings of Worlhip, 
but alfo in thofe for Difcipline and good Order j 
in which he was particularly ferviccable, being 
as a Father in the Churches in thefe Parts. 

This our dear Friend departed this Life 
the 5th of the Third Month 1750, and was 
buried the 8th of the fame, in Friends Burying 
Ground, accompanied to the Grave by a great 
Number of Friends and others. 

As he lived beloved, fo he died lamented,

Concern being moftly in his own and fome few 
neighbouring Meetings ; yet he was zealous 
for the Caufe of God, and the Promotion of 
his Truth upon Earth.

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Nor was he lefs careful to difcharge hia 
Duty in the other Stations and Relations of 
Life, being a loving and afFedlionate Hpfband, 
a tender Father, a kind and peaceable Neigh- 
bour ; and, by his fober and Cbri/iian Conver- 
fation, obtained a good Report, and has left a 
fweet Savour behind him. And though his 
Subftance was not great in the World, yet did 
he readily and chearfuUy adniinifter thereof 
to the Neceffities of the Poor, and thofe who 
were in Diftrefs ; and with Freedom and 
*Open * l)eartednefs received and entertained his 
fellow Labourers in the Work of the Miniftry. 

His declining Age was attended with Exer- 
cifes and AfBidions of various Kinds ; all 
which he endured with exemplary Patience 
and Refignation. Nor was his Zeal for the 
Caufe of Truth in the leafl abated ; but he 
continued to attend Meetings almoft conftantly 
as formerly, though many times with great 
Difficulty, having his Eye to the Recompence 
of Reward : And the earneft Defire and 
Travail of his Soul was, That he might finijh 
his Day's Work in the Day-time ; that whenever 
he /hould be called to give an Account of bis 
Stewardpip^ he might be prepared to do the fame 
with Joy. 

May we, under the Confideration of our 
great Lofs of him, and many other faithful 
Labourers in the Lord's Vineyard, now removed 
from us, be excited fo to follow their Foot-

THIS our dear, worthy and well-efteemed 
Friend, was defcended of honeft Parents, 
at Longrig near Settle^ m the Third Month 
1670 J and, when very young, the Lord was 
pleafed to vtjit him^ as he often declared, with 
the Inbreakings of divine Virtue ; under which 
Vifitations, he was very folicitous to find out 
a People under the fame Influence he expe- 
rienced ;. and after going from one Society to 
another, he found not, as* he thought,, any 
under fuch a Heart - melting Work as the 
Lord was plealed to exercife him with ; under 
which he remained difconfojate, till one time, 
when alone, the Lord's Power tendered his 
Heart to that degree, that he was willing to 
be as paffive Clay in his Hand ; and defined to 
know what he ihould do, or to what People 
he (hould join himfelf, as Companions to his 
tribulated Soul. It then appeared to him^ that 
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the People called fakers were favoured with 
the fame Truth, Life and Power, that he had 
a Senfe of ; though it was more coatrary to 
his own Will to join with them, than to any 
other Perfwafion. 

In the Year 1690 he joined Friends, and 
foon after came forth in Teftimony for the 
Truth, being then about Twenty one Years 
of Age ; in which he continued a faithful 
Labourer till his Death. He travelled in the 
Work of the Miniftry, and vifited the Meet- 
ings of Friends in Scotlandy Ireland^ zi\d moft 
Parts of Englandy approving himfelf a found 
and able Minifter of the GofpeL 

He was a large Experiencer of the Work of 
God, and the deep Myfteries of the Heavenly 
Kingdom, having clear Openings in Meetings 
to declare of and unfold the fame, in the De- 
monftration of the Srfirit, to the comforting 
and eftabliftiing of Friends in their Journey 
5/(?«-ward. He was not only an Aflerter of 
the true Faith and Dodlrine of our Lord and 
Saviour Jefus Chrift, in a found and intelligible 
Teftimony, but alfo one who, through a long 
Courfe of time, was careful to adorn the 
Dodrine of our holy Profeflion, by a circum- 
^dl Life and godly Converfation ; wherein 
the Fruits of the Spirit, to ivity Love, Joy, 
Peace, Long-fufFering, Gcntlenefs, Goodnefs, 
Faith, Meeknefs and Temperance, did (hinc 
forth to the Praife and Glory of God. Being 
thus qualified, and of a meek and peaceable 

Difpofition, 
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Difpofition, he was well cftecmed by Friends 
and others. 

He was very exemplary in attending reli- 
gious Meetings for Worfliip, and the Dilcipline 
of the Church, at the Time appointed ; and 
in our Monthly -meetings eminently fervice- 
able, being zealous to fupport good Order 
therein. His Advice was folid and weighty, 
feafoned with Grace ; fo that when any Dif- 
ferences appeared, he was very helpful, by 
endeavouring to compofe the fame in an 
amicable Manner ; not leaning to any Patry 
through Favour or Affection, but laboured that 
the Affairs of the Church might be eftablifhed, 
to the Honour of him who hath not only laid 
the Foundation, but crowned the Labour of 
the Faithful with Peace. 

Our dear Friend, for fome Years before his 
Departure, was violently afflidted with the 
Stone and Gravely which often rendered him 
incapable of getting to Meetings ; but when 
he had a little Eafe he diligently attended ; 
and, when there, frequently opened in a living 
and powerful Teftimony, being frefli and lively 
in old Age, to the comforting and refrefliing 
thofc prefent, and earneftly concerned to ftir 
up Friends to Faithfulnefs. 

In the laft Meeting he attended, he was in 
a fweet Heavenly Fra,me of Mind, faying, — 
Oh ! the Melodv that is in Heaven : Then, or 
at another Time, fervently praying, Thai the 
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weet Sound of the G of pel might be beard in 
that Place. 

Two Days before his Departure he broke 
forth in a lively Manner, uttering many com- 
fortable Expreffions in praiiing and glorifying 
his Creator, many times repeating thefe Words, 
^he Goodnefs of the Lord endures far ever ; 
adding, ^0 Tongue and Pen of Man canmf 
declare it to the full : Which caufed Broken- 
ncfs of Heart in the Hearers. 

He departed this Life the 17th of the Third 
Month 1750, we truft, in Peace with the 
Lord, and in perfed Unity with bis Brethren, 
and was decently interred in Friends Burying 
Ground at Settle^ the 20th of the fame.

SH E was a Branch fprung from a pious 
Stock; her Father and Mother, William 
and Dorothy Beck, gave her a fober careful 
Education, and lived to fee their .Labour and 
Prayers for Tier were blefled with Succels ; for 
it pleafed the merciful Lord to reach her Heart 
by divine L0ve, and to lay his gracious Hand 
upon her, to prepare and qualify her for hi? 
Work, when fhe was very young ; and about 
the Seventeenth Year of her Age, Ihe came 

forth 
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forth in a publick Teftimony for the Truth, 
which (he held, and was fruitful in to the 
End- 
She travfelled much, and went many Jour- 
neys, in her Youth, before (he married 5 vifited 
Friends Meetings in Scotland^ and many Parts 
of England and Wales 5 fome Countieis divers 
times over ; and after fhe was married to 
Abraham RawUnfotty (he had her Libertyj with 
fuitable Encouragement from him, to dif- 
charge the Truft her great Mafter repofed in 
her, and which (he preferred above her chief- 
eft Joy in this World, being made willing 
to leave an affedionate Hu(band, and feveral 
tender Children, to vi(it the Churches both in 
this Nation and Ireland^ feveral times over ; 
and feeling her Mind drawn by divine I^ove 
to viiit Friends in divers Parts oi America, fhe 
was not difobedient to the Heavenly Vi(ion, but 
when (he believed her Time was fully come, 
left all and went forth in that Journey, vi(itecl 
the Meetings fully in Nep- England, Rhode^ 
JJlandy Nantucket, Long-IJland, New^Tork, Pen^ 
^Ivaniay Ahc yerfeys, Maryland, Virginia and 
North Carolina ; in all which, notwithftanding 
the Ektreams of the Seafons, her Age, and the 
Tendemefs of her Sex, (he was enabled to 
furmount the Difficulties, and perform that 
Service to the Honour of Truth, the Satis- 
faction of Friends, and the Peace of her oWn 
Soul :. So that it may be truly faid, (he lived 
and walked in the Faith which made her 
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valiant in Fight, fubdued £nemies,i and gave 
ViGtovy over evil Spirits ; abounding in that

We can do no lefs than, with great Sincerity 
land Affedtion, remember the many good Quali- 
fications that Truth endued her with ; her 
Te{limony was powerful, to the Edification of 
many ; and it was her Lot to call to the Looie 
iand DifQbediept, among{l Friends and others, 
in order to reclaim them from the Evil of 
their Ways. 

She w^s vfry diligent an vifiting the Sick, 
among{l Friends and others,, by which {he ob- 
tained a gopd Report. She was like wife of a 

quick 
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quick Apprehcnfion, and of a folid arid found 
judgment, to the confounding and putting to 
filcncc the Mouths of Gainfaycrs. 

In her declining Years, (lie had a Concern 
on her Mind to vilit Friends in feveral Counties 
of this Nation, and in Londony having j4gnes 
Majbn for a Companion ; and, notwithftand- 
ing her many Infirmities of Body, fhe under- 
took her Journey with great Refignation of 
Mind, being freely given up in Heart and Soul

Affliftion of Body. Many Friends and Neigh- 
bours came to vifit her vyhen (he lay upon her 
fick Bed, and it plcafcd God to open her 
Mouth, by way of Exhortation and good 
Advice, to the tendering the Hearts of many.

BY Accounts received, he was born on 
the 13th of the Third Month 1670, at 
Chefterjield in DerbyJhirCj of honourable and 
religious Parents, by whom he was carefully 
and religioufly educated : His Father William 
Storrs being a very great Sufferer for Truth's- 
fake, and his Mother's Father and Mother, 
William and Grace Sykes, both died Prifoners 
for the fame. 

Notwithftanding 
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Notwithftanding which, as he grew up to- 
wards Man*s Eftate, his Mind was too much 
led out aftet the Vanity and Gaiety of Life, 
and dratvn away from the Simplicity of the 
Truth, till he was mercifully vifited and 
reached to by an immediate Touch from God; 
to which being faithful, he became an Ex- 
ample of Religion and Virtue : And, about the 
Thirtieth Year of his Age, was concerned in a 
publick Teftimony for the fame ; and foon 
after married Katharine^ Daughter of Henry 
Frofl of Bridlington, who having, very young, 
a large and excellent Gift in the Miniftry, 
exceeding moft of her Age, (he found it her 
Duty, after Marriage, as {he had done before, 
frequently to travel in the Exercife thereof, 
in this Kingdoin, Ireland^ Scotland^ Holland 
and Germany^ but more efpecially in thefe 
three Kingdoms ; in all which he freely gave 
her up, and affectionately accommodated her 
for her Journies and Voyages, faying, When 
the Lord required her to run of his Errands^ 
Jhe was not hisy nor at his Difpofal. He was 
a frequent Attender of the Yearly - meeting at 
London, and vifited Friends Meetings in fundry 
Counties, and efpecially in the North and 
Wefl Parts of this Nation, in which his Vifits

He was lively in his Miniftry, ftrid: in Dif-

nefs to the Gift received, rendered fruitful in 
the Things of God, And though his Memory 
and Underftanding very much decayed fomc 
time before his Death, yet he retained a good 
Senfe and Savour of divine Things 5 and, the 
Evening before his Departure, gave fome tender

whofc chief Care for their Children was to 

train them up in the Fear of God. 

This our deceafed Friend^ was vifited by 
divine Grace when young, and giving heed 
thereunto, the Work of Regeneration was 
happily begun in her Soul. While this great 
Work was perfefting, many fore Engagements 
and Baptifms of Spirit {he underwent, but at 
length overcame, and was made more than a 
Conqueror, through him that had loved and 
, laid down his Life for her. 

In the Twenty fourth Year of her Age (lie 
was married to yofeph. Fletcher of WeJJtngton^ a 
Member of this Meeting, and foon after was 
called to the Work of the Miniftry, which laid 
her under deep Excrcife of Mind ; but, by the 
Almighty's chaftifing Rod, was made willing

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of a Child, or Babe therein, became an able 
Miniftcr of Chrift Jefus. 
» She travelled pretty much in this Nation, in 
the Service of the Gofpel, having twice vifited 
the Meetings in and about London^ the lad 
time in the Year J 748, when Ihe had a Sight 
that her Service was over in thofe Parts. She 
was an Inflrument in the Lord's Hand in 
gathering feveral from the barren Mountains 
of empty Profeffion, fome of whom yet remain 
in this County ; but was more particularly 
fent to the Sheep ftrayed from Ifraers Fold, 
Perfons born and educated amongft us, who 
for Want of taking due Heed to the invvard 
Teacher of Souls, had run much out into the 
Spirit and Evils of this World ; fome of whom, 
it is probable, will at times remember her with 
the tendereft Love ; becaufe for their Sakes, to 
her the Word of Reconciliation was richly dif- 
penced, and her Labours therein, we truft, 
have not been in vain in the Lord ; for in 
fundry Places where {he travelled in Truth's 
Service, a living Teftimony remains in the 
Hearts of many on her Behalf. 

She was a Perfon of a good Capacity, much 
fweetened and improved by Religion, a tender 
nurfing Mother in the Church of God, as well 
as in her own Family, and had a deep and 
excellent Gift in the Miniftry. To the PrOud 
and Lofty fhe was, in the Power of God, as a 
(harp Sword, fmiting at the very Foundation of 
Babylon $ yet a true Mourner and Simpathizer 

with 
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with fuch as were awakened to fee their 
Condition. 

In the lattier Part of her time (he was much 
aiHi<Sled with Indifpofition of Body, and often, 
travelled in great Weaknefs and Difficulty, but 
her Spirit was fo wonderfully born up, that 
flae was carried on in her Labours and Travels 
beyond human Expectation. 

She was a diligent Attender of Meetings, 
and therein a fervent Labourer in Spirit ; her 
Heart was fet to ferve the Lord, whom (he 
loved with all her Soul, and fpared no Pains to 
be helpful to her Friends and Neighbours, 
inwardly and outwardly, as fhe bad Opportu- 
nity or Ability. In her laft Iliiefs {he was often 
heard to bewail a Self^ righteous^ Pbarifaical 
Spirit, which (he faw was prept into tlje 
Churches. 

She " was confined to her Houfe the far 
greater Part of the laft Year of her Life. Her 
bodily Complaints were niany, and her Pains 
often very acute ; but the Lord fupported hejr 
through all with Angular and exemplary Pa- 
tience and Refignation to his holy Will. 

Two Weeks before her Death, {he bore hef 
laft publick Teftimony at Furnaee^ and con- 
cluded the Meeting in Prayer ; after which^ 
growing daily weaker, (he faid, in the Prefence 
of fomc Friends, a little before her Death, "That 
Jhe was willing either to die or live ; that (he had 
left nothing undone (he had to do^ and had nothing 
but Peace, and the I'rutb was over alL 
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The 20th of the Eighth Month 175 1, (he 
quietly departed this Life, Aged Forty three, 
a Miniftcr near Nineteen Years, and was 
interred the 23d at Furnace y the Meeting to 
which (he belonged, her Body being attended 
to the Grave by many Friends and Neighbours, 
by whom (he was loved and her Lofs lamented. 
A folid and living Teftimony was there born 
to the Truth, and her unwearied Labours 
therein. May the great Lord of the Harveft, 
who is removing many eminent Minifters 
from his Churches, be pleafed to raife up and 
qualify others, to Aand faithful Witneflcs for 
his Name and Truth in the Earth.

A more full and exaft Account we muft 
fufpend giving at prefent, not being fupplied 
with Materials to be more particular, but 
which we hope in a little time to be furni(hed 
with, by which we may give a more foil and 
ample Account of the Labours and Services of 
this great and good Man our deceafed Friend ; 
the Removal of whom is not only a great Lofe 
to US) but likewiie to the Church in general. 
But not to dwell much upon that, we fincerely 
defire that the great Lord, who fo eminently 
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qualified him, would raife up nlany more fuch 
bright Ornaments in the Church, that Zion 
may become a beautiful Habitation, and yeru^

A Teflimony from Moate Monthly - meeting in 
Ireland, concerning William Sproule. 

HE was born at Toberet in the County of 
Wejimeath in Ireland^ in or aboi^t the 
Year 1674 ; defcended of honeft and reli- 
giouily inclined Parents, who educated him in 
the Way of the Church of England ; and (as 
at times he has, in, a tender and fweet Frame 
of Mind, related to fundry of us) the Lord was 
pleafcd, in Mercy, to vifit him in his early 
Days, and by the Operation of his divine 
Grace and good Spirit in his Heart, did incline 
bim to a Search after, and hunger for, that 
Bread which only and truly fatisfies the hungry 
Soul ; yp% pot meeting therewith, though a 
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clofe Attender of Time and Place appointed 
for publick Worfliip, it caufed him much 
Trouble of Mind ; which his Father obferving, 
and underftanding the Reafon^ recommenjded 
him to the Notice of the Bifliop, and others of 
the mod eminent Clergy, with whom he had 
many Opportunities, but to little Satisfadtion, 
finding them all Strangers to the Way and 
Workings of that divine Spirit which, in 
degree, was at work in him ; and alfo the 
Emptinefs of their Recommendations to the 
Obfervance of outward Perjormances ; the 
Practice whereof he had experienced would no 
way contribute to trae Peace, but rather the 
contrary : He therefore betook himfelf to 
reading the Scriptures, Meditation, and folitary 
walking about the Fields ; in which, at times, 
the Lord was pleafed, in Mercy and Goodnefe, 
to enlighten his Underftanding, and afford of 
his Life-giying Prefence, to his inexpreffiblc 
Joy and Comfort ; and having fome little 
Acquaintance with, and liking to Particulars 
of the People called fakers, Defires >vere 
raifed to know more ot them, and the Prin- 
ciplcs profefled by them ; and accordingly 
he got to fome Meetings, and converfed with 
theni 5 and believing it to be his Place to join 
in Society with them, acquainted his Father 
therewith, who tenderly anfwered, Tthat if he 
really thought it his Duty Jo to doy he gave him 
his free Confent, and wi^ed it might contribute to 
his Peace of Mind^ or Words to that Import.

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Some Years after, he married amongft 
Friends, and fettled in the Town of Athlone^ 
where his Cbrifiian " like Life and becoming 
Deportment gained him the Love and Efteem 
of all Ranks of People, both in the Town and 
Neighbourhood. , 

His fitting in Meetings appeared to be under 
much Weight and Exercife of Spirit. In or 
about the Year 1730, his Mouth was opened 
in the Miniftry. While of Ability of Body, 
he often attended Half-year's, Quarterly and 
Province- meetings ; and vifited fome Meetings 
in the neighbouring Provinces. In his publick 
Appearances he was weighty and tender, much 
to our Edification and Comfort.

HE was educated in the Profcflion of the 
PrefiyterianSy and in his Youth addicted 
to Gaiety in Drefs. He was convinced of 
Truth in the City of Dublin, about the Twenty 
third Year of his Age, and by it was led into 
Plainnefs and Circumfpedtion. He afterwards 
became a living Minifter, found in Difcipline, 
and ferviceable in the Church on divers Oc- 
cafions, yet neither affuming nor forward ; 
chearful, but not talkative ; weighty in Spirit, 
. and reaching in Silence ; a lowly minded 
Seeker of divine Notice and Help ; and firm, 
as a Stake in Sion^ for tie keeping up our 
ancient Teftimony in all its Branches.

But 
now I can fpeak of it by Experience ; — with 
more of the like Import : After which, he 
departed in great Stilnefs the i8th of the Fifth 
Month 175 i, Aged about Fifty five, a Minifler 
about Thirty one Years. 

He was buried the 22d, in Friends Burying 
Ground in Kilconenmoor, in the County of 
^ipperary j many Friends of feveral Meetings, 
and other People, prefent 5 to whom the Effi- 
cacy of Truth was declared, as it had been 
manifefted in the Converfion, Life and Mini- 
ftry of this our dear Friend.

OU R ancient worthy Friend Jonathan 
OJiell^ oi Moorhoufe \n. Cumber land y was 
defcended of Parents well efteem'd amongft us, 
who were concerned to give him a fobcr and 
religious Education. But as he advanced in 
Years, he found his Mind ftrongly inclined to 
the vain Cuftoms and Fafhions of the World ; 

and. 
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and^ as he fbmetimes faid, was refohed to caji 
off all Reftraint^ and to gratify his Heart 's 
Dejires 5 but the Lord, who is rich in Mercy, 
was gracioufly pleafed to vifit him, in a power- 
ful Manner, by his Grace and good Spirit, fo 
that, by taking heed thereto, be not only 
witnefied a happy Change in himfelf, and a 
palling from a State of Condemnation to that 
of Juftification and Peace, but was eminently 
favoured with a Gift in the Miniftry ; in the ij 
Exercife whereof he experienced a Growrii, 
and became an able Minifter of the Gofpel. ^ 
In Prayer he was remarkably fervent and 
powerful. 

His Service and Labour of Love was great, 
not only amongft Friends, but alfo with People 
of other Perfualions, with whom he had divers 
Meetings.

In the Seventy fourth Year of his Age, he 
was concerned to go to London to the Yearly- 
jnccdng (which was the laft time hci attended 
that Meeting) where we believe he bad good 
Service ; and at his Return exprefled much 
Peace and Satisfaction. 

Though he was of a pretty great Age, and 
laboured under Infirmities, of Body, particularly 
Want of Sight \ yet he attended Meetings dili- 
gently, ai\d frequently appeared in publick 
Teftimony and Supplication, in much Devo- 
tion and Tcnderncfs of Spirit. In his laft 
.Sicknefs he fignified, that Death was no Terror 
to him ; and that he was rejigned to the Will of 
the Almighty, and could Jay in the Sight of 
Heaven, that he defred no Man to do othemsotfe 
to him than he had done unto them. And advifed 
Friends, who came to ^ee him, to maintain 
the TeftimoJiy . of T'ruth in ^very Branch thereof. 
He defired his Wife, nat to be uneafy at bis 
being removed^ for he believed he Jhould die 
well ; for the Lord was good to him. And a 
little before his Death, faid. His Heart was 
full of Praije^ though he could not utter it much 
in Words.

Ome Account concerning my dear deccafed 
Wife, Abigail Watfon^ who departed this 
Life the nth of the Eleventh Month 1752, 
in the Sixty eighth Year of her Age, having 
been a Minifter Forty Years : In which Service 
fhe faithfully laboured in this Nation ; five 
Times in England^ and once in America : In 
all which Places, by Accounts received, {he 
had acceptable Service, and many were com- 
forted and edified by her Miniftry, which was 
in the Denionftration of the Power ; in which 
(he was made as a fharp threfhing Inftrument 
againft all undue Liberty ; yet comfortable to 
. the Mourners in Zion. 

About a Year before (he died, (he was fen- 
fible her Departure drew nigh ; for fhe found 
no Engagement on her Mind to travel abroad, 
as (he frequently had done, when of Ability, 
but faid. She found her fTork was done^ and 
^i- nothing in her PVay ; fo was made quite eafy, 

and 
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and pnly waited for the Salvation of God, whoy 
(he faid, in a reverent, thankful Frame of 
Mind, had been with her all her Life long ; and 
now I (haUfing, Jing, fing. 

During the time of her Weaknefs, whilft of 
Ability to get down Stairs, (he attended the 
Meeting which was held in the Houfe, where 
(he frequently appeared in a living Teftimony 
'for her Lord and Mafter, to the tendering 
many Hearts 5 and when not able to come 
down, I brought her down in my Arms $ and 
I may fay, that although her outward Strength 
decayed, (he was daily renewed with the Hea- 
venly Oil, which made her Lamp to burn ; 
and (he, under the Anointing that was upoa 
her, often miniftered to our Comfort, and was 
-enabled to triumph over Death, Hell arid the 
Grave, as I heard her exprefs herfelf, — O ' 
Deathy where is thy Sting ? O Grave^ where is 
thyViSloryt And indeed, (he was wonderfully 
favoured with the Rene wings of Life, in her 
Weaknefs ^ and the laft time (be fpoke to us, 
in a Meeting in het Chamber, Oh ! the Ten- 
dernefs.that was felt, and Counfel that was 
dropt,\/ir all to take Care of them/elveSy and 
the Education of their Off-fpring^ to bring them 
up in the Fear of Gody out of the Pride^ vain 
Cuftoms and Fafhiom of this tVorld. As at 
many other times, it was great Grief to her to 
fee the Prevalence of undue Liberty ; againft 
which libertine Spirit (he often had a Tefti- 
niony to bear for. her Lord and Mafler 5 and 

T indeed. 
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indeed, gretf was her Concern for the riling 
Generation. 

Some little time before (he died, (he was 
vifitcd by fome Friends, to whom (he tenderly 
exprefled herfelf^ and fpoke of the Saying in 
the Revelations, Chap. iii. 21. — To him tbaf 
overcometh, will J grant to Jit with me in my 
ThronCy even as I alfo overcame^ ^and am Jet 
down with my Father in bis Throne. And 
fpoke fweetly on that Subject, advsfing to 
Continuance in well^ doings in order to obtain 
that bkjfed End. 

And although (he was much af9i(fted with 
Weaknefs, and her Body and Limbs fo fwell- 
cd, that (he could not help hcrfelf, the Patience | 
and Refignation of Mind (he bore it with, was 
great s often longing and defiring to be dU- 
folved, -yet would fay. The Lord's T'ime is the 
beft \ fo that I could not but often admire, 
how wonderfully (he was fupported in Patience, 
until her.Di(rolution came. She ieniibly prayed 
about two Hours before her Departure, and 
then clofed her Eyes, and quietly departed this 
Life without any feeming Uneafinefs, but as 
one1(jilling afleep. 

And I have many times (ince admired the 
continued Goodncfs of God to her, in the daily 
Rcnewings thereof, and the fteady Hand of i 
Love which fupported her through her long 
Infirnjity, with fo free a Rc(ignation to the 
Divine Will , and .the Rememberance of her 
is fweet. And thankful I am to the God of all 

our ' 
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our Mercies, for his divine Support, having, 
I think, juft Ground to conclude, that ihe died 
in the Lord, refts from her Labours, and how 
receives the Reward of her faithful Services. 

To the above I may add, flie was exemplary 
in her Family, in Diligence and Induftry, 
helpful to the Poor, a tender afFedionate Wife

OUR ancient and well beloved Friend ^ 
was born in the aforefaid City, and was 
convinced of the bleflcd Truth about the ^ 
Eighteenth Year of his Age ; and, by a diligent 
and fervent waiting thereon, he grew ftrong 
in Faith, and zealous for the Propagation of 
the Gofpel of our Lord a-nd Saviour Jefus 
Chrift J and, tirhen about the Thirty fourth 
Year of his Age, he came forth in a publick. 
Teftinnony, in great Tenderncfs and Gofpel 
Sinoplicity, and continued frefli and lively in 
the Exercifc of his Gift, until a few Days 
before his Death, to the general Satisfaction 
qnd Comfort of the Sincere-hearted.

both at Home and abroad. 

He was very exemplary in attending Meet- 
ings, both for Worftiip and Difcipline, and 
folicitous to maintain Love and Unity among(|: 

Frien(5 } 
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Friends 3 and when he apprehended any 
Thing of a contrary Nature like to prevail, it 
gave him great Uneafinefs and ConfliS; of 
Mind, till he iaw Peace reftored, and that 
pernicious Weed, Difcordy extirpated. In Con- 
tributions of Charity he Was liberal, and in 
Hoipitality remarkably generous. He retained 
his Integrity, Underftanding and Memory, to 
his End. 

Much might be faid of this our worthy 
Friend, but v^e (hall only addy that we reft 
well afilired he finished iii Peace, and a well 
grounded Hope of an immortal Crown of 
Righteoufnefs, which is laid tp for all thofe 
who love the Appearing of our Lord and 
Saviour Jefus Chrift. 

He departed this Life the 30th of the Firft 
Month, and was interred the ift of the Second 
Month 1752, in Friends Burial Ground in 
Worcefterj in the Eighty third Year of his Agc^

Some time after her Conviiicement, fhe re- 
ceived a Gift of the Miniftry. She married a 
Friend whofe Name was Appkjard^ a Prac- 
titioner in Phyjick^ who not many Months 
after was removed from her by Death. 

During her Widowhood, (he devoted herfelf 
jto the Work of the Miniftry, and in the 
Exercife thereof became very acceptable to 
Friends ; whofe Meetings fhe was concerned 
to vifit in many Parts of England^ as alfo in 
Ireland and Holland. Her Tcftimony was iiyely 
and convincing, miniftering Comfort and Edi- 
fication to the Hearers, (he having a Readinefs 
of Utterance, adorned with a becoming Mo-^ 
defty in all hec publick Appearances. She 
was well known among Friends by the Name 
of Elizabeth Appleyard^ until the Time of her 
feeond Marriage. 

In the Year 17 it, (lie was njarried to 
Edward Bowings an hone(! Friend and Shop- 
keeper at Boreham in this County, where they 
dwelt together many Years. ^ They were loving 
and open-hearted to Friends, and well refpedr 
pd by their Neighbours, being beneficent and 
liberal to the utmoft of their Ability, 

The laft of her Travels, in the Service of 
Truth, which we have an Account of, was in 
the Year 1736, when, with the Approbation 
pf her Monthly- meeting, fhe vifited the Meet- 
ings of Friends in feveral Counties in England. 

Both her Hufband and (he, when at home, 
^0 long as Ability of Body continued, were 

'^:an^ 
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conftant Attenders of the Meetings for Worfhip 
to which they belonged, and remarkably ex- 
emplary for their cxadl Obfervation of the 
Time appointed. They continued united in 
*he Exercife of Faith and good Works till he 
died, about feven Years fince. 

A few Years after his Deceafe, flie being 
very aged and infirm, was removed to Chelmf- 
Jord^ where, after about two Years Continu- 
ance, > in a conftant Expedlation of her ap- 
proaching Diflblutiofi, and in a lively Hope of 
Reft and Peace hereafter, which fhe would 
be often expreffing to thofe who vifited and 
attended her, flie departed this Life on the 
25th, and was interred the 28th of the Sixth 
Month 1753, in Friends Burying Ground at 
CheTmsford^ being about Eighty eight Years of 
Age, and having left a good Savour behind her.

SH E was defcendcd of religious Parents, 
and had her Education in the Way of

|he Church.

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She was a conflant Attender of Meetings, 
though much engaged in Buiinefs, in which 
ihe acquired a good Cbaradter^ and was xnfkmr 
mental in fupporting a numerous Poor. 

About the Year 1733, ftie received a Gift 
in the Miniftry, wherein (he all along acquit- 
ted herielf with great Sincerity and Plainnefs. 
She travelled through many Parts of Gre4Jt i 
Britain and Ireland, gaining much Refpe£t, 
where (he came, by her innocent Freedoni in 
Behaviour, and the great Satisfa<£tion {he gaive, 
in being always content with the meaneil 
Entertainment (he met with ; though, when 
at-home, had Plenty of the good Things of 
this Life, whereof (he communicated to her 
Friends with Openne& of Heart. Her Humi- 
lity and compafiionate Regard for thofe under 
AfRi&ion, rendered her amiable to fuch as 
were acquainted with her. 

Her laft Sicknefs, which was long and fevere, 
{he bore with much Patience and Reiignation 
of Mind, frequently faying, Thaf jbe found 
nothing to do but to die 5 having an Evidence 
that it would be well with her, when the extreme 
Moment! were paji through. So that without 
doubt we conclude, our Lofs is her great Gain. 

She died the 29th of the Fourth Month

He was, in the more early Part of his Life, 
an ufeful and reputable Member of the Church ; 
afterwards, for about the Space of Fifty Years, 
an able and ferviceable Minifter therein. 

When he was about Thirty four Years of 
Age, he found himfelf under a religious Con- 
cern, from the Movings of the Spirit of Chrift, 
the Sandifier and Preparer to every good 
Word and Work^ to teilify in the publick 
Aflcmbiies of the Lord's People, fomewhat of 

' his own Experience of the Operations of divine 

Grace in his Heart, for the Encouragement of ^ 
others; and finding a Return of Peace attended ^* 
his Obedience therein, . becaipe gradnallly en- 
abled to perfevere in that Part of his Duty, 
and, with all Readihefs of Mind, to addidt 
himfelf to the Work of the Miniftry. . 

His Teftimony was found and edifying, 

f copfonant to and correfponding with the holy 

Scriptures ^ bis frequent Quotations whereof, 

' and 
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and Allufions whereto, fhewed him to be well 
inftrudted therein 5 a Qualification very agree- 
able to a Minifter of the Gofpel : And his 
affiduous Reading of, and Application to, thofe 
facred Writings, attended with true Converfion 
to the divine Word in his own Heart, might 
juftly entitle him to the Blefling pronounced 
by the Pfalmift, on the Man whofe Deligbt is 
in the Law of the Lord. 
V He was a conftant Attender of Friends 
Meetings for Worfliip, in and about this City ; 
and his Love to his Brethren and Sifters, in 
the Work of the Miniftry, was fuch, as in- 
duced him conftantly to attend their Morning- 
meeting, both on the Firft and Second Days 
of the Week, fo long as the Contintiance of his 
bodily Health and Strength would permit. 

But though the general ftercife of his 
Miniftry was in this City and Parts adjacent ; 
yet was he at fome times led to vifit the 
Churches at a farther Diftance ; for in the 
Year 17 18, he travelled, together with our 
Friend Walter Newbury^ into Holland and 
Germany^ where his Teftimony was well re- 
ceived by Friends, and was of good Savour 
and Service among them. 

In the Year 1728, being accompanied by 
our Friend Jofeph Gurney^ he took a Journey 
into the Weft of England^ as far as the Land's- 
end in Cornwall ; and viiited the Meetings of 
Friends through feveral Counties in that Part 
of the Nation, to the general Satisfadlion of 

Friends, 
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Friends, who received their Teftimony in a 
Spirit of Chriflian Love and Brotherhood. He 
alfo made feveral (hortcr Journeys to vifit 
Friends at Norwich y BriJiol\ &c. 

He w^s a conftant Atterider of his own 
Monthly-meeting, the QuarteFly, Two-weeks, 
and Six-weeks Meetings 5 and was generally 
prefent at the Meeting for Sufferings; in all 
which he was very ferviceable. 

Thus he cpntinued uiltU about the two laft 
Years of his Life,* when he became exceeding 
weafc in Body, and unable to go out of hijs 
Houie ; in which time, though he had little 
or no Pain or Sicknefs, yet the Courfe of 
Nature tending to his bodily Diflblution, his 
Memory becartie much impaired ; yet did the 
innocent Sweetnefs and Compofure of* -his 
-Countenance,, and the Tendernefs of his Spirit, 
adminifter Matter of Comfort to fuch of his* 
Frienda as canie to vifit him. 

He departed this Life on the 26th Day of 
the Eighth Month 1754, apd we make no 
doubt ended- his Days in Peace with the Lord ; 
having attained the Age of Eighty five Years : 
He was interred on the 3dth of the fame 
Month in 'Friends Burying Ground in Long^ 
laney his Corps being attended to his Grave, 
from Horjlydawit Meeting - houfe, by a very 
great Company both of Friends and others.

SH E was one whom the Lord faw meet 
to viiit in her young and tender Years i 
and as fhe gave up to the Manifeftations of 
Grace received, it pleafed him to open her 
Mouth in a publick Teftimony, and (he be-> 
came cloathed with the Comelinefs of the 
Golpely and truly valuable in his Church % 
wherein (he laboured diligently the Prime and 
Flower of her Age» not only in this Nation 
and Wales^ but in North Britain and Ireland. 

Her Converfation was plea&nt and edifying, 
being feafoned with a divine Sweetnefs. Her 
Condudi was fo innocent and blamelefs^ that 
(be gained the Refpe6t of Friends and others, 
both in her Neighbourhood and el(ewherc. 

Although, through the Courfe of her time, 
divers Trials and Probations of various Kinds 
fell to her Lot, yet, as (he had learned of him 
who gives Patience in Tribulation, (he bore 
them with a becoming Refignation to hk holy 
Will.

Aged Ninety, a Minifter about Seventy' 
Years. 
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A 7eftim6ny from the Monthly - meeting of 
Marfden in Lancafhire, concerning Johm 

E c R o Y D. 

HE was Son of John and Alice Ecroyd of 
Briercliffe in the Parifh of Burnley and 
County of Lancafter ; was religioufly educated 
by his pious Parents, his Father having becij 
an .able Minifter of the Gofpel, a fteady and 
zealous Labourer therein, a good Example to 
the Flock of Chrift,^ and a patient Sufferer for 
the Teflimony of a good Confcicnce. • 

About the Twentieth Year of his Age, he 
was favoured with an humbling Vifitation of 
the Day-fpring from on high, which brought 
him into an inward Apquaintance with the 
Almighty, and in a great meafure redeemed 
his Mind from the Love of the World and its 
fading Enjoyments : Solitude and Opportu* 
nitics for religious Meditation were then his 
chief Delight, that being abftradled from the 
Tumults and Cares of Life, he might be more 
at leifure to purfiie, without Interruption, the 
Point he had. chiefly in view ; and as he was 
a Man of great Abilities, both natural and 
acquired, many conceived Hopes, that as they 
became fanftified by the Power of Truth, be 
would one Day be made an ufeful Inftrument 
in the Hand of the Almighty. 

But 
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But in procefs of time, this Zeal and Fervour 
abated : For becoming immerfed in a Life of 
Bufinefs, and falling into unfuitable Company, 
he greatly departed from thefe good Beginnings, 
became lefs circumfpe^ in his Condudt, and, 
at times, was overtaken with the Evil oi Intern-- 
perance. In this State he continued for divers 
Years 5 during which time, by Intervals, he 
was under' deep Remorfe for his-Out-goings, 
and many times made Arong Refolutions to be 
more careful ; which (as he often faid) being 
made too much in bis own Will^ were of fhort 
Duration. 

About ten Years before his Death, he was 
again effedually awakened, and i&voured with 
fuch a Senfe of his lamentable Departure from 
his firft Love, and that Purity of Heart which 
he had in his early Years in part attained, as 
caufed him many a fore Conflidl ; and entering 
deeply into his own State, he faw the Neceffity 
of bearing the Whip of fmall Cords, that io 
his Temple might again be purged. • 

He now wiUingly ftoopcd to the Crofs of 
Chrift, defpifing the Shame, and refolving with 
his whole Heart to endure its Difcipline, and 
to bear the Indignation of the Lord, becaufe 
he had finned againfl him. An eminent In- 
Aance of divine Forbearance and Clemency, in 
thus mercifully fparing Offenders, and reach-* 
ing forth a Hand of Love for the reclaiming 
fome who have been deemed of the loft Sheep 
of the Houfe of Ifrael, and, by the Spirit of 

U Judgment 
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Judgment and of Burning, purifying from 
dead Works the Confciences of thofc who 
fubmit to the Operation of his pure Spirit and 
Power, in the Day of Vifitation, as did this 
oor departed Friend, who in the Midfl: of 
Judgment found that Mercy mixed therewith 
bis Soul longed for ; fo that as a Brand pluckt 
out of the Burning, he lived to tell others what 
the Lord Almighty had done for his Soul, Tb^it 
he had brought him up out ef the borribk Pity 
out of the miry Clay^ and Jet his Feet upon a 
Rocky and was ejlahlijhing his Goings, and had 
put a new Song in bis Mouth, even Praise 
UNTO OUR .God. 

His Miniftry was lively and powerful, 
tending to awaken and roufe to Diligence the 
Carelefs and Lukewarm -, fcvere, in the Power 
of the Higheft, to the Stubborn and Rebel- 
lious, but he had often a Word inSeafon to the 
weary Soul ; tenderly exhorting the Diffident, 
but Contrite-hearted, to confide in that "mer- 
ciful Regard himfelf had fo largely experi-- 
enced : And having known the Terrors of the 
Lord for Sin, he wa« carneftly engaged for the 
Return and Reconciliation of others, .He was 
a zealous Aflerter of the Univerfality of the 
Love of God in Chrift Jefas, in Oppofition to 
that narrow Doftrine of the Predeflinarians, 
too much efpoufed by fome of his Neighbours. 

The great Duty of Worfhip, he cfteemed 
of the higheft Importance ; and his Diligence 
in attending Meetings, , even when almoft 

weighed 
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weighed down with old Age and Infirmities, 
arid his awful Attention of Mind when there, 
were truly exemplary : He was frequently 
engaged therein,^ in a particular manner, oa 
Aceount of his Children, nat they might feek 
to have an Inheritance in the hleffed Truths 
more than all other Enjoyments. 

He was a Man endowed with uncommoiv 
Qualifications for the Good of his fellow Crea- 
tures, not only with refped: to his ferviceable 
Station in the Church of Chrift, which wa^ 
indeed truly eminent, but alfo in the Practice 
of Fhyfick ', in which Profeffion he was very 
fuccefsful, obtaining a good Report among 
Peoplp of all Ranks and Perfwafions, and being 
remarkable for his Integrity and Moderation, 

In his lafi: Ilnefs, notwithilanding the Severity 
of his Diforder, and great bodily Weakncfs, 
his Soul was many times as a well watered 
Garden, and many weighty Exprefiions dropt 
from him, to the Edification of thofe prefeht : 
Juft before his Departure he uttered thefc 
Words, I feel an Evidence of Peace with Qod : 
There is Peace through his precious Blood. 

He quietly departed this Life, greatly lament- 
ed, at his Houfe in Briercliffe aforefaid, the 
17th, aad was buried at Friends Burying 
. Ground in Marfden the 2ift Day of the 
Second Month 1755, in the Seventy feventh 
Year of his Age.

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A Tejiimony from the Monthly - meeting of 
Shrcwfbury, concerning George Brawn. 

HE had a Gift in the Miniftry, tq which 
we believe he was rightly called, and 
thoQgh it wis not large, yet he was a fincere- 
hearted Man, and freely given up to do what 
was in his Power for the Promotion of Truth, 
He had been a confiderable while declining in 
his Health -y but as his natural Strength abated^ 
he did to our great Comfort grow ftronger in 
the inward Man. He was a good Example to 
us in diligently attending Meetings, both for 
Difcipline and Worfhip j and was very much . 
concerned, in thofe Meetings, to be made 
Partaker of the tme Benefit thereof, and like- 
wife for the Growth of Truth in Friends of 
our fmall Meeting, which he conftantly at- 
tended fo long as Ability of Body would permit, 
(and even till he was hardly able to go) which 
was about fix Weeks before his Departure. 

In the time of his Confinement, he exprefled 
himfelf very much coilcerned for the Welfare 
of Friends in general, and that the Difcipline 
might be fupportcd 5 particularly, that Friends 
would be careful to fee, that our Teftimony 
againft. Tithes was ftridily kept to by every 
Member concerned therein. He much defired 
he might be enabled to be^r the Afiiidions 

. of 
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of the Body with Patience, whicb^ he faid, he. 
found then were enough to bear^ without the 
RefieSlion of mifpent ^tne. 

For two Days before he died, he lay feem- 
ingly quite eafy and free from Pain, and in 
that Time uttered many fenfible Expreflions, 
which are not all remembered ; one was, T^hat 
we muft patiently wait the Lord *s Time^ which 
is the left j by which he appeared to be wait- 
ing in Reiignation till it pleafed the Almighty 
to remove him hence. Not many Hours before^ 
his Departure, he faid to a Neighbour, I'hat 
bis Hearing failed him, his Sight failed him, 
bis tongue failed him, but the Love of God 
never failed. Some time after, he was in a 
Heavenly Frame of Mind, and continued 
praifing and magnifying the Lord Jefus Chrift 
about the Space of near half an Hour ; though 
the whole of his ExprefHons could not be 
perfectly underftood, yet the Power that at- 
tended him, and was at that Time felt by 
thofe that were prefent, was Caufc of Joy. 
After this he lay quite ilill till he breathed his 
laft *y and we doubt not is entered into that 
eternal Reft which is prepared for the Righ- 
teous. 

He departed this Life the 19th of the Second 
Month 1755, and was buried the 21ft of the 
fame in Friends Burying Ground in Shrewjbury^

HE was born at Ca7n(l(m 'm the Eaft-Riding 
of the County of Tork^ and dcfccnded 
ot believing Parents. He was religioufly in- 
clined in his Youth, and came forth in the 
Miniftry about the Twenty fifth Year of his 
Age, and we beUeve hath laboured faithfully 
to the Conclufion of his Days. 

He travelled, in the Service of the Gofpel^ 
in fome Parts of this Nation, but more par- 
ticularly in fome of the Northern Counties, 
and in Scotland \ of which Vifits we have had 
acceptable Accounts. He diligently attended 
Meetings both for Worihip and Difcipline, 
though at tim^s under much Difficulty, as he 
ainfully laboured under a fevere AJibmatick 

iforder for many Years, which he was en- 
abled tQ bear \\\\h great Patience. 

He was often deeply exercifed for the 
Growth and Profperity of Truth. He was 
feveral times concerned to vifit the Families of 
Friends, where he had to adminiftcr fuitable 
Advice to the Refreffiment of many; his Tcfti- 
mony was plain, found and edifying; his 
Converfation was exemplary, he being of a 
thearful Difpofition, honeft and fincere ; be

Mind, that flie fell dangeroufly ill at the City 
of Cork ; and to thofe tw0 Caufes (he always 
imputed her Difeafe. 

y 4 . , After 
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After recovering fo much Strength as to be 
able to proceed on her Journey, (he left Corh 
and came to Water for dy to the Houfe of ou i? 
Friend "John HuHhinfon^ where fhe remained 
very much indifpofed for the moft part of 
fourteen Weeks ; and, in that Interval, was at 
the Province - meeting at Clonmell^ where (he 
had extraordinary Service, From thence got 
to the County of Carlonp, and to the Houfe of 
opr Friend Robert Leckey ; whilft there, fome 
Expreflions, which (he uttered in an afFedling 
Manner, were taken dpwa in Writing, and 
are as follow. 

The 7th of the Fifth jMonth 1755, Elizabeth . 
yf/bbriage^ being forely a|fli(3ted with Pain qf 
Body, exprefled her Fear of not being patient 
enough under it, but fcveral times defired it, 
faying, dettre/i Goodne/s, grant me Patience 
till niy Change come^ and then enable me ; and 
do not Jorjake me^ . Lord of my Life. And, 
fpcaking of what (he had fufFcrcd, faid. Words 
could not exprejs^ nor I'houghts conceive^ what 
P:e had gone through theje feven Months ; for 
what Caufe the Lord only knew. Although it 
had been fo with her, yet (he would not have 
any be difcouraged, for her Mailer ((he faid) 
was a good Majler^ andjhe did not grudge fuffer-^ 
ing for him \ though he chaftifes hii Children^ it 
4s for fome good End ; fometimes for their own^ 
and fometimes for the Good of others. • And 
laid, Jlje did not repent coming into this Nation^ 
though Jl.e was fo tried^ being fatisfied Jhe was 
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in her Place, and that it was the Requiringi of 
him who bad fupported her to a Miracle : And 
mfw it looked as if two poor weak Women were 
Jent to lay down their Lives in the Caufe of 
Truth: Or to this Purpofe ; (her Companion 
Sarah Worral having departed this Life at 
Cork a fhort time before) And as many faithful 
Servants had been Sufferers in this Land, as 
they were not the firft, Jhe thought they would 
not be the lafi. She mentioned fomcthing df its , 
lying heavy on the Inhabitants thereof, if there 
was not an Amendment. But for thofe that 
had put there Hands to the Plough, ftie defircd 
fuch might go on with Courage, and iaid, 
God was on their Side ; and that it was happy 
for thoje who had remembered their Creator in 
their X'outh. 

Another time, when in extream Pain, flie 
cried out, Lord, look down upon me j and 
begged, that Patience, her old Companion, might 
not leave her ; and laid, Although Pain of Body 
was her Portion at prefent, through the Mercies 
of a gracious God her Mind was pretty eafy. 
Though fometimes (he feared (he was not quite 
fitted for that glorious Manfion which ihe 
aimed at, and into which nothing that is 
unholy can enter ; yet had a Hope it was not 
in Wrath flie was chaftifcd, for ihe had to 
acknowledge. She felt the Touches of divine Love 
to her Soul: Andfaid, She loved the Truth, and 
thofe that loved it were precious to her Life, 
whether Relations or others j and that /be had 
fought 
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Jougbt it from her louth, and was thankful for 
being preferved fo, as not to bring a BIemiJ7:> on 
itf fince /he made ProfeJJion thereof but had done 
what Jhe could for it. 

A Friend taking leave of her, (he told .him. 
Whether he beard of^ her Life or Deaths P^ hoped 
it would be well. Some Friends being with her, 
(he faid fomething of the Singularity of her 
Trials, but that the Hand that permitted them^ 
had an indifputable Right ; to which fhe feemed 
refigned, whether in Life or Death, hoping it 
would be well. She faid. She loved the Trutb^ 
and it had been her Support j and defired thofe, 
that had begun to walk in it, to keep cloje to if^ 
and it would never leave them. 

She feemed thankful, that the Beauty of this 
Worlds and the Enjoyments of it^ were ftained 
in her View^ and jhe made willing to give up 
all ; the hardefl was her dear Hujhand^ being fo 
far from him ; but even that was made eafier 
than (he could expeSl. Being wi{hed a good 
Night* s Reji ; (he faid, She did not expedl to be 
free from Pain, but that every Night, that the 
Lord fent, was good ; and^ t bo ugh uneafy, hoped 
they all would be good Nights, and when once the 
Gulph was foot ^ (loejhould have Reft. 

Speaking to a Friend, (he faid, She endea^ 
voured to live without a Will ; and that Jloe 
hoped floe had born her AfjUBions with a degree • 
of Chriftian Fortitude. Being in great Pain, 
and alked, Whether jhe would be fettled ? fhe 
faid, None could fettle her but one ; and in his 

own 
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cwn Timej Jhe hopedy he would : Then cried 
out, Deareji Lord, though thou jlay me^ I witi 
die at thy Feet -, for I have loved thee yiore than 
Life. She fpoke afFedlionately to a Friend that 
vifited her, gratefully acknowledging the Care 
and Tendernefs fliewn to her, and counted it 
a high Favour, that the Hearts of her Friends 
were opened to receive and fympathize with 
her. She fpoke fomething of the Exercifes of 
Mind {he went through before her ConviAce- 
ment, and the' Time (he got Relief out of great 
Diftrefs, and was enabled to make Covenant 
with the Lord ; which Time (he Jlill remember ei^ 
and hoped (he (hould never forget ^ being defrous 
o(ten to return to Bethel, and to remember the 
Time of her E(poufals. She acknowledged the 
Advantage there wzs in being deefyfy tried, and 
that it was the Way to be enabled to fpeak 
comfortably t9 others. 

Having grown weaker fof feveral Days, (he 
departed this Life, in a quiet Frame, the i6th 
of the Fifth Month 1755, and on the 19th 
her Corps (accompanied by many Friends)' 
was conveyed, in a folemn Manner, from our 
Friend Robert Lecky * s to Friends Burying 
Ground at Ballybrumhilly where feveral Tefti- 
nionies were born to the Truth. 

Thus our dear Friend finifhed her Courfe. 
It remains briefly to .add our Teftimony con- 
cerning her. 

She was a Woman of an excellent natural 
Underftanding ; in her Conycrlation chearful, 

4 yet 
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yet grave and inftrudlive ; flie felt the Af- 
flidlions of others with a tender Sympathy, 
and bore her own with Patience and Refig- 
nation. 

As a Minifter, (he was deep in Travail, clear 
in her Openings, plain and pertinent in her 
ExprefGons, folid and awful in her Deport- 
ment, and attended with that baptizing Power ^ 
which is the Evidence of a living Miniftry ^ 
and which fo evidently attended her, in the 
laft Tcftimony flip bore in a publick Meeting 
( in great bodily Weaknefs ) that moft or all 
prefent were reached and deeply affedted 
thereby, and a young Woman was, at that 
Time, convinced of the Truth j which was 
as a Seal to the finifhing of her Service in the 
Work of the Miniftry 5 and, in which, being 
fo owned to the laft, we have no doubt, but 
(he now receives the Reward of the faithful 
Servant, and is entered into the Joy of her 
Lord.

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A I'eflimony. from Brighoufe Monthly - meeting 
in Yorkfliire, concerning John Scott. 

HE refidcd, the greateft part of his Time, 
in the Town and Neighbourhood of 
LeedSy and did. early embrace the Hearts 
tendering Vifitations of God*s Love to his Soul, 
under which he became very folid and religious 
whilft young 5 and fo efFcdual was the Power 
and Prevalency thereof upon him, that before 
the Expiration of his Apprenticcfhip, he came 
forth in - a publick Teftimony. And as the 
holy Anointing continued and increafed Upon 
him, he grew in the Root, and became well 
grounded in the Miniftry of the Gofpel of 
Peace and Salvation, and feemed ever careful 
not to go beyond the Line of Trath therein. 
And as he was not large, fo he was not fre- 
quent in his publick Appearances : Towards 
the Conclufion of his Time, his Mipijftry ap- 
peared fllll more lively. In our Meetings of 
Worfhip, he was Angularly fteady in his wait- 
ing for the Arifings of divine Life and Power, 
and was ready to join with it, in whomfoever 
he found it to appear. 

He vifited, at leveral times, the greateft Part 
of this Ifland ; and once, with his dear Friend 
John Hajlam^ the Kingdom of Ireland^ and 
Holland : In all which, we have reafon to 
believe his Laboprs were acceptable to Friends. 

He 
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H€ was a conilant Attender of our Meetings 
for Difcipline, and was of confiderable Service 
therein, having a peculiar Talent for the good 
Purpofes thereof. He was quick of Apprchen- 
fion, and found in Judgment, and when con- 
cerned to fpeak to Cafes, his Words were few 
aad favoury. He was remarkably tender ^ 
having any difowned^ without firft trying, by 
Goipei Endeavours, affe<Sionately to reclaim 
them ; neither was he lefs careful, that the 
Society fhoold not be impofed on by the fpc- 
cious Pretences or fuperfifcial Acknowledgments 
of any. Such was his Regard for Peace and 
good Order in the Society, that fee often em- 
ployed and exerted his Abilities in that good 
and laudable Office of a Peace-maker^ both at 
home and abroad with Succefe. 
. He was a frequent Attender of the Yearly- 
meeting at London^ where* he was well receiv- 
ed, and we hope of Service. His laft Journey 
thither, was with his above-mentioned Friend 
yohn Hajlam^ taking Meetings through feveral 
of the Inland Counties, which he performed, 
though very weak in Body ; and conftantly 
attended the Meetings in London^ and appeared 
very lively and acceptably therein.' WKen thefe 
Meetings were over, he, by (hort Journeys, 
(vifiting fome Meetings in his Way) reached 
our Quarterly- meeting at Tork^ which alfo he 
attended, notwilhftanding the bodily Infirmir 
ties which were upon him, and was evidently 
favoured with the Goodnefs of Truth.

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This Meeting being over, and not bcinj 
able to reach home, he tarried at Torky an< 
was enabled to fit with Friends there, in their 
Meeting the Firft-day after, and appeared to 
the Satisfadlion of Friends, as it was in a 
degree of the Demon ftration of the Spirit and 
Power. After which, becoming weaker and 
weaker, on the Fifth-day following he breath- 
ed his laft, having bore his Ilnefs with re- 
markable Rdignation and Quietnefs of Mind, 
and we doubt not is entered into eternal Reft. 

He died at Tork the 3d Day of the Seventh 
Month 1755, and was buried in Friends 
Burying Ground in Leeds the 6th Day of the 
(ame. Aged about Seventy, a Miniftcr Fifty 
Years.

HE was convinced of, and embraced, the 
Principles of Truth in his young Years, 
and as he gave up in Obedience to the, Mani- 
fcftations thereof, was by the Operation of that 
Divine Power and Grace, by which he was 
iirfl: reached and early called to the Work 
of the MiniAry, well fitted and quali6ed to 
hold faft the Heavenly Treafure, which dwelt 
largely in him. He was alfo furnifhed with 
Wifdom to divide the Word aright, to the 
Comfort and Edification of many, like the 
good Scribe, bringing forth, out of his Trea- 
lury, Things new and old. He was powerful

HE was born at Wormanby near Carlijle 
in Cumberland \ his Parents were of good 
Repute and Efteem aniong Friends and others ;

of divine Grace, which teacheth to live foberly, 
rightcoufly and godly in this prefent World ; 
and as he gave up in Obedience thereunto,

And though in 
Meetings for Difcipline he was not forward to 
fpeak to Affairs ; yet was much concerned for 
Peace and the good Order of the Church, for 
the reconciling of Differences, and maintaining 
the Difcipline thereof. 

He entertained Friends with great Openntfs 
and Freedom. He was a loving Hufband, a 
kind Friend, a peaceable Neighbour, and 
charitable to the Poor and AfBidted. He bore 
a faithful Teftimony againft the antichriflian 
Yoke of Tithes, not only as to paying, 
but as to receiving them ; for being by Law 
intituled to an impropriate Tithe^ he refufcd to 
receive the fame in his Life-time $ and at his 
Death, by Will devifed the faid Tithe to the 
feveral Owners of the Eftates, out of which it 
was payable. 

In the Decline of Life, though he did not 
enjoy a good State of Health, yet he attended 
Meetings at home when able^ and the Monthly 
and Quarterly-meetings ; though he appeared 
not much in the Miniftry of late, yet we have 
Caufe to believe he retained the fame Love and 
Unity of Spirit, with Truth and Friends, and 
the Caufe thereof.

OUR dear and much efteemed Friend 
^ohn Bevington^ was one who, by a di- 
vine Touch, was prevailed upon in his young 
Years, to turn his Back upon Folly, and en- 
deavour to walk in the Paths of Virtue and 
Righteoufnefs, and being, naturally of a chear- 
ful, active and generous Temper, quick of 
Apprehenfion, and of good Judgment, he be- 
came more than ordinarily ufeful in his Gene-* 
ration as a Man,, as well as through divine 
Favour, as a Chrifiian and a Minijier j fo that 
it may be truly faid of him, that, as a Neigh- 
bour, he was fociable, very ferviceable, and 
lived and died in good Repute ; as a Friend, 
lincere, fympathizing and ready. to affift 3 as 
a Hufband and Parent, tender and afFedionate, 
careful and folicitoufly concerned, by Precept 
and Example, to train up his 'Children in 
Plainocfs, Sobriety, and the Principles of true 

X 3 Religion j 
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Religion ; and for many Years, at the Head 
of a large Family of Children and Servants, 
dtmeancd himfclf as a prudent Oeconomift, 
with a Heart and Houfe open for the Enter- 
tainment of his Friends. A zealous Attender 
of Meetings both for Worftiip and Difcipline, 
and a Promoter of Opportunities of Retirement 
in his own Family and others : And thus (as 
alfo in his general Conduft) endeavouring, by 
a circuinfpedl and exemplary Life and Deport- 
ment, to come up in the Difcharge-of his 
Duty towards God and Man ; and having his 
Eye to the Recompejice of Reward, was 
enabled by Faith to prefs through the En- 
tanglements of an adverfe World, and run 
with Patience the Race fet before him, though 
'often in the Deeps ; largely experiencing, that 
through many Tribulations the Rightecfus enter 
the Kingdom. 

As to his publick Teftimony it was founil 
and edifying, which rendered him very near

Harveft i That Journey he vifited Friends in 
Ir^land^ miffing fe\y if any Meetings in that 

Nation ; 
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Nation ; and that thefe his Labours of Love 
tended to real Service, and the mutual Satis- 
fadion of himfelf and thofe amongft whom 
his Lot was caft» is beyond doubt tvith us ; 
for we believe he was moved and exercifcd 
therein, under divine Influence, 

To thefe his Labours, as a Minifter, we may 
add, that he, as a Member in our Meetings of 
Difcipline ^nd Church Affairs, was for many 
Years remarkably' ferviceable. The Lofs of 
fuch Worthies is really matter of Lamentation, 
but being fatisfied our Lofs terminates in his 
eternal Gain, we defire to fubmit to that 
Providential Arm, who giveth and taketh 
away as it pleafeth him* ,*, ^^ 

His laft Ilnefs, being a Diforder 40-1^? 
Stomach and Bowels, . proved exceeding' pain-^ 
ful, and having little Appetite, reduced his 
Strength apace ; but that Power that vifited 
him in his Youth, and had been underneath 
to fuftain in every heedful Time, did riot leave 
him in this his final Conflid, but enabled him 
to endure it with Patience, and to triumph over 
Death, the Sting thereof being removed. 

Amongft the few Expreffions, through Pain 
and DifHculty delivered, he Signified, ^hat 
though he had laboured abundantly^ he had no 
Merit of his own^ but trufted in the Mercies 
of God y and had Hopes of a blejfed Immortality ; 
and might he but quieiiy pafs away^ the greateji 
Monarch's Place on Earthy would be difpijed by 
him, in comparifin, of eternal ^efi y and tho his 
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Family and Friends were near and dear to bim^ 
yet now he could not but beg to be dijfohed. " 

He departed this Life in a very innocent 
and Lamb-like Frame, at his own Habitation 
at Upper Eatingtonj the 1 5th Day of the 
Twelfth Month 1755, in the Sixty fifth Year 
of his Age, having been a Minifter near Forty 
Years; and on the 17th of the faid Month, 
his Body was decently interred in Friends 
Burying Ground at Upper Eatington aforefaid, 
accompanied by many Neighbours, Relations 
and Friends, which was a very folemn Oppor- 
tunity.

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The many good Advices and fwect Oppor- 
tonities fome of us have had with him, renders 
his Memory dear and precious to us. He was 
an early and conftant Attender of our religious 
Meetings, whilft Ability of Body permitted, 
and when there, would wait with that be* 
coming Gravity, which denoted a well com- 
pofed Mind, waiting in the Gift received for 
the arifing of the Spring of eternal Life, in 
which his Heart was often enlarged, and his 
Mouth opened amongft us, to the Reviving of 
th^ Spirits of thofe that were ready to droop, 
as well as to the Refrefliment of the Sincere in 
Heart ; though full in the Difcharge of his 
Duty to the Stubborn and Rebellious. 

He was found in Doftrine, diftindt in De- 
livery, and his Miniftry edifying as well as 
convincing ; as many were Witnefles to, not 
only in thefe Parts, ^ut likewife in mod Parts 
of Great Britain^ where his Labour of Love, 
and Gofpel Miniftry was very acceptable. 

For divers Years paft he was afflided with 
a Diforder which brought on him great Weak- 
nefs of Body, but he remained found in his 
Memory and Underftanding, and in humble 
Refignation to the Divine Will patiently wait* 
ed for his Change ; declaring, not long before 
it came upon him, his Satisfaction in that he 
found his Day's Work was done^ and that he 
had faithfully ferved the Lord^ his Church and 
People ; fo that we may fay, in the Words of 
the holy Apoftle, He had fought the good Figbf^ 

and 
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and kept the Paitb, and is gone to receive the 
immortal Crown which the Lordy the righteous 
.Judge ^ will give t<^ all thofe that love his 
Appearing. 

He quietly departed this Life the 23d of the 
Second Month 1756, and was buried the ift 
of the Third Month following, in Friends 
Burying Ground at Readings his Funeral being 
attended by many Friends and fober Neigh- 
bours 5 where divers living Xeftimonics were 
born to the Excellency of that Power, by 
which he was raifed up and prefervcd to !his 
Conclufion : Aged near Seventy nine, a Mini- 
fter about Fifty three Years. 


A T^efiimony from the Mem Meeting at Cork in 
Ireland, concerning Ann Hart. 

BY an Account which (he delivered to a 
Friend before her Ilnefs, we underftand 
that fhe was educated amongft the Baptifis^ 
and, when very young in Years, was often 
afFcdled with the Miniftry of one Coleman, a 
Baptiji Preacher, who, when Orders came to 
this City to ftop all Diflenters Meetings, dropt 
the publick Meeting ; which occafioned much 
Thoughtfulnefs and Exercife in her Muid i 
and being at fome Lofs, {he went to the pub- 
lick Worfhip, but foon grew weary, and dif- 
iatisiied with the Deadnefs and Forpiality 

thereof : 
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thereof : Whereupon, obferviog that Friends 
kept up their Meetings at that Time of Perfe- 
cution, ihe went to one of them, and was fb 
reached by the Vifitation of Truth, through 
their living Miniftry,. that (he was thereby 
convinced, took up the Crofs and joined with 
them, ( being then about Thirteen Years old ) 
notwithftanding the many Slanders that were 
raifed againft them, both by malicious Tongues 
and abufive Books, as a People denying the 
Holy Scriptures^ Prayer^ &c. which fhe foon 
found were falfe. And being concerned to be 
faithful to the Difcoveries of Truth in her 
own Mind, (he witnelTed a Growth in it, and 
received a Gift in the Miniftry, in the Exer- 
cife of which fhe was very acceptable to us, 
being lively and to our Edification. 

During her Ilnefs, {he often gave good 
- Counfel and Advice to Friends that vifited her, 
and exprefled her religious Experiences in an 
afFefting Manner to them, which were omit- 
ted to be taken down ; but, in particular, a 
little before her Deceafe, fhe recommended to 
Friends, Tloat they fhould be concerned to invite^ 
and bring into the Mem and Womem Meetings^ 
fiich Youth as were fiber and orderly 5 as alfo, 
' that they pould be nveighty in their Meetings, 
and be cartful to keep near 'to T^ndh ; and^ as 
it may open^ give Judgment impartially ^ without 
Favour or JffeSiion. And having retained her 
Integrity to .the End, We believe is now entered 
into.thofe Manfions of eternal Felicity, where

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the Wicked ccafe from troubling, and the 
Weary are at Reft. 

She departed this Life the 2 2d of the Third 
Month 1757, in the Eighty feventh Year of 
her Age.

Thomas Gilkes. 

WH E N it pkafed Divine Goodn^fs to 
call him into the Miniftry, it was his 
Care fo to demean himfelf, as to adorn the 
Doftrine of Truth ; and he was a Man much 
beloved, not only by Friends, but by his 
Neighbours. We think he might be deemed 
one of thofe Elders that deferved double Honour^ 
being found in Doftrine, , diligent in the Lord's 
Bufinefs, and an excellent Example of Induftry 
in his Family. And when drawn abroad, in 
the Love and Service of the Gofpcl, (which 
was frequent while able) he was particularly 
careful to return home with great Expedition, 
when he looked' upon his Service to be over. 
So that we think we may fafely fay, God's 
Glory and the Good of his fellow Creatures 
were what he efteemed his chiefeft Joy. 

His Care over the Church was great ; he 
might be called a fteady Watchman : And it 
is evident, he ruled his own Houfe well, and 

brought 
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brought up his Children in the Nurture and 
Admonition of the Lord, who hath been a 
rich Rewarder of his Care j for he was livingly 
made fenfible of his BlefUng refting upon him, 
and even when his outward Man was decaying, 
and his Race feemed near at an End^ the 
He^rt - melting Goodnefs of the Lord often 
made his Cup run over, and he felt the Evi- 
dence in himfelf, that be had fought a good 
Fightf and kept the Faith^ and we have no 
Caufe to doubt but he now inherits an incor- 
ruptible Crown. 

May the God and Father of all our Mercies, 
if it be his Pleafure, raife up many more fach 
worthy Inftruments, that his Plantation may 
be watered, and living Praifes more and more 
afcend to his great and excellent Name, who 
is worthy for ever and ever.

HE was convinced in his Youth of the. 
Principles of Truth, and led an orderly 
exemplary Life according thereto. He was' 
diligent in atterniing Meetings at home and 
abroad, and zealous for the maintaining our 
!Pifcipline ; well qualified for vifiting Families^ 
and concerned to promote it. He had a few 
Words in Meetings for near Twenty Years, 
and though his Expreflions were but (hort, 
they were frequently attended with Tendernefs, 
being found arid futiable to the State of the 
Meeting. 

He had extraordinary Openings of Scripture 
Paffages, ' which were comforfable and edify- 
ing. He was often under Trouble, and forrow- 
fuUy exprefled his Concern for the declining ' 
State of the Church, and the undue Liberties, 
and the Unconcernednefs, which were Ipread- 
ing amongft the Profeffors of Truth. 

In his laft Ilnefs, a few Days before his 
Departure, among many other weighty and 
fenfible Expreflions, he faid, Now 1 know that 
my Redeemer liveth ; Glory and Honour to bis ■ 
holy Name for evermore. 

He departed this Life the 29th of the Fifth 
Month 1756, Aged Eighty eight Years.

I; He landed in the South Part of England^ in

. received by Friends, tnd had very g6od Servioe 
during a ihort Stay there 3 but being deiiroas 
of being at the Quarterly - jtneeting to be 'hdd 
at Tork^ in Company with fevcral Friends of 
tj^ndon, he weAt as diredly to the faid City as 
he could well do^ being near Two Hundred 
Miles, and reached there by the 24Ch of the 
iSixth Monthi at which Tinie began the 
Quarterly-meeting ; and this car dear Friend 
had a very memorable and weighty Opportu- 
nity in Nliniftry, in the Meeting of Minifters 
and Holders at the Opening thereof; but^ iti 
the fucceeding Meetings for Woribip, was 
moftly filent ; yet in thofe for DifcapHne^ was 
divinely led to fet forth the Nature, good End 
^od Tendency of the fame, and very £ealou% 
prefled to the keeping them up, in the fame 
Wifdom and Power in which they were firft 
eftabli(hcd ; evidently fetting forth, that they ^ 
proceeded from that which gathered our Fore-* 
fathers to be as a peculiar People unto God 5 to 
the no fmall Edification and Com£9rt of many 
£ncere Hearts^ who rejoiced greatly in havbg 
his Company, which remains fre(h in their 
Remembrance ; his Services being as Bread 
caft upon the Waters, which, according to^ 
• the wife Man's Obfcrvation, /hall be fhuna 
ifter many Days. 

After the Quarterly-meeting was ended he 
Vftift to Pickerings where a very large Meeting 
is kept Annually for Worfhip, and had fea- 
ibnable and profitable Service. He travelled ^ 

Y 2 to 
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to many other Pk(;es in that County, and 
Friends were greatly refrcflied and edified by 
his Cbriftian Vifit, though ndt always attended 
by publick Declarations in their religious Meet- 
ings appointed on his Account, which were 
moftly very large, ^nd Expedations high, yet 
his Eye was to his greatf Mafter's putting forth. 
He often was led to famifti that too eager 
JDefiic after Words ; and in fcvcral publick 
•Meetings he had nothing to fay amongft them'; 
which, tho' a great Difappointment to many 
for the prcfent,/ yet there afterwards appeared 
a fignal Service in it. ■ * 

He was at Yarm^ Stocktmy Bainbrig^ and 
feveral o^^her Meetings in and about the Dales ; 
then came to Leeds^ Bradford^ Wakefield^ Don^ 
cafter^ ^nd (o into Linco/n/hire -, which County 
he vifited pretty generally, alfo the Ifle of Efy, 
^nd came into Norfolk^ and to this Place in 
* ^ the Eleventh Month 1755, as afore- mention- 
ed ; was at mofl, if not all, of Friends Meet- 
ings in our County j then went into Suffolk 
and Efex^ and returned to London the latter 
End of the firft Month 1756, where he re- 
mained a few Weeks, being exceeding 'ill ; 
;:,yet was at moft of the Meetings in that City, 
and was very ferviceable, with many oth^r 
Friends, in Affairs particularly relating to the 
Society in PenJUvaniadit xhzt, Titnz. 

He went back again into EJfex^ and fo for 
Hertjordjhire^ feme Parts of Buckinghamjhire^^ 
OxJordJIjirCy Glccejlerjhire^ and' to the Yearly- 

. . meeting 
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meeting at Brijiol in the.-jUfth Month 1756 ; 
and had good Service bbthx in Meetings for 
Worftiip and Difcipline, which was well re- 
ceived, and, it is hoped, made lafling Impref- 
fions on the Minds of many who had the 
Opportuaity of bein^ prcfent. 

His Indifpofition (till continued', but did not 
hinder him from travelling : From Brijiol he 
pafled through fome Part oi GloceJierfhire^Wilt^ 
{hire^ and Oxfordfhire^ and got to the Yearly- 
meeting at London in the Sixth Month, and 
altho' his Ilnefs continued upon him, was en- 
abled to bear leveral living Teftimonies, in the 
Demonftration of the Spirit arid of Power. 

After the faid Yearly - meeting was ended, 
he came down to the Yearly - meetings at 
Colchejier and Woodbridge^ where he was emi- 
nently fupported to be fcrviceable ii^ the 
Churches. At JVoodbridge he was ftrengthened 
to bear a large, powerful and , afFeding Tefti- 
mony in the laft Meeting of Worfhip, to the 
tendering of many Hearts, whofe States were 
fo effectually fpoken to, as that it may be 
fitly compared to the Excellency, and glorious 
Situation which the P/almi/l defcribed, when 
he fays. How good^ and how pleafant a Thing it 
isy for Brethren to dwell together in Unity ! It 
is like the precious Ointment upon the Heady that 
ran down upon the Becirdy even Aaron'i Beardy 
that went down to the Skirts of his Garments : 
As the Dew of Hermon, and 4^ the Dew that 
dejcended upon the Mountains of Zion ; for there 
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the Lord fommanded the BkJJtng^ even Life for 
evermore^ Pfalm cxxxiii. i^ 2, 3. It was indeed 
a moft Heavenly, precious, baptfjjiBg Seafoir, 
(this* being the laft pablick Opportunity oar 
dear Friead had) in which he was wonder- 
fully led to fet forth the progreffive Steps the 
Almighty was pleafed to make ufe of, in 
appearing to Gidedn^ confirming him in the 
Ccrt$inty of his Requirings, condefcending to 
grant his Requefts in a very peculiar Manner^ 
jind fcaling theoj with his Pretence, and giving 
him Viftory over his Enemies, as he was faith- 
^1 to follow the blefled Author that pointed 
forth the beginning as w^^U as finishing that 
great Work, to which that extraordinary Ser- 
vant of God, GideoHy in hrs Day was called } 
which ovemorabte Sprvicc of our dear Ffiend, 
jJiere is gre^t Reafon to believe the great Lord, 
who prepared hiiji for the farpe, was gracioufly 
pleafed to fist as a Nail in a furc ptace ; anc) 
piay it fo continue in the Remembrance 6f 
thofe then prefent, who are left for a Imall 
Space yet in Mutability. 

He continued very weak m Body all his Stay 
in Waodbridge^ being about five Days, and nro 
Perfwafioris could 'prevail with him to hinder 
Jiis fetting forward for his Journey, having^ 
^rong DdSres >n his Mind to fee Friend* it^ 
jthis Place again } and to a particular Friend he 
lexprefled his Lpi^ fo great to os, that he thought 
ke could mllingly die mth us. 'He was fjavptired^ 
f^ jccopplifjj it in two pays after hp left 
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Woodbridge^ though with great difficulty, arid 
lodged at the Houfe of our Friend John Oxley^ 
as he had done before, but took to his Bed 
foon after he got in^ to which, the remaining 
t^art of his Time, he was moftljr confined. 

It being the Time of our Yearly - meeting, 
many Friends went often to vifit him, aad 
he exptelfed to fome, Thai he iMs fathfied bt 
Hvas in bis Place^ in giving up to follow the Re^ 
Mi rings of the Lord^ in kdving bis outivard 
Habitation^ and thofe near Bleffings of a moji 
tender affe^ionate Wife and dutiful Children. 

The Severity of his Ilne& kept him moftly 
delirious^ yet he was favoured with fome clear 
Intervals ; in one of which, being in a fweet 
Heavenly Frame of Mind, he broke forth In 
the following fervent Supplication, viz. Ob I 
this poor Sold bath been for ntanyt Days on the 
Brink of the Pit of Diftrefs j but tboUy dear 
Father y dofi not affiiSi thy Children willingly^ 
but for fome great and good Caufe known only to 
thyfelf: Dear Father ! fuffer not thy Children 
ever to defpair of thy Mercies^ but that we may 
be helpful J as much d^ may be in our Power ^ to 
one another in allfuch times of Trouble. Deareji 
Father ! thou baft been pledfed to open^ and to 
favour with thy Goodnefs -, my Soul is thankful^ 
and tan fay^ thou art worthy of Glory' and 
Praife for evermore. 

He continued to the 13 th of the Seventh 
Month 1756, and then departed this Life^ . 
and viraS interred in Friends Burying Ground

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the 1 8th of the fame, after an awful Mpeting, 
(his Corps being attended by a very large 
Number of Friends and others) and no doubt 
Jie refls, with the* Spirits of the Juft made 
perfcft, in thofe glorious Manfions prepared 
for all thofe that hold out in Faithfulnefs to 
the End. His Memory is very precious ancj 
dear to many who are yet furviving, and we 
believe, it may tru.ly be faid, that few Friends 
who have travelled in this Nation, have been 
more approved, or. had more general Service 
in fo (hort a Space of time.

meeting in Yorkihire, concerning David 
Hall. 

HE w^s \^oxvi. at Skipton in Craven the 2 2d 
of the Tenth Month 1683^' of honcft 
and religious PjSirehts, froni whom he had the 
Bleffing of ^a religious Education, which, he 
happily improved from his Youth. 

In the plevepth Year of his Age he was 
fcized w)th the Snfali-pox of a malignant kind, 
from which he narrowly efcaped vvith his 
Lifd, whereby his bodily Streneth was much 
impaired, and his Nerv'eis'fo affeft^d, that he 
rjirely afterwards could vvalk fteadily ; for. 
which reafon his Father, thinking him unlike7 
ly to bear much bodily Fatigufc or Labour. 

'' ' ' * - ' ' : '' aboHt 
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Bbout the Fifteenth Year of his Age put him 
to the Free-School at Skipton (there being at 
that time no School of Friends that taught 
the Languages in our Parts) wherein, by his 
Induftry and Diligence, in a (hort time he 
attained a competent Knowledge. 'He was a 
good Example to his School-fellows, adorning 
his Profeflion by a ^rave and exemplary Con- 
verifation, and was in great Efleeni with his 
Mafter. 

Having gone through the Clajpcs^ and Jeft 
that School, his Father opened one for Boarders 
in his own Houfe, which was managed with 
good Succcfs, many Friends, from diiFcrent 
Parts of the Nation, fending their Children to 
be inftrudcd by him. 

i^bqut the Year 17 11 he came forth in a 
publick Teftimony, wherein he was very zeal- 
ous^ yet according to Knowledge ; and after 
fqme time be had a Concern to go into the 
Street? at SJdpton and Keigbleyy on the Market- 
days, to warn People to Repentance and 
Amendment of Life. As he grew in the 
Miniftry, he was concerned to vifit at fcveral 
times mod Parts of this Nation, as alfo Scot-- 
land and Ireland^ as by a fliort Journal, he left 
ip Manufcript, does amongft divers other re- 
markable Paffages of his Life particularly ap- 
pear. He w^s very weighty, plain and perti- 
i^ent in his Teftiniony, even to the mcaneft 
Capacities, not afFefting to be thought learn- 
ed, ^yell knowing the Infufficiency of human 

Literature 
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Literatare and acquired Parts in a Gofpel 
Miniftry. He had an excellent Knowledge 
and Underftanding of the Holy Scriptures, 
which he had a peculiar Talent in beautifully 
allegorizing upon frequently in his TeAimony, 
to the Information and Edification of the 
Coniiderate amongft his Auditors. He had a 
great Concern for the Youth of our time, fre- 
quently advifing them^ ?b make the Religion of 
their Education^ the Religion of their judgment ; 
and not content themfehes with Formality^ which 
is, in religious Matters, no more than a dark^ 
dry and empty Lamp. Thofe, more advanced 
in Years, he called out of IVorldly-mindednefs^ 
Indolence, Luhwarmnefs and Indifference ; often 
reminding us of the Church of ijaodicea^ that 
her Cafe was as vile in the Sight of God, as that 
tkf the Wicked and Profane. 

He diligently attended Firft-day and Week- 
day Meetings, at, or before, the Hour appoint- 
ed, . to the Conclufion of his Time ; as alfo 
Monthly and Quarterly-meetings, till of late 
Years he was prevented by bodily Infirmities ^ 
during which Interval of time, he was con^ 
cetncd to write divers Epiftles and Manu- 
fcripts to the faid Meetings, and Friends in 
general) Part whereof are publifhed, and Part 
remain in Manufcript, wherein are contained 
many good and weighty Advices and Admo<- 
ditions, fuited to mod State$^ Stations and 
Circumflaoces of Li&. 

His 
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His Life and Converiation was innocent and 
inolSenfive, conducted with Wifdom, Virtue 
and true Piety ; he was a tender nurfing Father 
to the Youne in the Miniftry, a Strengthener 
of the Weak, a Comforter of the Feeble- 
minded, an Encourager of the Faithful in the 
fmalleft Gifts. He had it very much upon His 
Mind, the latter Part of his time^ to adviie 
Friends, Not to be too much difcouragedy though 
they might jee the Places ofjucb as the Lord 
had railed up y and truly qualified for the Work 
cf the Mini/iry^ left empty ^ and but little Ap^ 
pearance in many Places of SucceJJion i therein 9 
for the eternal Root remained the Jame^ though 
the Branches were taken away. 

He was given to Hofpitality, a Lover of 
;ood Men, a kind Hufband, an afFedionate 
ather, a good Neighbour, of a tender and 
charitable Difpofition towards the Poor. May 
we that are left behind fo run^ that we may 
alfo obtain the Prize, .which undoubtedly he 
hath done, having run well to the End ; 
which, after fome previons Ilnefs, wherein he 
CXprcued his Ajfurance of Peace with the Lord^ 
came pretty fuddenly upon him the i6th of 
the Ninth Month 1756, in the Seventy third 
Year of his Age, having been a Minifler about 
Forty five Years

formerly Mary Peisley. 

SH E was, in her younger Years, a Lover 
of Gaiety and Vanity, till vifited by the 
Lord ; (he thereupon gave herfelf up to fcrve 
him with full Purpofe of Heart. 

Being called into the Work of the Miniftry, 
{he readily obeyed, yet with religious Fear, 
being particularly careful not to be too for- 
ward ; fo that her Offerings were like Fruit in 
its right Seafon, to the Honour of the Lord, 
and the Confolation of his Heritage. She was 
a diligent Labourer in Spirit for the Subjecflion 
of Self, and the Prevalence of divine Life ; 
and as (he was very careful. to rife up in that 
Life, fo was (he likewife to fit down in it. 
Her reverent Solidity, • arid patient Waiting 
upon the Lord in Meetings, being very exem- * 
plary, and carrying with it a Reach and Awe 
to thofe that beheld her. 

She was, when oat of Meetings, of an 
uniforih Condud, retired in Spirit, awful and 
weighty in her Deportment, her Words few 
and favoury, adminifiering Grace to the Hear- 
ers ; feeking much to have her Converfatwn . 
In Heaven, and to draw the Minds of otheri 
thitherward. In Friends Families, often drawn ' 

forth 
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forth in the pure Love of God, particularly to 
the Youth. In the Difcipline of the Chiircb, 
of great Service j fo that, though but young as 
tp the' tifxie of her Miniftry ^nd Services, flic 
Hood in the Authority of Truth as an Elder, 
and as a Pillar in the Lord's Houfe, beafing 
the Weight of Oppofition, and Aflaults of op- 
pofite Spirits, without giving way, the Divine 
Power being her Shield, and the Munition of 
Rocks the Habitation of her Soul. 

Under a lively Concern for the Welfare and 
, Honour of every Part of the Society, (he was 
at times qualified to impart tender and fuitable 
Counfel to her Brethren and Sifters engaged in 
the Miniftry and Difcipline, T^hat they might 
have a Jingle Eye to the Glory of God^ to prefer 
his Service before their own^ and to get their 
Days Work well done in the Day time. She freely 
gave up herfelf to fpend and be fpentj and to 
pafs through various Perils, of a very ijear and 
exercifing kind, by Sea and by Land ; often 
under great Wcakheft and Hard/htp of Bddy, 
as well as Pain of Mind : Twice fhe vifited 
the Meetings of Friends through- this Nation ; 
once through Englandy and fince thatj through 
the American Continent 5 and, by Accounts 
received, we find her Services abroad corre- 
ipond with the Teftimony here given of her. 

.Since her Return from her American Journey ,

The Weight of that Service lay chiefly opoa 
ber, and we believe (he diicharged herfelf 
faithfally therein ; it was finifhed the 14th of 
the Third Month 1756, and on the aoth, 
after an Ilneis of about fourteen Hours, (be 
was removed by Death, to the forrowful Sur<^ 1 
prife of niany, in a Senfe both of our owa 
Loft, and that of the Church in general, by 
the fuddf n Removal of this worthy Inftrument 
in the Lord's Hand, who we believe was well 
prepared to live with Chrift in his Kingdoa, 
with whom her Life was hid whilft here. 

She was indeed a true Burthen - bearer, a 
yaliant Warrior, that turned nqt her Back in 
Che Day of Battle ; very nearly united, in the 
celeftial Bond, to fuch as lov>ed Truth above 1 
all Things, and has left very few amongft ua^ 
equal to her, in refpeft to a faithful and dili- | 
gent Application to the great and primary End j 
of our Exiftence. ^ 

On the 24th of the faid Month, her Cbrps 
was taken into the Meeting-houfe in Montratby 
where a folemn Meeting was held on the 
Occaiion, and feveral Teftimonies born, many 
Friends from adjacent Meetings attending it y 
after which, it was decently interred ip Friends 
Burying Ground in the faid Town. She died 
Aged Thirty nine, a Minifter about Twelve 
Year^.

A few Months before her laft Ilnefs, being 
appointed, with other Elders, to vifitFamilics,- 
fhe went through moft of our Meetings with;

Chrift, and when the Time of her Removal 
came, made their Lofs the more fenfibly felt. 
She was zealous for preferving good Order

lier Care for the Poor, efpecially thofe of 
her own Sex, w'as vefy con(iderable, to whom 
her Charity J as well as Advice, was often 
extended.

In 
her laft Sicknefs (he endured great bodily Af- 
fliftions, with very remarkable Patience and 
Refignationr to the Divine^ Will, and often

A Tejlimony from Devonfliire-boufe iWi?«/^i^* 
meetings concerning Abraham Farrimgton. 

THIS worthy Minifter and Elder having 
had Drawings in Spirit for feveral Yeats, 
as we are informed, to vifit the Chufphes of 
Chrift in this Nation and Ireland^ in the 
Service of the Gofpel : When he app.rcbciided \ 
tl^ Time approached, wherein he was to enter 
upon this weighty En^gement, he iettkd his 
outward Affairs ; and having the CoiKurrence 
'• ind Unity of the Brethren, en^barlced on boarS 
a V^iTel bound from Philadelphia to JDublin^ in 
Company with three Friends from Eut^e^ 

who 
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l^tio had performed a religious Vifit to the 
Churches in Anurka. 

He landed at Dublin^ zixtx a fafe and profl 
{)erou6 Voyage of about four Weeks. He 
viiited the Meetings ot Friends in Ifetand, and 
by the Accounts received from thence, had 
very weighty and acceptable Service there. 
After he bad laboured faithfully in that Nation 
to ftrengthen the Brethren, and affift in build- 
ing up the wafte Places in Sitm^ he embarked 
for England \ and having vifited the Churches 
in fome of the Northern Counties^ and attendr 
cd the Yearly - meeting at Penrith (where his 
Labour of Love in the Work of the Miniftry, 
was to Edification and Comfort) he came up 
to this City to the Yearly - meeting, where his 
Service was truly acceptable. 

After the Yearly-meeting was over, he at- 
tended the Yearly-meetings of Colchefier^ Wood^ 
bridge^ Norwich^ and the Quarterly - meeting 
at Tork^ and vifited many Meetings in the 
Northern and Midland Counties ; from 
whence, good Accounts have been received 
of the weighty and afFe&ing Labours of this 
our dear deceafed Friend. 

He returned agaih to Lmd^n the latter End 
of the Twelfth Month 1757, . and having 
travelled with great Diligence, and laboured 
fervently, his Health was impaired ; neverthe- 
lefe, he attended Meetings till his Difop^tP 
encreafed fo as to render him incapable of 
fiirther Service.

Friend fpent but little time in this City, we

His Converfation was innocently chearfirl, 
\ yet grave and inftrudlive ; he was a Man of a

I Reprover of libertine and loofe ProfeflTors, but 

tender to the Contrite and ; Humble, and a 
:' Lover 6f good Order in the Church. . . 

He vvas llrong in Judgment, found in Doc- 
trine, deep in divine Things j often explaining, 
in a clear lively Manner, the hiddeh Myfteries 
wrapt up in the Sayings of Chrift, the Prophets 
and Apoftles ; and it may truly be faid, he 

}W2ts wellinftiufted in the Kingdom, bringing 
forth, out of his Treafure, Things rjtw and 
old, ,. 

His Miniftry was in Plainnefs ^of Speech, 
and attended with divine Authority, reaching 
the Witnefs of God in Man, and to the 
Habitation of the Mourners in Sion ; frequently 
pointing out, in a lively Manner, the Paths 
of the exercifed Travellers, and the , Steps of 
Heavenly Pilgrims 5 by which he vvas made 
helpful to fuch as are feeking the ,tru$ Reft, 
which the Lord ha^th prepared, for his People. 
IX may truly be faid, he was eminently gifted 

, ^^ for 
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for the Work of the prefentDay, remarkably 
qualified to expofe the Myftery of Iniquity, 
and to point out wherein true Godlinefs 
confifted.. 

His Drftemper encreafing, he was confined 
to his Bed; at the Houfe of our Friend Thomas 
yack/oHy in DevonJhire-fquarCj where all neceC- 
lary*Care was taken of him. During his Ilnefs, 
he was very fweet and tender in his Spirit, 
and remarkably patient. He uttered lmar>y 
comfortable and Heavenly Expreffions, and 
feveral tirlheis faid, He apprehended Bis T^imein 
this World would be but [hoH j and feemed 
fully refigqed to quit Mortality, having, an 
Evidence, that he fljould be cloatbed upon [with 
Immortality^ and be united to the Heavenly Hofl. 

He had frequently been heard to fay, irt 
tirhe of Health, T'hat he thought he .JJjould lay 
down his Body in this Tslation^ and not'f^his 
Friends in America inore \ to which be ap- 
peared freely, given up. He often expreflid his 
Defire, that he might be favoured with an eafy 
Paffage ; which was gracioufly granted. 

H^ departed this Life, the. 26th of the Firft 
Month 1758, like a Lamb/vvithout either Sigh 
or Groan, as one falling into a l\V6et Sleep, 
Aged about Sixty fix Years ; and on the 30th 
bf the fame; his Body was carried to Devon/hire-- 
'houfe^ where a large and folemn Meeting was 
held, which was owned by him whofe Prefence 
is the Life of our Meetings ; and from thence 
his Body was carried, by Friends, to their 
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Burying Ground in BunhilUJlelds^ a large Con«- 
courfe accompanying it, and was there dcpentJy 
interred amongft the Remains of many of our 
primitive Worthies, and valiant Soldiers in the 
Lamb's War, njofjo loved not their Lives unto 
JDeathy for the Word oj God and Teftimorvf 
of y ejus.

Soon after his coming to London^ which 
was ia the Year 1703, he entered into an 
Apprenticefhip ; and his cireumfpe(5t and reli-» 
gious Deportment drew the Notice, and gained 
him the hfftdiiovi^ of folid Friends ; and join-* 
ing in an intimate Conver&tioa with fome of 
the moft religious young Men, they had many 
precious Opportunities of Retirement together, 
to their mutual ^Edification and Growth in the 
Grace of our Lord Jefus Chrift ; which hin«» 
dered not, but promoted, their Succeis in what 
they engaged in of temporal Concerns.

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At the Quarterly -meeting for Cumberland y 
ht met our Friend John Beil, and from thence

he had good Service, for the Comfort and 
Edification of the Faithful, and' his Teftimony 
had a great Reach on ihany of the Youth. 

In 1710, hevifited .the Meetings: twice in 
jKenty SuJJeXy Hampjhire and Surry. In 171 1, 
he entered upon a Vifit to Friends Meetings 
m moft Parts of England^ Scotland znA Irelam^

And being often times £ivoiired 
with the qualifying InBuences of the Divine 
Spirit, his Dod;rioe dropt as the Djew» to the 
great Refreihment of the Heritage of God^ 
^nd there are many living Witneiles that can iet 
Seal to his MiniAry apd Labours of ccidef red 
Love amongil us. 

He was conflaiU in attendjing Meetings^ 
both for Wocfhip and Difcipline. His Conver- 
iation was exemplary, fincere, and coar^ou^ 5 
not tenacious,^ but condeic^nding. He, was 
diligent and induflrious in Bufinefs, wheb at 
liberty from religious DucieS;^ and the Service 
of the Church. He was a loving Huiband, a 
tender and afFe<ftbnate Parent, a kind and 
gentle Mafter, well bclov^ by his Relations 
and Friends, and efteemed by his Neighboars» 

The lail Time he was at Meeting, he was 
jremarkably favoured with Power from on 
high ; which was fo demon A rated bjr .the 
Fulnefs an4 Clearnefs of his TeilimQny, a^ to 

be 
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be taken particular Notice of by divers Friends 
that were prcfcnt. 

In his laft Ilnefe he was attended w^ith the 
Over-fhadowjngs of Divine Goodnefs ; and 
though the Vx<^^€t of lofing fo dear a Rela- 
tion, and fo worthy a Friend, could not but 
be Matter of Sorrow and Affliftion 5 yet, ia 
the Midft thereof, the fweet Frame of Mind 
in which he was, when confined to his 
Chamber and his Bed, has caufed great ^oy 
and Comfort to all about him, his Soul being 
filled with Prayer and Praifes to the God of 
his Salvation, in whqm he had believed ; and 
he who had been his Morning Light, he found 
to be his Evening Song : Breaking out often

Appearances 
were in thqLife and Wifdom of Truth, which 
cearly, united him ; to * the Brethiren s and as 
he grew in his !Gift he was not forward, but 
cautious,' preferring his Biethren, and more 
cfpecially thofe that were Strangers; and it 
may be. truly faid, his ; Labours were very 
acceptable, being greatly to the Comfort and 
Edification of the Church. . 

And thougli, by reafon of bodily Iqfirmitics, 
Travelling was more difiicult tp him than 
moft of his Brethren rn the Miniftry, yet he 
frequently vifited the Meetings oi Friends in 
divers Pacts of this Nation, during a Courle of 
many Years ; and his Services therein were 
well received by the Faithful. 

He manifefted an afFed:ionate Regard for his 
Relations, exercifing the tender Care both of ' 
a Friend and a Father over them ; ' was a juft 
and. kind Mafter, and much beloved by his 
Servants; generous' and exemplary in .his 
Neighbourhpod, affording .conltant Relief to 
fo^ne, and occafional Aflillance to many, others 
of the Poor :.

appeared neccflary. 

His Datural Capacity was extenfivc. being 
improved by a good Edacatton, but more fb 
by the Influence of that Infpiratkm of the 
Almighty, which gives a right Underilanding. 
He was largely concerned in the Management 
of Affairs relating to the Society. The Affiduity 
of his Attendance, and the indoftrioos Exer- 
tion of his Abilities in the Caufe of Trath, 
and for the Help of the Brethren, rendered 
him a very ufeful Member of this Monthly- 
meeting, dF the Meeting for Sofferiogs, the 
Morning-meeting, and the feveral other Meet- 
ings eftabli(bed by Divine Wifdem, for par- 
ticular as well as general Service ; wherein be 
appeared to be exteniive in Knowledge, deep in 
Experience, diftinguifliing in Judgment, and 
audible in Exprcffion. 

He was a kind Entertainer of Friends in 
general, and a great Encourager of. Women 
Friends, to come up in their proper Services 
in the Difcipline of the Church. 

Tovirards the Conclufion of his Time, we 
were deprived of his Company at our Evenings- 
meeting at Bromley y bodily Wcaknefs rendering 
him unable '.to endure the Evening Air j yet 
he very frequently attended our Week-day 
Meeting at Raidiff\ where fuch as were rightly 
engaged to wreftle for a Bleffing, had the Help 
of his Spirit, in an holy Labour and Exercife, 
to dig through all Obdrudions, that they 

might 
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might ;get to the Spring of divine Refrefiiment, 
whereby he was often enabled to bear a living 
Tcftimony for God and his Trulh ; which 
tended much to the Comfort of fuch as were 
honeftiy concerned, and to the ftirring up the 
pure Mind in alL 

He very nearly fympathized with the Af* 
fli&ed in Spirit, and was oftm made in0ru«- 
mental for their Relief ; he bad a gieat Regard 
for the Honeft^hearted, though ever & weak 
and feeble in the Church ; and was frequently 
concerned to interceed for them, When favour- 
ed in the Houfe of Prayer, that th^ might be 
ftreogthened, and come fonvard to do their 
Day's Work in the Day time. 

He gave feveral tranfient Intimations of late, 
to ibme of his Relations and Friends, iignify- 
ing an ExpeBation that bis Time here wmld 
be but Jbert y the laft of which he dropped 
with a remarkable Serenity and Cbparfubefs 
of Spirit. 

It pleafed Divine Providence to take him . 
from the Dangers and Troubles of this pro- 
bationary World, without pailing through the 
Pains of a tedious and afHiding Sicknefs. He 
departed this Life the 25th of the Fourth 
Month 1758, by the fudden Seizure of an 
. Apoplexy. A frefli Inftance of the great Ne- 
cefiity of feeking a timely Preparation ; the 
Coniideration whereof we hope may be a 
Means to excite us to Diligence and Watchful- 
neis^ that Fearfulnefs may not furprize us, 

when 
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\irhen that -aw^l and awakeiiing Time may 
come, that we fhall fae fummoned from Work& 
to Rewards. ; 

We have Caufe to believe it has been the 
ftcady Concern of this our dear dcceafcd 
Friend, for a long Series of Years, to difcharge 
himfelf, and fo to watch, that he might be 
ready to meet the Lord at his Coming. And 
we doubt not but his Removal is to him a 
happy Tranflation into the Manfions of eterrial 
Reft and Glory ; yet we cannot but be fenfibly 
affedted with the Lofs of fo ferviccable and 
valuable a Member in the Church. 

His Body was decently interred in Friend? 
Burial Ground at Rat cliff on Firft-day,- the 
3Gth of the Fourth Month aforefaid, after a 
very large and folcmn Meeting, which was 
favoured with a good Degree of the Divine 
Prefence, and attended by a great Number of 
Frici^ds and otherd from the fevcral Parts of 

this'City. 

He died in the Sixty fixth Year of his Age, 
a Minifter about thirty Years. 
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A ^eftimony from Reading Monthly- meet wg h 
Berklhire, concerning Michael Turpin. • 

OUR dear and worthy Friend, Michael 
Turpin^ was born at HemeUHempfiead^ 
in the County of Hertford^ the 3d of the Sixth 
Month 1678 ; and after living at Albam in 
the faid County about Sixteen Years, removed 
to this Town about the Year 1726, where 
he refided about Thirty one Years j in which 
Time he was of good Service to this Meeting, 
being well qualified for the Work of the 
Miniftry, to which he was called about the 
Twenty third Year of his Age : And by ftriflly 
adhering to the divine Gift beftowed on him, 
grew in the Life of Religion, and had a lively 
and powerful Teftimony frequently to bear in 
old Age, increafing in his Gift as he grew in 
Years: And though not a M^n of iftuch 
Literature^ yet, when under divine Influence, 
' he difcovered a good Underflanding, being well 
inflru<Sted in the School of Chrift, He was 
zealous in Teftimony^ againft Pride^ Covetotif- 
nefs^ all Libertinifmy and 'whatever is notfuhjeSl 
to Truth > alfo, that our Chrijlian Difcipline 
might be maintained upon its ancient Founda- 
tion. He was a true Mourner in Sion^ one 
who fighed for the Abominations of the ^ 
Tiincs, and truly fympathi^ed with others in 

A a the 
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the like Condition, to whom he often had a 
Word of Encouragement, which he fuitably 
qdminiflercd greatly to their Comfort : But to 
the lukewarm^ indifferent, formal Profcflbrs, 
his Ttftimony was clofc and piercing ; and 
by keeping his Place in the Authority of 
Truth, he was a Check upon fome forward 
^nd unqualified Spirits, which fometimes ap- 
peared amongfl us. 

He was often (efpecially toward the Con- 
clufion of his Time)' extraordinarily drawn 
forth, in fervent Supplication to the Almighty, 
for the young and rifing Generation, and that 
thofe who were in undue Liberties might be 
reclaimed, and thofe who were at Eafe in a 
Profeffion and outward Conformity, . without 
a real PofTeffion of the blcfled Truth, might 
be, by a frefli Vifitation, awakened and ftirfed 
up to a Senfe of their States and Duty. 

His Life and Converfation was exemplary 
and edifying ; His Deportment and Counte- 
nance iolid, weighty and awful ; he loved and 
fought Retirement, flept little, was temperate 
andlnduflrious, confcientioufly concerned that 
he might not bring any Reproach on his holy 
Profeffion by Infolvency j and therefore, and 
for the Benefit of his bodily Health, he occu- 
pied a confiderablc Part of his Time in fiich 
Bufinels as he was capable of, tho' the Profits 
arifing therefrom were vefy fmall. ' 

In his lafl llnefs, which continued 'about 
tljree Weeks, he was enabled to bear the 

Extremity 
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Extremity of his Pain with remarkable Patience 
and gtilncfs ; and, in the Depth of Humility, 
begged of the LorcJ, That he would be pleafed to 
releafe him from his AffiiBion 5 who in Mercy 
granted his Requeft j and he is, we doubt not, 
fafely arrived through a Sea of Troubles to the 
Port of endlefs Joy, and is an Inhabitant <A 
that glorious City (of which he had a Vifion 
Z little before his Deceafe) ^hcre there is no 
Need of the Light of the Sun, neither of the 
Moon, for the Glory of God doth lighten if> 
and the Lamb is the Light thereof. 

He quietly departed this Life, in great Stil- 
nefs, tHe nth of the Ninth Month 1757, and 
^was buried the J5th following, .in the Burying 
Ground belonging to Friends at Readings in a 
Very plain but decent Mariner, according lo 
his particular Defire, in the Eightieth Year of

OU R Friend, Charles HarriJoHy from his 
Youth had ftfong Dcfire^ in his Mind 
after the true Knowledge of God, and our Lord 
Jefus Chrift 1 and frecfuenting the Meetings of 
particular Baptijis^ was much tofled with divers 
Winds of Dofltrine, and flrong Temptations 
of the Enemy of his Soul. Whilil in this 
Stat€, he went to a Meeting of the People 
called fakers, where our honourable Friend, 
Jphn Potbergill^ exhorted to an inward Wait-- 
ing upon the Lord, in Faiths to receinse Fewer 
over every evil Thought, This Do(3:rinc made 
fo deep an Imprcffion upon his Mind, that (as 
we, fomc of us, have often heard him fay, with 
Tear« of Joy) he was as if he heard the Sound 
of his Voice 'for many Days. Hence forward 
he attended our religious Meetings, and in a 
little time it pleafed the Lord to deliver him 
from thofc ftpng Temptations aad Fears, and 
to raiib him up to preach the Gofpel. His 
Miniftr;^ waS acceptable and edifying, his 
Life and Converfation being very eminently 
corrcfpondcnt with the Dodrine he preached. 

During his laft Ilncfs, he was much vifited 
by Friends, and many religious People of 
other Denominations ; to whom» tfao' under 
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great Weaknefs of Body, he was often engaged 
to declare the Goodnefs of the Lord, in a very 
powerful and affofting Mapncr. 

He departed this Life, in perfedl Peace, t;he

GUR beloved Friend, U^illiam Hartley^ 
was born near Broughtm in the County 
of LancapoirCy of reputable Parents, and had 
his Education in the Principles of the Church 
of England. In his youthful Days he was of a 
very gay and fprightly Difpoiition, altjio* he had 
frequent Intervals of ferious Reflexions, whergin 
he clearly beheld the airy State and Cojj^ion 
he was then in ; yet, as he was obcdi^llt to the 
Convidions of Divine Grace, the rtfomcntary 
Pieafures of this frail Life were f^llied^ in his 
Eye; and becoming more and /nore religi- 
pully inclined, a Diflatisfadion v/jth the Forms 
of Worfliip he was brought up in, increafcd 
fo, that about the Twenty firft Year of his 
Age he was convinced of the Principles of 
Truth as held forth by us, ^nd joined the 
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Society ; in which he continued an unfliaken 
Eicample of true Piety, through the Viirious 
Afflidions and Viciffitudes of Life ; having 
been a diligent Afiiftant in tranfading the 
weighty Affairs of the Church, and particu- 
Urly ferviceablc in that of vifiting Friends 
Families, wherein he was excellently qualified. 

In about the Sixty fecond Year of his Age, 
his Mouth was opened in a publick Teftimony 
to the bleffed Truth, and his Miniftry being 
accompanied with a divine Authority, (though 
he was moftly (hort) his Labour of Love 
generally tended to the Comfort and Edifica- 
tion of the Hearers. 

And when the Time of his Diflblution drew 
near, he feemed to have an undoubted Evi- 
dence of an happy Futurity, frequently, break- 
ing forth in rpuch tender Advice, Counfel and 
Encouragement to his Family, and Friends 
who came tq vifit him, in no lefs lively and 
aflFeding a Manner than in the time of Health. 
Thus was- he owned in his laft Moments by 
the Divine Prefence, wherein his Soul greatly

A Tefiimony from the Six- Weeks Mens- Meet ir^ 
at Waterford in Ireland, concerning Eliza- 
beth Balfour. 

IT has plcafed Infinite Wifdom to remove 
> from us, by Death, our dear and well 
beloved Friend Elizabeth Balfour y whole Ser- 
vices, during the few Years (he refided amongft 
us, were very acceptable : Wi; therefore are 
concerned to give, in a brief Manner, a Tefti- 
tnortfy of her. 

She was of a pleaiant and chearful Dif- 
pofition in Converfation, yet attended with 
Gravity and Meeknefs, which rendered her 
Company agreeable and inftrudive : In her 
Deportment folid, in her Miniftry plain, living 
and powerful 3 not forward in appearing, but 
watchful and attentive to ob^rve ftridly the 
Motion of Life 5 fQ that when concerned^ it 

\fas 
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was both feafcmable and faitable ; and not* 
withAanding iihe was ibmetimes (harp in Re- 
proof, to fuch as brought Reproach on our 
holy Profcflioo, yet flie was tender in Syni** 
pathy with Sion*% Mourners, to whom flue hid. 
often a Word of Coaifort and Encouragenient 
to adminifter. She was alfo gifted in Difci- 
pline, having good Service in^ Meetings for it 
here and eUe where, being zealous for preferv- 
ing good Order, and that Cbriftian Plainneft 
and Moderation fhould be obferved in all 
Refpefts, 

She was likewile ferviceable in Family 
Vifits ; a Work flie lAuch approved of, but 
went upon with Awfulnefs and Fear, being 
fenfible of the Weight and Exercife which 
attends the rightly concerned, therein, and that 
nothing (hort of Divine Wifdom can enable or 
qualify for the faithful Performance 5 which 
therefore (he not only waited for, but was 
often favoured with. 

More may be faid concerning the Services 
of this our dear deceafed Friend, if we were 
to particularize; but we chufe Brevity, as 'well 
as being cautious of eXprcffing any thing 
which may be thought like Encomiums on 
her, having nothing in View but -to attribute 
the Praife of all to the Almighty, Great and 
Gracious Being; whofc Works they arc, and 
which alone do praiie him ; and likewife to 
animate and encourage prefent and future 
Gejuerations to follow her pious Example, that 
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fo they may (as we believe flie has done) when 
they finifli their Courfe, by fighting a good 
Fight, and keeping the Faith, receive the 
Crown of Rightcoulnefs, which is laid up for 
all them that love the Appearing of our Lord ; 
to whom, through, in, and over all, be the 
Thanklgiving and Praife, Dominion and Re- 
nown aicribed for ever. 

She departed this Life the ift Day of the 
'Eighth Month 1758, in the Forty fecond Year 
of her Age ; a Minifter about Twenty Years ; 
and was interfed in Friends Burying Ground 
at Watcrfordy after a folid Meeting of Friends 
and others, wherein the Power of that Truth, 
in which (he lived and died, was evidently 
maiyfefted. 

Some further Account of Elizabeth Balfour, 

with her dying Exprejfions. 

Elizabeth, the Wife of Archibald Balfour 
of Waterfordy and Daughter to James and 
Sarah Tomcy of Limerick^ was by the Fear of 
the Lord, (which is the Beginning of Wifdom) 
co-operating with the great Advantage of a 
religious Education, preferved in her early 
Years from the Follies incident to Youth ; 
being dutiful to her Parents, to whom flie was 
aften a Joy and Comfort in the Lord 5 and a 
good Pattern, both by Advice and Example, to 
her younger Brothers and Sifters. 

It 
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It/pleafcd the Lord to call her to the Work of 
the Miniilry about the Twenty fecond Year of 
her Age, akho' much in a Crofs to the natural 
Part ; but finding that nothing but Obedience 
would be acceptable to the Almighty, (he gave 
up to his Call, and difcharged herfelf accord- 
ing to the Ability received, to the Satisfadlion 
and Comfort of fenfible Friends, where her 
Lot was caft. She vifited this Nation generally, 
and fome Parts thereof feveral Times ; aifo 
the South Weft Parts of Engkndy in the 
Year 1742^ in Company with Elizabeth Fen^ 
nell (then Peafe) As to her farther Service, 
the Reader is referred to the Teftimony of 
Friends of fFaterford concevmng her : And in 
the Station of a Wife, was' tender and fympa- 
thizing beyond what can be expreffed in 
Words, or ever underftood, except by fuch as 
have been favoured with fuch a Bleffing. 

She was feized with her laft Ilncfs on the 
loth of the Seventh Month 1758, and on the 
13th apprehending (he was near her End, in 
great Agony of Spirit faid, My Pain and Weak- 
nejs is Jo greats that I think I can't hold long'; 
1 am Jo diftrejjed and poor in Mind^ that I fear 
1 am not prepared for it. Upon v/hich (hp 
wept bitterly j yet faid. She could not accuje 
herfelf of ailing amijs^ that occafioned the Lord 
to withdraw from her, unlefs the lafi Time (he 
bad any Thing given her to fay in Meetings P:e ' 
pletided Excufe fo long^ that the Meeting bi'oke 
up 5 and it then ran through her Mind^ There 

is 
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js that fcattercth and yet encreafcth ; and there 
is that with-holdeth more than is meet, and it 
tcndeth to Poverty ; adding, a^id I have jouni 

A Friend, whom (he dearly loved, coming 
to fee her, and finding . her thus, fpoke very 
encouragingly to her, laying. He had Faith fo 
believe y the Almighty would not take her hence^ 
before he gave her a full Affurance of eternal 
^Happinefs ; upon which (he feemed caficr in 
iier Mind, but in great Fear and Poverty till 
ihe 22d ; from which time, till her Departure, 
many comfortable Expreflions were dropped 
by her, the Subftance of fomc of which is as 
follows. 

Being that Morning very weak, Are looked 
ias if going off in a very ftill Manner ; and 
"being afked to take fomething, fhc defired nt^. 
to be di/lurbedi and foon after faid, I thought I 
was going quietly and fweetly^ for all is now 
nvell 'y I now can fay y Not my Will, but thine^ 

Lord, be done ; now Death feems near^ and 

1 am willing^ having got an l&vidence. of eternal 
Feace. 

' After fome time of great Weaknefs, (he faid 
thus ; It is a Jine Thing to he preferved alive tn 
the Truth ; it is more than all be fides ^ and what . 
I have often defredfor ; my Heart is filled with 
divine Love^ .but am not able to exprefs what I 
jeeL She defired her Love to he remembered to 
fever al Friends in. particular y adding, andio 
all the Friends of Tr^utb 5 to whom my Mind has 

often 
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often hem nearly united in Jmcere Love : TeJl 
the my that there is a Manjion of eternal Re/l 
prepared for me^ where I hope we fhall meet 
againy never more to part. Remember my dear 
Love to all my dear Friends in this City ; they 
have been kind^ yeay affeSiionately kind to me 
fnce 1 came antongft them ; alfo to Friends of 
Cork and Dublin, and every where y where my 
hot has been caji. O Lord ! preferve thy People 
herey who have been highly Javouredy and alfo 
thoje in the Place of my Nativity ; Oh the 
Sheep's Clothing ! but not the Life ; may the 
Lord open every f^fible Eye to fee it : 1 have 
often defired to be favoured with a feeling S^nfe 
of this State ; the Lord grant it me unto my 
End, and unto all the Sincere-hearted. Lord I 
open the blind EyeSy and cauje them that are 
gone aftrayy to return before it be too late. 

To fomc Friends, who were by her, (he faid, 
7 could not exprejs thefe things of myfelf in my 
pre/ent Condition ; nafy I durft not : (having 
fignified her Care that reftcd on her Mind in 
this Rcfped:, fince the time her Mouth was 
firft opened in a publick Teftimony) I thought 
I jhould have nothing to fay ; but feeling the Re^ 
newings of Divine Life amongfl us, (for which 
my Soul praifes the Lord) I am made willing to 
drop what openSy while I have Strength given. 
My dear Love is to my beloved Sijier in the 
Truthy Sufannah Hatton 5 (who was then 
abroad on Truth's Service) Jhe will be forry 
for my Removal^ as we have laved one another 

dearly i 
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dearly ; but I am going to eternal Reft arid 
Pface^ Inhere, I iru/iy wejhall meet again^ and

She di^iired a particular Friend, that vifited 
her, to lay her but, and fee that every Thing 
was plain ; faying, / love Plainnejs in my 
Heart : And cautioned a young Woman, who 
fometimcs did that Office for the Dead, to 
avoid putting fo much needlefs plaiting upon 
the Sheet that covered her, as (he had feen 
her and others do ; faying, I have been often 
troubled at it^ and I requeji tbou mind it for the 
future ; for Plainnefs in every reJpeSi is mofi 
becoming ^ us as a People ; any Tubing to the 
contrary being unanfwerable to our ProfeJJion. 
At another time (he exprefled herfelf thus ; 
How little doth the Worldy and the Comforts 
I had in ity look now in my View 5 there is 
nothing in it worth our Notice^ but to prefs 
after the better Part j nothing elfe now has any 
Beauty in my View : The Lordy if it be his 
Willy fujfer me not to be long here ; / hope the 
Work is0pretty welly and nigh accompli fl:>ed. 

Being in great Pain, (he faid, i^bis is bard 
Work ; the JffliSfion of this Body is very great : 
And it is an awful Thing thus to look the 
Almighty in the Face j yety through Mercy y I 
am freed from any Guilt that I know of Oh ! 
if it be Jo dreadful for tho/e that have led pretty 
ifinocent and circumfpecl Lives ; what will be-- 
come of them that are loaded with the Guilt of 
Sin ? If the Righteous /carcely be faved, where 

Jhall 
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Jhaii the Wicked and Ungodly appear ? A Womaa 
of another Pcrfwafion being prefent, (he added, 
jind there is no Mortal that can give any Help 
t(^ remove the Guilt of Sin^ at fuch a ^ime as 
this ^ Jo kt none deceive themfelves with fuch 
Notions ; for if they doy they will find it a De^ 
ceit. She warned a young Woman, that camb 
to fee her, againfl Pride and High-minded- 
ncfe j and fet before her the great Danger 
many poor Souls were in, if they fhould be 
fummoned hence in their prefent unprepared 
State ; faying, How miferable would my prefent 
Condition he^ when attended with fuch AffliSlion 
of Body ^ and ready to launch into Eternity^ if 
that was my Cafe ! 

One Morning, after a painful Night of 
great Weaknefs, both of Body and Mind, 
infomuch that her Voice was fcar'ce to bfe 
heard; after lying ftill for lomc tihie, (he 
prayed very fervently, with an audible Voice 
and great Power, to the following Import: 

" O Lord God Almighty ! thou that dwelleft 
•* in the Heavens, and the Heaven of Heavens 
*^ cannot contain thee ; yet haft thou promifed 
*' to look down on him that is poor and con- 
^' trited before thee, and that trembles at thy
